General  Information 


Location 


Silver  City,  Grant  County,  the  location  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  of  New  Mexico,  is  at  the  terminus  of  the 
branch  of  the  Santa  Fe  railway  system,  which  leaves 
the  main  line  from  Albuquerque  to  El  Paso,  at  Rincon. 
The  city  consists  of  about  five  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  is  nestled  among  the  hills  at  the  foot  of  surround- 
ing mountains,  presenting  a  scene  most  interesting  to 
look  upon.  The  Mimbres  river  is  on  the  east  and 
southeast,  and  the  Gila  valley  on  the  north  and  west. 
The  climate  of  this  section,  on  account  of  the  latitude 
and  elevation,  is  unexcelled.  Its  cool  summers,  mild 
winters,  and  dry  invigorating  atmosphere  render  it 
one  of  the  most  favored  health  resorts  in  America. 
The  Government,  recognizing  this  fact,  located  its 
military  and  naval  sanitorium  at  Fort  Bayard,  nine 
miles  distant,  where  many  tubercular  patients  are  an- 
nually cured  by  climatic  conditions.  Silver  City  is  a 
substantial  business  city  in  the  center  of  a  prosperous 
mining  community.     Its  commodious  and  comfortable 
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homes,  its  public  buildings,  and  its  schools  and  churches 
are  external  evidence  of  the  spirit  of  the  community. 
Many  families  in  the  city  are  particularly  identified 
with  the  life  of  the  school  because  they  have  been  es- 
pecially attracted  to  Silver  City  as  a  place  of  residence 
by  its  educational  opportunities. 

History 

The  State  Normal  School  of  New  Mexico  was  lo- 
cated at  Silver  City  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  passed 
in  February,  1893 ;  this  legislature  also  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Regents  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  school.  In  the  same  year,  the  state 
auditor  was  ordered  to  levy  a  tax  of  two-fifths  of  a 
mill  for  the  use  of  both  Normal  Schools,  each  one  to 
have  as  the  first  appropriation  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  The  school  opened  its  doors  and  began 
regular  work  with  one  teacher,  in  the  building  now 
known  as  the  Presbyterian  church.  In  the  meantime, 
plans  and  specifications  were  drawn,  accepted,  and  the 
contract  let  for  the  main  building,  which  was  dedi- 
cated in  1895,  two  years  and  two  months  after  the 
school's  first  opening. 

The  first  graduating  class  consisting  of  one  young 
woman  was  the  class  of  1895.  Since  that  time  the 
school  has  graduated  about  three  hundred  young  men 
and   women,   and    numbered   probably  five   thousand 
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among  its  undergraduates.  Almost  the  entire  number 
of  these  have  engaged  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  in 
teaching  in  the  schools  of  New  Mexico  or  other  states, 
and  the  influence  of  the  school  has  been  a  positive  and 
powerful  factor  in  the  educational  life  of  the  state  dur- 
ing all  the  twenty-two  years  of  its  history. 

Purpose 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Silver  City,  New  Mex- 
ico, is  maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
training  teachers.  The  curriculum  and  regulations  of 
the  school  are  formulated,  therefore,  with  a  direct  ref- 
erence to  this  purpose — the  instruction  and  training  of 
teachers.  Academic  and  technical  preparation  must  of 
necessity  proceed  along  with  professional  instruction. 
The  academic  instruction  of  the  Normal  School  is  ex- 
act, thorough,  broad.  The  student  of  the  Normal 
School  is  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  subjects  he  is  to 
teach,  and  more,  his  courses  extend  beyond  public 
schools  subjects,  to  give  the  broader  outlook  for- 
sources  of  material  and  clearer  insight  into  methods 
and  means  of  investigation.  With  the  claims  now 
made  upon  the  schools  for  industrial  and  vocational, 
instruction,  the  Normal  School  cannot  be  less  exacting 
or  extensive  in  the  study  of  special  or  technical  sub- 
jects. In  all  departments  of  instruction  this  school 
does  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  a  professional 
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School — that  its  work  is  that  of  training  teachers.  The 
attitude  of  the  teacher  to  subject-matter  is  not  for- 
gotten. The  sudent  is  constantly  made  to  realize  that 
the  method  of  acquiring  knowledge  is  of  importance 
as  well  as  the  plans  for  imparting  information. 

The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  to  train  teachers 
and  it  stands  for  four  definite  things : 

L    A  high  standard  of  scholarship. 

2.  A  thorough  study  of  the  science  of  teaching. 

3.  Observation  of  the  teaching  process  in  the  eight 
grades  of  the  Model  School  and  High  School. 

4.  Practice  teaching  under  competent  supervision. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  Normal  School  grounds  are  located  in  the 
northwestern  part  of  the  city,  on  a  hill  commanding 
a  magnificent  view  of  the  surrounding  town  and  moun- 
tains. The  campus  consists  of  twenty-five  acres,  plant- 
ed with  trees,  shrubs,  and  some  of  the  native  cacti  and 
yucca  plants.    This  group  of  buildings  includes : 

Main  Building 

The  first  building  to  be  erected,  called  the  main 
building,  now  known  as  the  Administration  Building, 
is  situated  at  the  top  of  the  hill  in  the  center  of  the 
grounds,  commanding  a  view  of  the  other  buildings 
and  the  main  entrance  into  the  grounds.  This  build- 
ing contains  the  assembly  hall,  offices,  recitation  rooms, 
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the  museum,  and  the  library.     It  is  heated  by  steam, 
has  good  ventilation,  and  is  lighted  with  electricity. 

Science  Building 

The  biological,  physical  and  chemical  laboratories 
are  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Science  Building.  A 
gymnasium,  equipped  with  dressing  rooms,  lockers 
and  apparatus  sufficient  for  the  physical  training  of 
both  men  and  women,  is  located  on  the  main  floor. 

The  Training  School 

The  Training  School  is  a  model  school  building  for 
a  public  graded  school.  It  has  in  addition  to  study 
rooms  and  recitation  rooms,  an  elaborate  domestic 
science  kitchen,  sewing  room,  toilet  rooms  and  lockers. 
It  is  arranged  for  practice  teaching,  contains  accommo- 
dations for  the  kindergarten  and  the  eight  grades  of 
the  common  school,  has  a  good  equipment,  with  play- 
room, and  is  surrounded  by  ample  playgrounds  fitted 
with  the  latest  playground  apparatus. 

Manual  Training  Building 

The  Manual  Training  Building  is  a  two-story  brick 
building,  fifty  feet  by  thirty  feet.  The  basement  is 
occupied  by  the  heating  and  power  plant  of  the  entire 
group  of  Normal  School  buildings.  The  pattern  and 
carpenter  shops  are  located  on  the  second  floor. 
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Ritch  Hall 

Ritch  Hall,  named  after  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  was  erected  in  the  year  of  1904  at 
a  cost  of  thirty  thousand  dollars.  It  is  the  boarding 
hall  for  the  girls  of  the  school,  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  a  matron,  and  a  preceptress. 


Equipment 


The  equipment  in  all  the  various  laboratories  and 
class  rooms  is  modern,  and  care  has  been  taken  to  pur- 
chase only  the  most  approved  furniture  and  appara- 
tus. Telephone  connections  are  established  in  the 
buildings,  both  local  and  long  distance.  An  inter- 
phone system  has  recently  been  installed  in  the  various 
rooms.  An  electric  programme  clock  sounds  the  signal 
for  classes  on  bells  placed  in  each  room  of  all  the 
buildings. 

The  equipment  of  this  school  for  work  in  industrial 
branches  is  unusually  complete.  The  domestic  science 
department  occupies  three  rooms,  a  sewing  room,  a 
cooking  laboratory,  and  a  pantry  equipped  with  cup- 
boards and  lockers  for  storage  of  general  supplies. 
The  sewing  room  is  equipped  with  tables,  sewing-ma- 
chines and  lockers.  The  cooking  laboratory  is  pro- 
vided with  seventeen  individual  gas  stoves,  a  wood  and 
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coal  range  for  special  demonstrations,  dining  table 
and  chairs,  china  press  and  equipment  used  in  serving 
a  meal. 

The  manual  arts  department  occupies  a  large  room 
equipped  with  excellent  work  benches,  tools  for  wood- 
work and  tables  for  other  hand  work.  Lockers  and 
cabinets  are  provided  for  supplies.  During  the  current 
year  the  equipment  of  this  department  has  been  more 
than  doubled,  owing  to  increased  attendance.  This 
new  equipment  includes  a  large  band  saw  and  a  turn- 
ing lathe,  both  of  which  are  driven  by  individual 
power  motors.  In  the  near  future,  forges  and  material 
for  iron  work  will  be  added. 

Laboratories  for  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology 
have  been  equipped  with  the  utmost  care  and  fore- 
sight for  the  convenience  of  the  workers  and  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  courses  dependent  upon  them.  The 
equipment  is  sufficient  to  conduct  work  in  these  sciences 
in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner.  In  Chemistry 
and  Physics,  the  laboratories  are  equipped  with  indi- 
vidual desks.  Hot  and  cold  water,  electric  connections 
and  hoods  are  conveniently  distributed,  and  acessible 
to  all.  The  biological  laboratories  are  equipped  with 
compound  microscopes,  dissecting  microscopes,  pre- 
pared microscopic  slides  for  botany  and  zoology,  lan- 
tern slides,  microtome,  ovens,  sterilizers,  etc.     A  new 
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Balopticon  with  micro,  opaque,  vertical,  and  lantern 
projection  is  a  recent  acquisition  of  the  department. 

Complete  equipment  is  being-  added  for  courses  in 
experimental  psychology. 

The  gymnasium  is  well  equipped  with  apparatus  for 
the  physical  training  of  both  men  and  women. 

The  museum  has  been  built  up,  for  the  most  part, 
with  special  reference  to  instructional  work.  It  con- 
sists of  a  systematic  collection  of  minerals  and  rocks; 
a  systematic  collection  of  ores,  and  numerous  curios 
from  this  section  of  the  country. 

The  library  of  this  institution  consists  at  present  of 
more  than  7,000  carefully  selected  volumes.  The  de- 
partments of  Education,  Psychology,  Literature  and 
History  are  especially  well  supplied  with  reference 
works.  Books  are  purchased  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  various  instructors  and  additions  are  being  con- 
stantly made.  All  the  books  and  pamphlets  are  classi- 
fied by  the  Dewey  Decimal  System. 

The  subscription  list  for  the  current  publications  in- 
cludes a  large  number  of  the  best  magazines  in  general 
literature  as  well  as  those  representing  special  depart- 
ments of  school  work.     Among  those  listed  are :

Religions  W el 'fare  of  Students. 
Being  a  state  institution,  this  school  is  of  course 
strictly  undenominational.  Each  week  during  the 
school  session,  assembly  exercises  are  held,  and  the 
ministers  of  the  various  churches  of  the  city  are  asked 
from  time  to  time  to  speak  to  the  students  and  to  take 
part  in  these  assembly  exercises.  There  are  five 
churches  in  the  city  representing  the  following  de- 
nominations :  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian and  Roman  Catholic.  These  churches  and  the 
Sabbath  Schools  conected  with  them  are  doing  active 
work,  and  all  students  are  cordially  welcomed  in  them. 

Social  Welfare  of  Students. 

The  wholesome  development  of  the  social  side  of 
student  life  is  necessary  and  valuable,  and  organiza- 
tions for  promoting  the  social  welfare  of  the  students 
are  encouraged.  A  committee  composed  of  students 
and  faculty  members  has  charge  of  all  student  enter-

tainments  and  activities.  Receptions  and  social  even- 
ings are  held;  and  entertainments,  public  lectures  and 
musicales  are  given  from  time  to  time.  Care  is  taken 
that  all  social  affairs  be  kept  within  the  bounds  of  pro- 
priety for  students,  and  suitable  chaperonage  is  pro- 
vided at  all  times. 

Living  Arrangements. 

Ritch  Hall,  the  dormitory  for  girls,  offers  a  pleasant 
and  convenient  home  on  the  campus  for  about  forty 
girls.  Each  room  is  arranged  for  two  girls,  but  sepa- 
rate living  quarters  are  provided  if  desired.  The  giftls 
care  for  their  own  rooms.  Each  room  is  comfortably 
furnished  with  rug,  white  enameled  iron  bed,  oak 
dresser,  table,  chairs,  rockers,  mattresses  pillows  and 
mattress  pad.  All  are  outside  rooms,  with  spacious 
closets,  electric  lights,  and  at  least  two  windows.  The 
building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam.  Numerous 
and  conveniently  located  bath-rooms  are  provided  with 
the  most  sanitary  equipment. 

Sheets,  pillow-slips,  covers,  towels,  napkin  rings  and 
laundry  bags  are  not  provided.  Each  girl  should  bring 
these  articles  from  home. 

Girls  under  fourteen  should  have  a  special  allow- 
ance of  five  dollars  a  month  for  laundry,  clothing, 
mending,  etc.     This  allowance  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
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Dean  of  Women,  who  will  keep  account  of  it  and  re- 
fund any  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  dormitory  for  twenty  boys  is  located  on  the  cam- 
pus. The  same  accommodations  are  provided  for  boys 
as  for  girls.  The  boys  care  for  their  own  rooms.  The 
dormitory  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  proctor,  who  is 
also  a  faculty  member. 

A  dining  hall  with  table  accommodations  for  one 
hundred  twenty-five  students  is  located  in  the  basement 
of  Ritch  Hall.  All  students  who  room  on  the  cam- 
pus are  required  to  take  their  meals  at  the  dining  hall. 

Expenses 

Tuition. — A  tuition  fee  of  five  dollars  per  semester 
is  charged  all  students  in  the  preparatory  and  normal 
departments.  Training  school  pupils  are  charged  four 
dollars  per  term,  payable  in  advance. 

Special  Fees. — Typewriting:-  Typewriting  students 
are  charged  a  rental  fee  of  $2.00  per  semester. 

Chemistry:  A  laboratory  fee  of  $2.50  per  semester 
is  charged  all  students  in  chemistry. 

Domestic  Science :  No  laboratory  fee  is  charged  in 
this  course  but  each  student  is  required  to  pay,  for  the 
supplies  used. 

Board  and  Room. — Eor  students  living  in  the  school 
dormitory,  and  taking  their  meals  in  tfte  school  dining 
hall,  the  charge  is  seventeen  dollars  per  month,  when 
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two  students  occupy  the  same  room.  The  charge  is 
twenty  dollars  per  month,  when  a  student  occupies  a 
single  room.  This  covers  all  necessary  living  expenses 
except  laundry. 

Board  and  room  in  private  families  can  be  obtained 
at  prices  ranging  from  twenty  to  forty  dollars  per 
month. 

Books  and  Supplies. — The  cost  of  text  books  varies 
from  seven  to  fifteen  dollars  for  the  year,  according  to 
the  classes  in  which  the  student  is  registered,  but  this 
amount  may  be  greatly  reduced  by  selling  the  books. 

Railroad  Fare  Paid 

On  coming  to  the  Normal  from  any  part  of  the 
State,  the  railroad  fare  of  students  in  excess  of  three 
dollars  will  be  refunded  to  them.  The  same  reduction 
will  be  made  for  their  return.  This  is  done  under 
three  conditions: 

(1).  The  student  must  be  a  resident  of  New  Mex- 
ico. 

(2).    Must  promise  to  teach. 

(3).  Must  be  in  regular  attendance  for  at  least 
eight  weeks  in  succession. 

This  privilege  applies  to  the  summer  term  as  well 
as  the  regular  session.

Financial  Aid  to  Students 

Employment.  —  A  number  of  opportunities  for  re- 
munerative employment  are  open  for  those  who-  need 
financial  assistance.  All  the  employees  in  our  dining 
hall  are  students,  and  a  number  of  excellent  young 
ladies  are  now  making  their  living  expenses  in  this  way. 
A  number  of  positions  in  private  homes  are  open  to 
both  young  men  and  young  women.  During  the  pres- 
ent session  about  twenty-five  per  cent  of  our  students 
are  making  at  least  a  part  of  their  expenses. 

Student  Organizations  and  Publications 

Literary  Societies. — There  are  two  literary  societies 
connected  with  the  school — the  Literati  and  the  Ly- 
ceum. These  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  af- 
ford abundant  practice  in  oratory,  debate,  essay-writ- 
ing, and  parliamentary  usage.    During  commencement 
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week  the  societies  contest  in  athletics,  oratory,  essay, 
and  debate. 

Chorus. — Chorus  work  is  offered  to  any  who  wish  to 
join  the  organization.  A  number  of  the  great  choral 
classics  are  studied,  and  opportunity  is  given  all  who 
join  this  course  to  become  familiar  with  the  song  and 
oratorio  literature.  A  program  will  be  prepared  for  a 
grand  concert  in  the  spring.  Rehearsals  are  held  twice 
a  week.     Credit  is  given  for  this  work. 

Glee  Club. — A  glee  club  has  been  organized  for  the 
men  students  who  possess  a  fair  quality  of  voice  and  a 
musical  ear.  At  least  two  concerts  a  year  are  given 
by  this  club. 

Ladies  Quartet. — From  the  chorus,  the  diretcor  se- 
lects voices  to  form  a  ladies  quartet.  The  quartet  pre- 
pares a  program  of  part  songs  and  is  expected  to  give  a 
public  concert. 

Athletic  Association. — The  Athletic  Association  is 
composed  of  students  and  faculty,  with  a  board  of  di- 
rectors made  up  of  student  and  faculty  members.  Ath- 
letic relations  have  been  established  with  universities, 
colleges,  and  normal  schools  within  reach  of  us.  Effi- 
cient, well-trained  directors  have  charge  of  all  athletics 
and  direct  the  general  physical  welfare  of  all  students. 
The  outdoor  games  of  football,  basketball,  baseball, 
and  tennis  are  played. 
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The  Alumni  Association. — The  purpose  of  this  As- 
sociation is  to  keep  the  school  in  touch  with  its  grad- 
uates; to  acquaint  them  with  its  work,  its  plans,  and 
its  needs ;  to  further  their  interests  in  all  possible  ways ; 
and  to  promote  fellowship  and  association  among  them 
by  providing  opportunity  for  annual  reunion.  The 
Association  is  now  organized  on  a  permanent  basis  and 
is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Alumni  Day  is  observed 
during  Commencement  week,  furnishing  opportunity 
for  class  reunions. 

The  Oratorical  Association. — An  oratorical  contest 
including  the  High  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  State, 
is  held  in  connection  with  the  New  Mexico  Educa- 
tional Association  meeting  each  year.  This  school 
sends  representatives  to  both  sections,  and  any  stu- 
dent in  good  standing  is  eligible  to  enter  for  the  pre- 
liminary contest  which  is  held  three  weeks  before  the 
state  contest. 

Debating  Club.  —  A  club  organized  for  debating, 
public  speaking  and  parliamentary  practice.  Only  men 
of  Senior  High  School  and  College  rank  are  eligible 
for  membership.  The  organization  is  named  in  honor 
of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Meetings,  open  to  the  public, 
are  given  two  or  more  times  each  month  of  the  school 
year,  at  which  times  musical  numbers,  debates,  ana 
Speeches  are  given. 
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Class  Memorials 

Since  the  third  graduating  class,  it  has  been  the  cus- 
tom to  leave  the  school  a  class  memorial  of  some  sort. 
The  class  of  1898  presented  busts  of  Pestalozzi  and 
Froebel,  mounted  on  pedestals;  class  1899,  "Mercury 
at  Rest/'  in  marble;  class  of  1900,  a  mounted  deer's 
head;  class  of  1901,  the  picture  of  "Aurora";  class  of 
1902,  the  picture  of  "The  Chase";  class  of  1903, 
"Reading  and  Writing,"  in  marble ;  class  of  1 1904,  "Na- 
poleon," in  marble;  class  of  1905,  a  park  fountain 
erected  in  front  of  the  girls'  dormitory;  class  of  1906, 
"The  Hunter,"  in  bronze,  and  a  mission  clock  for  the 
girls'  dormitory;  class  of  1907,  "Gettysburg,"  a  bronze 
tablet  bearing  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  address;  class  of 
1908,  four  concrete  seats  located  on  the  campus;  class 
of  1909,  sanitary  fountain  for  the  Training  School  and 
a  circular  swing;  class  of  1910,  four  campus  settees; 
class  of  1911,  play  ground  apparatus  for  Training 
School;  class  of  1912,  a  well-equipped  tennis  court; 
class  of  1913,  a  piano  for  the  Training  School. 

Discipline 

Each  student  is  expected  to  comply  cheerfully  with 
such  regulations  as  the  faculty  may  make ;  and  all  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  be  present  at  all  regular  and 
general  sessions  of  the  school  unless  excused  for  good 
cause. 
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All  young  ladies  taking  their  meals  in  the  dormi- 
tories are  subject  to  the  chaperonage  of  the  matron, 
and  all  students  are  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
school  for  the  government  of  the  boarding  department. 
Students  who  both  lodge  and  take  their  meals  in  town 
will  be  under  the  domestic  and  social  care  and  control 
of  the  family  in  which  they  board,  and  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  faculty  will  also  look  after  their  welfare. 
The  school  will  prescribe  special  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  such  students  and  will  hold  the  lady  in  charge 
responsible  for  their  enforcement.  The  right  is  al- 
ways reserved  tj  refuse  permission  to  students  to  board 
in  town,  or  to  withdraw  such  permission,  or  to  change 
the  boarding  place  of  a  student 

No  student  living  in  any  of  the  dormitories  will  be 
permitted  to  spend  the  night  in  town  away  from  his  or 
her  room,  unless  the  person  visited  is  a  near  relative  of 
the  student  and  the  parent  of  the  student  sends  a  writ- 
ten request,  or  makes  a  personal  verbal  request,  that 
the  permission  be  granted.  This  regulation  will  apply 
to  all  boarding  students  who  are  in  Silver  City  during 
the  holidays. 

Boarding  students  desiring  to  leave  Silver  City  for 
week-end,  or  other  brief  visits  to  their  homes  or  else- 
where, must  submit  written  requests  from  their  parents 
and  obtain  permission  from  the  president  of  the  school. 
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In  case  permission  is  granted,  and  absence  from  class 
is  occasioned  thereby,  students  must  arrange  with  the 
instructor  of  the  class  to  make  up  the  work  missed. 
Excuses  will  not  be  received,  except  in  cases  of  sick- 
ness or  serious  emergency. 

All  regulations  of  the  school  will  apply  to  students 
as  soon  as  they  reach  Silver  City  and  as  long  as  they 
remain  in  the  city,  whether  school  is  in  session  or  not. 

It  is  presumed  that  all  students  who  decide  to  attend 
the  school  do  so  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  above 
regulations  and  with  a  serious  purpose  to  abide  by  them 
in  a  complete  and  cheerful  way,  and  by  any  other  regu- 
lations which  the  faculty  may  make. 
Entrance  Requirements 

Preparatory  Courses.  —  Students  who  hold  eighth 
grade  diplomas  or  who  present  other  credentials  indi- 
cating the  completion  of  eighth  grade  work,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the  Normal  Preparatory 
Course  of  four  years. 

Normal  College  Courses  —  Graduates  of  approved 
four-year  high  school  courses,  completing  the  required 
units  of  the  normal  preparatory  courses,  or  their 
equivalents,  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the 
Normal  College  Department. 

A  transcript  of  the  record  of  the  candidate  for  ad- 
mission, certified  by  the  principal  or  superintendent  of 
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the  preparatory  school  from  which  the  candidate 
comes,  should  be  sent  or  presented  to  the  registrar  be- 
fore  enrollment. 

The  transcript  should  indicate  the  text  books  studied, 
the  number  and  length  of  recitation  periods,  the  length 
of  the  school  year,  and  the  class  standing.  Students 
should  not  send  or  present  diplomas  unless  they  enum- 
erate the  subjects  studied. 

Advanced  Standing.  —  Students  presenting  credit 
from  any  of  the  state  institutions  of  New  Mexico,  or 
from  other  institutions  of  recognized  standing,  will  be 
given  full  credit  for  such  work  in  the  New  Mexico 
State  Normal  School. 

Grades  and  Reports. — As  much  good  results  from 
keeping  parents  as  well  as  pupils  informed  regularly 
about  the  standard  of  work  done  in  school,  reports  are 
sent  to  parents  every  nine  weeks.  If  a  student  is  found 
to  be  falling  behind  in  his  work,  he  is  notified  and  given 
an  opportunity  to  improve.  The  parent  is  also  notified 
and  the  instructor  assigns  a  cause  for  the  failure.  All 
financial  accounts  must  be  settled  before  credit  will  be 
given  in  any  course. 

Class  work,  examinations  and  special  reports  are  the 
means  used  as  a  basis  for  obtaining  the  student's  stand- 
ing. Seventy-five  per  cent  is  the  minimum  grade  al- 
lowed for  credit  in  any  subject.     The  proficiency  of  a 
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student  is  indicated  by  the  percent  and  the  number  of 
credits  given.  A  margin  of  one  credit  is  allowed  for 
grades  ranging  between  seventy-five  and  eighty-five 
per  cent  as  follows:

Courses  of  Instruction 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  conditions  and  needs 
of  New  Mexico,  and  after  an  extensive  examination  of 
similar  courses  offered  in  the  best  Normals  Schools  of 
other  states,  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  courses  of  instruction  as  outlined  in  the  current 
number  of  our  catalogue.  These  changes  have  to  do 
with  the  advancement  of  the  courses,  the  broadening 
oi  the  scope  of  the  work,  a  rearrangement  in  the  order 
oT  subjects,  and  the  inauguration  of  new  courses. 

It  is  recognized  that  a  good  teacher  must  have  an 
adequate  knowledge  of  the  special  matter  that  is  to  be 
taught,  and  of  related  subjects,  as  well  as  a  thorough 
understanding  of  trie  methods  of  presentation.  The 
new  courses  provide  for  both  these  distinct  phases  of 
Normal  School  work.  The  following  courses  are  of- 
fered :

HI.    County  Certificate  Courses.  ■  ; 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  these  county  certificate  courses  are  offered. 
The  course  in  section  one  aims  to  prepare  students  for 
a  third  grade  county  certificate;  section  two,  for  a 
second  grade  county  certificate ;  section  three,  for  a  first 
grade  county  certificate.  Though  the  branches  of  the 
first  section  are  repeated  in  the  second,  those  of  the 
second  in  the  third,  the  courses  are  different.  The  sec- 
ond requires  more  thorough  and  extensive  knowledge 
of  these  subjects  than  the  first  and  the  third  a  more 
thorough  and  extensive  knowledge  of  them  than  the 
second.  These  courses  thus  serve  two  purposes:  first, 
they  lead  to  entrance  of  the  preparatory  courses;  sec- 
ond, those  who  wish  to  teach  before  graduation  have 
an  opportunity  to  do  so. 
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Section  I. — This  course  includes  Reading",  Arithme- 
tic, English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Geography, 
Penmanship  and  Orthography. 

Section  II. — This  course  includes  the  same  branches 
as  the  preceding  one,  adding  a  course  in  United  States 
History  and  an  elementary  course  in  School  Manage- 
ment. 

Section  HI. — This  course  includes  the  same  studies 
as  the  second,  adding  Physiology,  Civil  Government, 
Psychology,  Pedagogy,  and  one  of  the  following 
branches :  Elementary  Botany,  Elementary  Zoology, 
Elementary  Physics,  or  Elementary  Bookkeeping  . 

Diplomas,   Certificates  and  Degrees 

A  diploma  indicating  the  work  pursued  is  granted 
upon  completion  of  any  of  the  preparatory  courses. 

A  complimentary  first  grade  certificate,  good  in  any 
county  in  the  state  for  one  year,  is  granted  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  upon  the  completion  of  the 
preparatory  courses  provided  that  the  credits  submitted 
include  one-half  unit  of  elementary  psychology,  and 
one-half  unit  of  elementary  pedagogy. 
Master  of  Pedagogy  Degree.      'Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  three  -  year  course  in  the 
Normal  College  Department  entitles  the  graduate 
to  a  diploma  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Peda- 
gogy   (Pd.    M.).      If  the   graduate   has   had   forty- 
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five  months  of  teaching  experience,  or  its  equivalent  in 
training  school  work,  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion grants  a  life  certificate  without  examination.  The 
Normal  School  also  grants  a  certificate  indicating  the 
student's  major  subject,  and  his  ability  to  teach  that 
subject  in  a  high  school.  The  Master  of  Pedagogy 
degree  will  not  be  granted  for  less  than  twenty-four 
weeks  residence  work  after  the  completion  of  the  work 
leading  to  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  Degree.  Life  Certificate  Course. 
The  completion  of  a  two  -  year  course  in  the 
Normal  College  Department  entitles  the  graduate 
to  a  diploma  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Peda- 
gogy (Pd.  B.).  If  the  graduate  has  had  forty- 
five  months  of  teaching  experience  or  its  equivalent  in 
training  school  work,  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion grants  a  life  certificate  without  examination.  The 
Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  degree  will  not  be  granted  for 
less  than  twenty-four  weeks  residence  work  after  the 
completion  of  a  preparatory  course.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES. 


Preparatory  Courses. 
English. 

English  I.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 
Grammar  and  Composition. 
This   course   will   include  a  thorough  drill  in 
the  mechanics  of  English.     Special  attention  will 
be  paid  to  the  application  of  the  principles  of  gram- 
mar to  actual  speaking  and  writing.     The  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  get  the  pupil  to  express  himself 
freely  and  accurately  and  to  lay  a  foundation  for 
later  work  in  rhetoric  and  composition. 
English  II.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  the  Study  of 
three  Classics. 

In  this  course  students  are  required  to  write  a 
variety  of  exercises  and  one  theme  each  week. 
Attention  is  paid  to  the  oral  presentation  of 
thought  in  connection  with  principles  of  rhetoric 
which  concern  the  whole  composition,  the  para- 
graph, the  sentence  and  the  use  of  words.  The 
classics  studied  are  selected  from  the  college  en- 
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trance   requirements.      Text — Brooks   and   Hub- 
bard's Composition  and  Rhetoric. 
English  III.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Narration  and  Description  and  the  Study  of 
two  Classics. 

The  student  is  urged  to  make  use  of  his  own 
experience  as  subject  material  for  his  themes;  the 
aim  being  to  promote  interest  in  writing  and  to 
produce  freedom  in  expression.  The  classics  from 
the  college  requirements  are  selected  with  a  view 
toward  interesting  students  at  this  age.  Text — 
Brooks  and  Hubbard's  Composition  and  Rheto- 
ric. 

English  IV.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

Exposition  and  Argumentation  and  the  Study 
of  three  Classics. 

The  writing  of  short  expository  articles,  brief 
editorials  for  the  school  magazine  and  essays  ac- 
company the  study  of  the  principles  of  exposition. 
Debates,  oral  and  written,  two  orations  and  a  va- 
riety of  exercises  in  persuasion,  comprise  the 
theme  work  in  connection  with  the  study  of  argu- 
mentation. Text — Brooks  and  Hubbard's  Com- 
position and  Rhetoric. 

English  V.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 
English  Literature. 
In  this  course  the  text  is  used  as  a  guide  in 
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studying  English  literature  and  in  the  order  of 
its  development  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  period  to 
the  Age  of  the  Restoration.  The  writings  of  the 
authors  prominent  in  each  age,  receive  the  major 
portion  of  the  time  as  the  aim  of  the  work  is  to 
encourage  in  every  student  a  desire  to  read  the  best 
books  and  to  know  literature.  Text — Long's  Eng- 
lish literature. 

English  VI.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

English  Literature. 

This  is  a  continuation  of  English  V  and  includes 
the  study  of  English  literature  from  the  period  of 
the  Restoration,  to  1901.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
general  movements  and  tendencies  in  literature  as 
shown  in  the  selections  studied  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  is  devoted  to  the  readings  of  se- 
lections from  representative  authors  of  each 
period.     Text — Long's  English  Literature. 

Normal  College  Courses. 
Course  I.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 
Rhetoric  and  Composition. 
Training  in  effective  writing  of  English  prose 
and  a  study  of  the  elements  of  prose  style  are  of- 
fered.     Weekly   themes   are   required.      Texts — 
Working  Principles  of  Rhetoric,  Genung;  Hand^ 
bo  ;k  of  Composition,  Wooley. 
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C-rouse  II.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 
Rhetoric. 

Description,  narration,  exposition,  and  argu- 
mentation are  presented.  In  addition  to  a  variety 
of  shorter  exercises,  a  longer  thesis  representing 
the  student's  research  along  some  line  of  interest 
to  him  is  required.  Texts — Rhetoric,  Carins; 
Working  Principles  of  Rhetoric,  Genung. 
Course  III.  First  Semester.  Five  hours. 
American  Literature. 

This  course  includes  a  general  survey  of  the 
literary  writings  in  America,  and  makes  detailed 
study  of  selections  from  the  works  of  authors  gen- 
erally agreed  upon  as  most  significant.     Special 
reading  and  reports  are  required. 
Course  IV.     Continuation  of  Course  III. 
Course  V.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 
Prose  Style. 

This  is  a  course  in  the  history  and  development 
of  English  prose  style  from  Dryden  to  present- 
day  writers.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  form,  and 
representative  works  are  studied  as  models. 
Texts — History  of  English  Prose  Style,  Clark. 
Course  VI.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

Continuation  of  Course  V. 
Course  VII.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 
Given  upon  sufficient  demand. 
Shakespearean  Drama. 
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Four  plays  are  presented  for  study:     Othello, 
Hamlet,  Julius  Caesar,  and  Twelfth  Night.    Other 
plays  are  assigned  for  reading  and  two  papers  are 
required. 
Course  VIII.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 

Literature  and  Language  for  the  Lower  Grades. 

This  course  makes  a  study  of  suitable  material 
for  presentation  in  grades  one  to  six  inclusive  and 
offers  training  in  methods  of  teaching.  Practical 
courses  in  language  are  planned  for  the  particular 
needs  of  different  localities. 

Theory  will  be  closely  correlated  with  practice; 
the  latter  consisting  of  a  series  of  lessons  and  dis- 
cussions conducted  by  the  Critic  Teachers  of  the 
Training  School. 
Course  IX.   Second  Semester.   Five  hours. 

Literature  for  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  and 
Tenth  Grades. 

The  work  of  this  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
presentation  of  the  following  literature :  Herve 
Riel ;  The  Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mariner ;  Lady  of 
the  Lake ;  Ivanhoe  and  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel ; 
Snow  ^ound;  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend  of 
^erepy  Hollow;  The  Gold  Bug  and  certain  of 
r'oe's  poems;  Twice  Told  Tales;  Treasure  Isl- 
and; A  group  of  American  poems. 

Type  lessons  followed  by  discussions  will  be 
^  conducted  by  the  Critic  Teachers  of  the  Training 
School. 
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NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

This  department  embraces  at  present,  the  courses  in 
physiology  and  hygiene,  botany,  zoology,  physics,  gen- 
eral science,  chemistry,  and  agriculture. 

The  work  of  the  department  tends  to  develop  the 
student's  power  of  observation  and  judgment;  it  ac- 
quaints him  with  natural  objects  and  phenomena  and 
enables  him  to  appreciate  more  fully  the  wonders  of 
nature.  The  work  is  especially  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  teachers,  and  special  attention  is  paid  to  methods  of 
teaching  each  subject  in  the  department. 

Normal  Preparatory  Courses. 
General  Science.     One  unit. 

This  course  includes  the  introductory  motion 
lems  of  modern  conveniences  and  of  their  rela- 
tion to  scientific  discovery,  the  soil  as  the  basis  of 
agriculture,  plants  and  animals  and  their  ascent 
from  simpler  forms  to  those  that  are  more  com- 
plex, sanitation,  and  the  application  of  science  to 
community  life.  Specal  attention  is  directed  to 
those  phases  of  science  that  help  in  the  study  or 
teaching  of  the  common  branches,  and  in  the 
teaching  of  elementary  science  in  the  public 
schools. 
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Botany  I.     One-half  unit. 

This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  plants,  their 
form,  structure,  habits,  and  environment.  Typi- 
cal specimens  are  chosen  for  detailed  study.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  paid  to  the  common  domestic 
plants  and  to  the  economy  of  plant  life.  Field  and 
laboratory  work  are  included,  and  students  will 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  collect  specimens  of 
the  flora  of  the  surrounding  country.  Methods  of 
procuring  and  preserving  materials,  of  conduct- 
ing simple  experiments  under  ordinary  public 
school  conditions  are  considered.  Text — Bergen 
and  Caldwell's  Practical  Botany. 

Botany  IL    One- half  unit. 

A  continuation  of  Botany  I. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene.     One-half  unit. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  brief  but 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  subject  in  order  to 
make  the  student  familiar  with  the  essential  facts 
relating  to  the  structure  of  the  body  and  the  func- 
tion of  the  different  parts.  The  work  is  practical 
throughout  and  endeavors  to  show  teachers  how 
the  subject  may  be  made  profitable  and  interesting 
to  school  children.  The  instruction  in  hygiene 
will  refer  especially  to  air,  respiration,  food,  sleep, 
regularity  in  bodily  habits,  temperance,  exercise, 
*"    dress,  etc. 
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Agriculture  I.    One-half  unit. 

This  course  will  deal  with  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  Agriculture.  It  is  designed  primarily  to 
give  students  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
The  course  includes  a  study  of  the  plant,  plant 
propagation  and  growth,  grafting  and  budding, 
dry  farming,  conservation  of  moisture,  diseases  of 
plants,  insect  pests,  farm  crops,  etc.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  crops  and  methods  of  culti- 
vating adapted  to  New  Mexico. 
Agriculture  II.    Summer  Term,    One-half  unit. 

A  continuation  of  Agriculture  I. 
Physics  I.     One-half  unit. 

This  course  includes  text-book  work,  lectures 
and  recitations,  demonstrations  and  experiments. 
Experiments  are  recorded  in  a  permanent  note- 
book. The  subjects  of  mechanics,  light,  heat, 
sound  and  electricity  are  given  careful  elementary 
treatment.  The  important  principles  of  each  topic 
are  carefully  demonstrated,  and  the  student  then 
applies  his  understanding  of  each  principle  in  an 
individual  experiment.  Text  —  Milliken  and 
Gale's  First  Course. 
Physics  II.    First  Semester.     One-half  unit. 

A  continuation  of  Physics  I  with  assigned 
readings  and  experiments.  Text — Milliken  and 
Gale's  First  Course. 
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Chemistry  I.     One-half  unit. 

This  course  includes  text-book  work,  lectures 
and  recitations,  demonstrations,  and  individual 
experiments.  The  students  are  required  to  keep 
permanent  notes  of  experiments.  The  work  gives 
a  general  knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry.  An 
effort  is  made  to  develop  in  the  student,  habits  of 
close  and  accurate  observation  and  to  lead  him  to 
apply  his  knowledge  to  every-day  experiences. 
Text — Brownlee's  First  Principles  of  Chemistry. 

Chemistry  II.     One-half  unit. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  I.  Text — Brown- 
lee's First  Principles  of  Chemistry  and  Allyn's 
Applied  Chemistry. 

Normal  College  Courses. 
Physics  III.    Five  hours. 

The  aim  will  be  a  thorough  grounding  in 
Physics  with  abundant  opportunity  for  laboratory 
practice.  This  course  will  be  open  to  students 
who  have  had  courses  I  and  II  or  their  equivalent, 
or  to  advanced  students  who  have  had  geometry 
and  the  elements  of  trigonometry.  The  purpose 
of  this  course  will  be  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
subject  such  as  those  who  expect  to  teach  in  the 
high  school  should  have.  Text — fcarhart's  Col- 
lege Physics. 
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Bacteriology.    Five  hours. 

The  science  of  bacteriology  is  presented  to  the 
student  as  a  factor  in  every-day  life.  The  most 
important  view-point  from  which  the  subject  is 
approached,  is  in  respect  to  its  practical  applica- 
tion in  agriculture,  medicine,  domestic  science, 
and  sanitation.  Three  hours  recitation,  and  two 
hours  of  laboratory  work  each  week. 

General  Inorganic  Chemistry  III.    Five  hours. 

Experimental  lectures,  recitations,  and  quizzes 
on  the  elements  and  their  compounds,  supplement- 
ed by  laboratory  work.  Two  lectures  and  recita- 
tions a  week  and  three  laboratory  periods.  The 
laboratory  work  is  in  part  introductory  to  quali- 
tative analysis.  Text — McPhersons  and  Hen- 
derson's General  College  Chemistry  and  Labora- 
tory Manual.  Pre-requisites :  Physics  I  and  II; 
Chemistry  I  and  II. 

Qualitative  Analysis  IV.    Five  hours. 

The  chemistry  of  the  more  important  metals 
accompanied  by  the  preparation  of  a  number  of 
inorganic  compounds,  and  the  study  and  practice 
of  the  methods  of  separating  and  detecting  the 
more  common  bases,  acids,  and  their  derivatives, 
followed  by  the  analysis  of  simple  and  complex 
substances.  This  course  involves  six  to  eight 
hours  of  laboratory  work,  and  one  or  two  recita- 
tions each  week.     Pre-requisites:  Course  III. 
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Chemistry  of  Sanitation  and  Food  Analysis  V.    Five 
hours. 

A  course  for  the  general  student,  designed  to 
give  a  basis  for  intelligent  consideration  of  the 
chemical  aspect  of  problems  involved  in  public 
and  private  hygiene.  A  study  of  the  standard 
methods  for  determining  quality  of  foods  and 
adulterants  and  preservatives;  also  of  pure  food 
legislation  and  its  enforcement. 

Science  Methods  VI.     Five  hours. 

This  course  is  designed,  primarily,  for  those 
who  expect  to  teach  science  in  the  high  schools. 
Sources  of  material,  methods,  aims,  laboratory 
equipment  and  instruction,  things  which  should  be 
emphasized,  those  which  may  be  omitted,  etc., 
will  be  considered  both  by  lectures  and  discus- 
sions. 

History  and  Social  Sciences. 
This  department  offers  courses  which  aim  to  give  a 
general  survey  of  the  world's  history  from  prehistoric 
times  to  the  present  day.  The  courses  in  social  science 
supplement  the  work  in  history  and  give  the  student 
a  conception  of  society  and  government  and  the  rela- 
tion of  man  to  his  fellow  men.  The  school  library 
contains  a  large  number  of  historical  works  to  which 
frequent  references  are  given.  The  text  in  the  hands 
of  the  student  is  used  simply  as  a  guide  for  collateral 
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reading,  topical  reports,  and  class  discussions.  In  all 
the  courses  of  the  department,  methods  of  presenting 
the  subject  are  considered. 

1.  United  States  History. 

For  county  certificate.     No  credits. 

2.  United  States  History.     One-half  unit. 

A  survey  of  the  great  epochs  of  American  his- 
tory to  give  a  unified  view  of  the  United  States  as 
a  whole.  A  brief  study  of  colonial  history  and  of 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  a  fuller  treatment  of 
the  period  of  national  expansion  and  political  dis- 
union. The  effects  of  geographical  environment 
upon  occupations,  and  of  occupations  upon  social 
life  and  government  are  emphasized. 

3.  Ancient  History.    First  Semester.    One-half  unit. 

A  study  of  the  prehistoric  period,  oriental  his- 
tory and  the  spread  of  the  Greek  civilization  to  the 
period  of  the  Roman  conquest.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  study  of  Greek  life,  and  to  the  con- 
ditions which  made  the  Greeks  so  important  in 
the  civilization  of  the  world. 

4.  Ancient  History.     Second  Semester.     One-half 
unit, 

A  general  survey  of  Roman  history  to  the  time 
of  the  Germanic  invasions.  A  comparative  study 
of  the  Greeks  and  Romans  is  made,  and  special 
emphasis  is  laid  on  influences  exerted  on  modern 
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nations  by   Roman  government  and  institutions. 

5.  Mediaeval  History.      First  Semester.      One-half 
unit. 

The  principal  topics  treated  are :  The  invasion 
and  settlement  of  the  barbarians;  the  formation 
of  feudal  Europe;  the  growth  of  the  papacy  and 
the  conflict  between  the  church  and  secular  power ; 
the  Crusaders;  the  development  of  commerce;  the 
rise  of  the  universities ;  the  beginning  of  national 
monarchy;  the  pre-reformation  movement;  mod- 
ern exploration,  discovery  and  invention. 

6.  Modern   History.      Second  Semester.      One-half 
unit. 

A  thorough  study  of  the  Reformation;  the  re- 
ligious wars;  English  constitutional  liberty;  the 
ascendency  of  France  under  Louix  XIII  and 
Louis  XIV;  England's  colonial  supremacy;  the 
era  of  the  French  Revolution  and  Napoleon;  the 
nineteenth  century;  and  a  summary  of  the  pro- 
gress of  civilization  during  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. While  the  primary  purpose  is  to  give  the 
stndent  a  knowledge  of  the  political  history  of  the 
period,  due  attention  is  paid  to  the  economic,  so- 
cial, and  religious  movements  that  are  essential 
to  this  subject. 

7.  English  History.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  different  periods  in 
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English  history  under  the  following  heads :  An- 
cient Britain;  Period  of  Conquest;  Government 
of  England  before  1066;  England  under  the  Nor- 
man kings;  England  under  the  Plantagenets ;  the 
Tudor  dynasty ;  the  rule  of  the  Stuarts ;  England 
under  the  Hanoverians  to  the  present  time. 

8.  English  Constitutional  History.     Second  Semes- 
ter.   Five  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  growth  of  the  English  Constitution.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  the  political  constitutions  of  other 
countries  will  be  considered  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison. 

9.  Sociology.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations  and 
reports,  and  in  a  general  way  considers  the  ori- 
gin and  nature  of  Society,  and  the  fundamental 
social  problems.  Among  those  considered,  are 
the  family,  the  church,  the  state,  the  social  aspect 
of  industrial  organizations,  and  the  social  func- 
tions of  the  school. 
10.    Economics.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  material 
wants  and  their  satisfaction;  the  production  of 
economic  goods;  their  exchange  and  distribution. 
It  includes  a  brief  survey  of  a  few  of  the  most 
important  human  activities,   such  as  agriculture, 
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mining,    manufacturing,    and   transportation,    to- 
gether with  the  relation  of  such  occupations  and 
industries  to  the  needs  and  wants  of  the  world. 
11.    Ethics.    First  Semester.    Five  hours. 

A  study  of  the  problem  of  morality  both  as  re- 
gards the  individual  himself,  and  society,  based 
upon  an  analysis  of  the  fundamental  historic 
ethical  theories.  Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and 
theses. 

Spanish. 

FIRST  YEAR 

In  taking  up  the  study  of  Spanish,  a  thorough  fun- 
damental knowledge  of  English  Grammar  is  presup- 
posed. A  method  of  comparison  between  the  gram- 
mar of  the  two  languages  is  then  used  to  great  advan- 
tage in  teaching  the  beginning  Spanish. 
Spanish  I.    First  Semester. 

Spanish  I.  Text — Warman's  Spanish  Reader, 
Book  L,  and  Marion  y  Des  Gavennes  Spanish 
Grammar,  "Introduction  a  la  Lengua,"  Caste- 
liana. 

Conversation  in  Spanish  is  used  as  much  as 
possible,  and  Warman's  First  Book  is  completed. 
A  great  deal  of  stress  is  laid  on  pronunciation. 
The  regular  conjugations  as  well  as  some  of  the 
more  common  irregular  verbs  are  learned.  The 
student  is  given  note-book  and  composition  work 
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as  fast  as  his  progress  warrants  it.  The  first  les- 
sons of  La  Introduccion  a  la  lengua  Castellana 
are  completed  during  this  semester. 

Spanish  I.     Second  Semester. 

This  semester  a  study  of    Warman's    Second 
Book  is  taken  up  together  with  lessons  from  the 
grammar.     The  note-book  and  composition  work 
is  continued  and  more  lecture  work  is  given.     By 
the  end  of  the  second  semester,  the  fundamentals 
of  the   Grammar  are  finished.     Harrison's   Ele- 
mentary Spanish  Reader  may  be  read  the  latter 
part  of  the  first  year. 
Spanish  II.    Second  Year.    First  Semester. 
Texts — Grammar,  stories  and  plays. 
Lessons   in  the   Grammar  are   continued   with 
emphasis  laid  on  the  formation  of  sentences  and 
the  order  of  words.   Harrison's  Elementary  Span- 
ish Reader,  Cortina's  "Despues  de  la  Lluvia,  el 
Sol",  are  read  and  more  composition  work  given, 
Conversation  in  Spanish  is  used  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent and  vocabulary  emphasized. 
Spanish  II.    Second  Semester. 

A  further  study  of  the  grammar  is  made  and 
some  novel,  or  stories  as  Hill's  Tales  for  Begin- 
ners is  read. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Spanish  is  taken  largely 
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for  practical  use,  only  those  instructors  who  speak 
the  language  are  employed. 

The  class  in  this  second  semester  is  conducted 
largely  in  Spanish  and  a  great  deal  of  conversa- 
tion and  composition  are  required. 
Spanish  III.     Conducted  in  Spanish. 

(a)  A  study  of  Grammar  and  Syntax.  Gar- 
ner's Grammar. 

(b)  Reading,  translating  and  discussing  in 
Spanish,  of  the  novel,  "La  Familia  De  Alvareda" ; 
Caballero. 

(c)  Translating  from  English  to  Spanish. 
Ramsey  and  Lewis  Spanish  Composition. 

(d)  Supplementary  Readings  of  modern  Span- 
ish Authors.     Conversation. 

Spanish  IV.    Conducted  in  Spanish. 

(a)  Study  of  Cervante's  "Don  Quixote". 
Lope  de  Vega's  "La  Estrella  de  Sevilla".  Valde's 
"Jose".     Discussion  of  the  above  in  Spanish. 

(b)  Theme  writing,  debating,  and  discussion  of 
current  events  in  Spanish. 

Spanish  V.    Professional. 

(a)  Review  of  Spanish  Grammar  and  Syntax, 
with  view  of  teaching  it. 

(b)  Methods  of  teaching  Spanish. 

(c)  Drill  in  composition  and  conversation.

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German. 

This  department  aims  to  give  ( 1 )  a  thorough  train- 
ing in  conversational  German;  (2)  a  first  hand 
knowledge  of  the  great  German  classics;  (3)  an  un- 
derstanding of  the  life,  customs  and  thought  of  the 
German  people.  The  work  of  the  German  department 
comprises  four  years.  Class  instruction  is  largely  in 
German.  The  medium  of  a  foreign  language  provides 
the  teacher  with  a  broader  horizon  than  he  is  able  to 
obtain  from  his  native  tongue  alone,  and  serves  as  a 
valuable  adjunct  in  his  preparation  for  his  life's  work. 
German  I.    First  Semester.     5  Hours. 

This  course  includes  a  personal  command  of  simple 
German,  both  conversational  and  reading,  together 
with  the  necessary  Grammar  required  for  the  same. 
This  reading  includes  such  simple  stories  as  Kinder 
and  Hausmarchen  or  Kleine  Geschichten  with  com- 
position based  on  the  material  for  reading. 

German  II.    Second  Semester.    5  Hours. 

A  continuation  of  German  I,  concluding  the  equiva- 
lent of  Thomas  German  Grammar,  Part  I,  with  the 
reading  of  Storm's  "Immensee ;"  von  Hillern's  "Hoher 
als  die  Kirche"  and  either  Storm's  "In  Sonnenschein,, 
or  Heyse's  "L/Arabbiata."  Composition  based  on 
reading. 

German  III.    First  Semester.     5  Hours. 
Grammar  and  composition  together  with  a  study  of 
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Lessing's  Minna  von  Barnhelm  and  Emila  Galotti. 
Selections  from  "Aus  den  deutschen  Dicterwald,"  in- 
cluding Schiller's  "Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke." 

German  IV.    Second  Semester.    5  Hours. 
Grammar  and  Composition  continued.     A  careful 
study  of  Schiller's  "Wilhelm  Tell,"  including  Swiss 
history  contemporaneous  with  the  Tell  legend,   and 
Schiller's  Maria  Stuart. 

German  V.    First  Semester.     5  Hours. 

Schiller's  "Geshicte  des  dreissigjahrigen  Kriegs" 
and  "Wallenstein."  The  student  is  expected  to  be  able 
to  describe  in  German  such  portions  of  the  life  of 
Gustavus  Adolphus  and  Wallenstein  and  such  battles 
of  the  Thirty  Years'  War  as  may  be  called  for. 
German  VI.    Second  Semester.    5  Hours. 

German  Lyrics  and  German  Ballads.  Three  hours 
each  week  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  German  Lyrics, 
and  two  hours  to  the  study  of  German  Ballads.  One 
hour  of  each  course  will  be  devoted  to  familiarizing 
the  student  with  the  German  folk  song  and  the  Lyric 
and  ballad  music. 

German  VII.    First  Semester.    5  Hours. 

A  study  of  Goethe's  "Hermann  and  Dorothea"  and 
"Egmont."  Lectures  on  the  political  situation  in 
Egmont's  time  and  "The  Revolt  of  the  Spanish  Neth- 
erlands." 
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German  VI 1 L  Second  Semester.  5  Hours. 
The  Urfaust,  the  Fragment  of  1790,  Faust,  Parts  I 
and  II  with  a  careful  study  of  the  philosophy  of  Goethe 
as  embodied  in  Faust.  Comparison  with  Marlowe's 
Dr.  Faustus,  etc.  A  study  of  the  life  of  Goethe  from 
such  standard  work  as  Bielschowsky's  "Life  of 
Goethe." 

Latin  Languages  and  Literature. 

The  work  of  the  Latin  Department  embraces  seven 
years,  of  which  three  are  above  the  High  School. 
The  aim  of  the  courses  in  Latin  is  to  give  the  student 
(1)  an  acquaintance  with  the  more  important  Roman 
writers;  (2)  constant  training  in  the  use  of  correct, 
exact,  and  idiomatic  English;  (3)  an  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  life,  culture 
and  civilization  of  ancient  Rome,  together  with  the 
effects  of  Roman  culture  and  law  on  subsequent  civ- 
ilization. 

During  the  work  of  the  first  three  years,  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  syntactical  Latin,  although  the  student  is 
never  permitted  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
reading  a  great  historical  or  literary  document. 

Preparatory)  Courses. 
Latin  I.    First  Semester;  five  credits. 

The  work  in  beginning  Latin  embraces  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  forms  of  inflection,  the  signifi- 
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cance  of  case  relations,  the  translation  of  Latin 
sentences  into  literal  and  idiomatic  English,  and 
of  English  sentences  into  Latin.  The  elementary 
principles  of  syntax  are  studied  in  comparison 
with  English  syntax. 

Latin  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

A  continuation  of  Latin  I,  embracing  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  subjunctive,  imperative  and  re- 
maining verb  forms,  together  with  the  reading  of 
the  first  fourteen  chapters  of  the  first  commentary 
of  Caesar.  Indirect  discourse  is  given  careful 
study  at  the  close  of  this  semester's  work. 

Latin  III.     First  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

This  course  begins  with  a  review  of  the  con- 
jugations and  declensions  of  the  first  year  of 
Latin.  Books  I  and  II  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War 
are  completed.  Latin  Composition  based  upon 
Caesar  occupies  one  period  each  week. 

Latin  IV.     Second  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

Books  III  and  IV  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  com- 
pleted. Composition  one  hour  each  week  based 
upon  Caesar.  A  study  of  the  campaigns  of 
Caesar  as  compared  with  modern  military  cam- 
paigns in  the  same  district. 

Latin   V.     First  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

This  course  as  the  courses  in  second  year  Latin 
begins  with   a  review  of  the   conjugations  and 
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declensions.  The  First,  Second  and  Third  Ora- 
tions against  Catiline  are  read.  Composition  one 
hour  enxh  week  based  upon  Cicero.  A  study  of 
the  historical  significance  of  the  Catilinian  con- 
spiracy. 

Latin  VI.     Second  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

The  Fourth  Oration  against  Catiline,  the  ora- 
tion in  defense  of  Archias,  and  the  oration  de- 
livered in  favor  of  Pompey's  Commission  are  read 
during  the  second  semester.  Latin  Composition 
based  on  Cicero  one  hour  each  week. 

Latin  VII.     First  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

Books  I  and  II  of  Virgil's  Aeneid  are  read. 
Latin  Composition  one  hour  each  week.  Careful 
attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  scansion. 
The  students  are  kept  constantly  in  mind  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  reading  a  great  Epic. 

Latin  VIII.     Second  Semester.     Five  Credits. 

Books  III,  IV,  V  and  VI  of  Virgil's  Aeneid 
completed.  A  study  of  the  Roman  and  Greek 
myths  involved  in  the  Aeneid.  The  influence  of 
Virgil  on  subsequent  writers,  and  a  study  of 
Virgil's  position  during  the  Middle  Ages  is  made. 
Latin  Composition  one  hour  each  week. 
Normal  College  Latin  Courses. 

Latin  IX.     First  Semester.     Five  Hours. 

Cicero's  De   Senectute  and  De  Amicitia  are

read    during    the    first    semester,    together    with 
Terence's  Adelphoe.     The  work  is  supplemented 
by  lectures  on  Cicero's  philosophical  works  and 
on  Roman  comedy. 
Latin  X.     Second  Semester.     Five  Hours, 

Terence's  Phormio,  Horace's  Odes  and  Epodes, 
and  the  Carmen  Saeculare  are  read  during  the 
second  semester.  A  study  of  the  prosody  of 
Horace,  embracing  the  most  important  metres 
is  made. 
I  atin   XL     First  Semester.     Five  Hours. 

Livy  Books,   I,   II,   III,   IV,   V  and  selections 
from  Book  IX ;  Ovid's  Metamorphoses  and  selec- 
tions from  the  Fasti.     A  study  of  the  prosody  of 
Ovid. 
Latin  XII.     Second  Semester.     Five  Hours. 

Pliny's   Letters,   Cicero's   Letters   and   lectures 
on  the  lives  of  Cicero  and  Pliny  the  Younger. 
Latin  XIII.     First  Semester.     Five  Hours. 

Two  hours  each  week  are  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  Germania  and  Agricola  of  Tacitus.     The 
remaining  three  hours  is  devoted  to  the  History 
Latin  XIV.    Second  Semester.    Five  hours. 

Two  hour  seach  week  are  devoted  to  lectures 
and  study  of  "The  Private  Life  of  the  Romans.,, 
The  remaining  three  hours  are  given  over  to  lec- 
tures on  "Methods  of  Teaching  Latin." 
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HOME  ECONOMICS. 

Preparatory  Courses. 

Setting  I.     First  Semester;  five  hours. 
This  course  consists  of: 

1.  A  study  of  textile  fabrics  witih  reference 
to  production,  manufacture  and  methods  of  de.- 
tecting  the  most  common  adulterations;  the  de- 
velopment of  spinning,  weaving  and  modern 
manufacturing  processes. 

2.  Hand  and  machine  sewing  and  pattern 
drafting.  A  complete  set  of  underwear  is  made 
from  patterns  drafted  from  individual  measure- 
ments. 

Freehand  drawing  is  taken  with  the  course. 

Text — Shelter    and    Clothing    by    Kinne    and 
Cooley. 
Sewing  II.     Second  Semester;  five  hours. 

This  is  a  continuation  of  course  one. 
Sewing  III.     First  Semester;  five  hours. 

1.  The  drafting  of  patterns  is  continued  in 
this  course.  Garments  are  made  from  original 
designs. 

2.  Clothing,  household  furnishings  and  deco- 
rations are  studied  from  artistic,  hygienic,  and 
economical  standpoints,  also  as  to  their  care,  re- 
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pair  and  cleaning.    Practical  applications  of  color 
and  design  are  made  to  household  decorations  as 
in  stenciling,  embroidering,  crocheting,  etc. 
Design  taken  parallel  to  course. 
Text — Shelter    and    Clothing   by    Kinne    and 
Cooley. 
Sewing  IV.     Second  Semester;  five  hours. 

Course  III.  continued. 
Cooking  I.     First  Semester;  five  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  produc- 
tion, manufacture,  composition,  nutritive  value 
and  digestibility  of  foods.  Principles  and  methods 
of  cooking  are  applied  in  preparing  typical  foods. 
Fuels,  the  kitchen  and  equipment  are  consid- 
ered. Attention  is  given  to  the  cost  of  food  and 
the  development  of  skill  and  efficiency  of  manip- 
ulation. 

Text — Foods  and  Household  Management  by 
Kinne  and  Cooley. 

Prerequisites  or  parallel  subjects:  Physiology; 
Chemistry  I  and  II. 
Cooking  II.     Second  Semester;  -five  hours. 

Course  I  continued  through  second  semester. 
Cooking  HI.     First  Semester;  five  hours. 

More  complicated  cooking  processes  are  under- 
taken; marketing;  menu  making  and  table  ser- 
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vice;  planning  and  serving  well  balanced  meals 
at  given  costs  per  capita;  invalid  cookery;  etc. 

Text — Foods    and    Household    Management, 
Kinne  and  Cooley. 
Course  IV.     Second  Semester;  five  hours. 

The  House — Evolution  of  shelter  and  historical 
development  of  the  house;  domestic  architecture; 
sanitation;  home  nursing. 

Normal  College  Courses. 
Domestic  Art.     First  Semester;  five  hours. 

Advanced     work     in     drafting,     dressmaking, 
household    furnishing  and   decoration   for   those 
desiring  to  teach  in  secondary  schools. 
Household  Management.    Second  Semester;  five  hours. 
The  course  treats  of  various  economic  prob- 
lems of  the  home  as:  the  cost  of  living;  division 
of  family  income;  organization  and  division  of 
labor;  household  accounts;  labor  saving  machin- 
ery and  devices  in  the  home. 
Sanitation.    First  Semester. 

The  following  topics  are  considered : 

1.  Household  and  municipal  sanitation. 

2.  Personal  hygiene. 

3.  Laundering. 

4.  Home  nursing. 

Dietetics.    Second  Semester;  five  hours. 

This  course  deals  with:     The  chemical  com- 
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position  of  the  nutrients;  the  physiological  pro- 
cesses involved  in  nutrition;  the  relation  of  food 
to  the  energy  requirements  of  the  body;  factors 
modifying  and  controlling  food  requirements; 
applications  of  principles  of  nutrition  to  various 
individuals  under  varying  conditions  of  activity; 
planning  properly  balanced  meals  at  various  costs 
to  suit  different  types  of  requirements;  diet  in 
health  and  disease. 

Methods  of  Teaching  Home  Economics. 

A  study  of  the  methods  of  teaching  these  sub- 
jects in  elementary  and  secondary  schools;  the 
place  of  home  economics  in  the  school  curriculum ; 
courses  of  study ;  laboratory  equipment ;  planning 
and  presentation  of  lessons. 

*     »  Department    of    Manual    Training. 

The  department  of  Manual  Training  offers  two 
courses,  one  a  general  course  which  is  required  during 
the  Freshman  year,  and  a  more  extended  and  techni- 
cal course  for  students  preparing  to  teach  Manual 
Training. 
Wood  Work  I.     First  Semester. 

This  course  is  intended  for  students  having 
had  no  previous  experience  in  wood  work.  Ex- 
ercises are  given  calculated  to  acquaint  the  stu- 
dent with  the  correct  use  of  tools.     Elementary 
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joining  is  introduced.     Three  hours  of  shop  and 
one  class  period  each  week. 

Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  at 
least  one  piece  of  furniture  of  considerable  diffi- 
culty. Three  hours  of  shop  work  and  one  class 
period  each  week. 
Shop  Work  II.     First  Semester. 

This  course  is  given  in  connection  with  Me- 
chanical Drawing  II,  and  is  intended  for  students 
preparing  to  teach  Manual  Training.  Furniture 
desigi  ed  by  the  student  is  made,  with  the  idea  of 
developing  originality.  All  work  is  stained  and 
finished.  Three  hours  of  shop  each  week  are 
required. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter work. 
Shop  Work  III.     First  Semester. 

This  course  consists  of  advanced  joinery  and 
cabinet  making.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  work.  Three  hours  of  shop  each 
week. 

Second  Semester.  This  is  a  general  course  in 
forge  work,  comprising  simple  metal  working, 
welding,  and  tempering  of  tools.  Three  hours  of 
shop  work  each  week. 
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Shop  Math. 

For  outline  of  this  course  see  Department  of 
Mathematics. 
Machine  Sketching  L     First  Semester. 

This  work  is  a  beginning  course  in  Mechanical 
Drawing.  Simple  work  is  given  to  acquaint  the 
pupil  with  the  use  of  drawing  instruments.  Ma- 
chine parts  are  measured  with  calipers  and  rule, 
and  accurate  drawings  made  from  these  measure- 
ments. Three  hours  in  drawing  each  week  are 
required. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Mechanical  Drawing  II.     First  Semester. 

This  course  should  be  taken  at  the  same  time  as 
Shop  Work  II.  The  original  furniture  designs 
prepared  in  this  course  are  actually  made  up  in 
the  shop  for  advanced  wood  work.  All  draw- 
ings are  made  in  accordance  with  the  best  shop 
practice. 

Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 

Department  of  Mathematics. 

Professional  Arithmetic.    First  or  Second  Semester. 
This  course  is  deisgned  for  those  who  wish  a 
thorough   review  of  arithmetic.     It  presupposes, 
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however,  a  considerable  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  the  course  extends  far  beyond  the  limits 
of  simple  arithmetic. 

Algebra  I.     First  Semester. 

This  first  course  in  Algebra  deals  mostly  with 
the  equation  and  the  solution  of  simple  problems. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  correct  algebraic 
expressions. 

Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work,  with  the  introduction  of  simultaneous 
equations,  factoring,  radicals,  graphing,  quad- 
ratics, etc. 

Algebra  II.     First  Semester. 

This  course  begins  with  a  thorough  review  of 
the  first  year's  work.  This  is  followed  by  a 
course  in  radicals,  quadratics,  progressions, 
logarithms,  and  graphing  equations  of  the  second 
degree.  Problems  are  given  involving  a  knowl- 
edge of  preceding  mathematics,  so  as  to  unify 
the  previous  work. 

College  Algebra.     Second  Semester. 

This  subject  is  given  when  there  is  sufficient 
demand  for  it.  It  deals  with  the  more  theoretical 
side  of  algebra  and  must  be  preceded  by  the  above 
courses.

Plane  Geometry.     First  Semester. 

In  Plane  Geometry,  the  purpose  is  to  gradu- 
ally and  naturally  develop  the  student's  power  of 
deductive  re  soning.  An  effort  is  made  to  teach 
the  principles  of  geometry,  not  as  facts  in  a  book, 
but  as  properties  of  the  space  in  which  we  live. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Solid  Geometry.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

Solid  Geometry  is  developed  by  somewhat  more 
general  methods  than  are  allowable  in  Plane 
Geometry.  The  basic  theorems  of  Plane  Geom- 
etry are  reviewed  and  the  analogy  between  Plane 
Geometry  and  Solid  Geometry  is  carefully  brought 
out. 
Trigonometry.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

One  semester  is  given  to  Plane  Trigonometry. 
Emohasis  is  laid  on  the  trigonometrical  functions, 
derivation   of    formulas,    construction,    mensura- 
tion, and  use  of  tables. 
Analytical  Geometry.    First  Semester. 

This  is  a  two  semester  course  given  only  to 
students  of  Normal  rank,  and  presupposes  a 
complete  preparation  of  coordinate  systems,  conic 
sections  and  the  operations  leading  up  to  the 
study  of  Calculus. 
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Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work  with  an  introduction  to  Solid  Analyt- 
ical Geometry. 

Calculus.     First  Semester. 

This  course  must  be  preceded  by  Analytical 
Geometry.  It  takes  up  both  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus.  Emphasis  is  laid  more  on  cor- 
rect analysis  and  interpretation,  than  on  intricate 
derivations. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Shop  Mathematics.     Second  Semester. 

In  connection  with  the  Manual  Training-  De- 
partment, a  course  is  given  in  Shop  Mathematics, 
for  those  intending  to  teach  Manual  Training. 
This  course  gives  a  thorough  training  in  such 
mathematical  operations  as  are  useful  in  Shop 
practice  and  Science. 

Psychology   and  Education. 

The  Department  of  Education  is  the  most  charac- 
teristic and  in  many  ways  the  most  important  depart- 
ment of  all  Normal  School  work.  It  has  to  do  strictly 
with  the  professional  side  of  education  and  the  train- 
ing of  teachers. 

It  is  now  conceded  that  education  is  a  science  and

the  technical  and  practical  side  of  teaching  is  being 
more  and  more  emphasized. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  furnish  to 
the  young  men  and  women  of  New  Mexico  the  best 
possible  professional  preparation  for  teaching  and 
supervising  in  all  grades  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
state. 

Successful  teaching  depends  more  upon  training 
than  upon  experience  and  it  is  the  peculiar  function 
of  the  Normal  School  to  provide  this  training  in  both 
theoretical  and  practical  lines. 

The  successful  teacher  must  not  only  be  well 
grounded  in  academic  scholarship  but  must  have 
knowledge  of  the  child  mind. 

The  work  of  this  department  should  include  a  study 
of  local  educational  conditions,  which  are  different 
from  those  of  any  other  state.  The  peculiar  problems 
of  New  Mexico  educational  conditions  must  be  met 
and  solved. 

The  theoretical  side  of  the  work  of  this  department 
will  be  furnished  by  the  courses  outlined  below,  the 
practical  side  will  be  provided  for  in  carefully  planned 
observation  and  practice  courses  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  competent  critics  in  every  line.  Actual 
class  room  practice  is  provided  in  every  grade  of  a 
model  elementary  school  maintained  in  connection  with 
the  Normal. 
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Particular  care  is  taken  to  make  all  the  courses  in 
this  department  as  practical  as  possible,  adapting  them 
to  the  future  work  of  the  teacher. 

It  will  be  the  chief  aim  of  this  department  to  im- 
press upon  its  students  the  importance  of  their  work, 
the  nobility  of  their  profession,  the  responsibility  that 
every  teacher  bears  toward  his  pupils,  patrons,  fellow 
teachers  and  to  society  in  general. 

General  Psychology.  First  Semester.  5  Hours. 
After  a  brief  survey  of  the  general  field  of  Psychol- 
ogy, this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  normal 
psychology.  The  genetic  and  functional  view  points 
are  emphasized.  The  work  consists  of  text  work,  lec- 
tures, assigned  readings  and  class  discussions.  Tich- 
ner's  Outline  of  Psychology  is  used  as  a  basal  text 
supplemented  by  James,  Angell,  etc. 

Educational  Psychology.    Second  Semester.    5  Hours. 

A  careful  study  of  the  educative  process  from  the 
viewpoint  of  psychology.  Attention  is  given  to  such 
subjects  as  interest,  apperception,  attention,  memory, 
habit,  discipline,  etc.,  with  special  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  teacher.  Social  Psychology  as  related  to 
school  room  work  is  discussed,  and  such  topics  as  the 
formal  steps  of  the  recitation  as  developed  by  the  Her- 
bartians  receive  adequate  attention.  The  work  consists 
of  lectures,  assigned  reading  and  text  book  work. 
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Elementary  Psychology.  Five  Credits. 
This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  de- 
sire first  grade  county  certificates.  It  includes  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  psychological  field  and  the  close  rela- 
tion existing  between  pedagogy  and  psychology.  This 
course  bears  high  school  credit  only. 

History  of  Education.    Five  Hours. 

Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education 
is  used  as  a  basal  text,  but  is  supplemented  by  lectures, 
assigned  readings,  outlines  and  reports.  The  field  of 
ancient  education  is  thoroughly  elaborated  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  Chinese,  Egyptian,  Hindu,  and  Jewish 
Educational  systems.  The  Greek  and  Roman  systems 
are  compared  and  contrasted.  The  struggle  between 
Realism  and  Nominalism  is  developed  in  the  study 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  while  the  history  of  Modern  Edu- 
ation  includes  the  study  of  the  systems  of  Herbart, 
Froebel,  Pestalozzi,  etc.  Such  educational  classics  as 
Plato's  Republic,  Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leon- 
ard and  Gertrude  Berkley's  Principles  of  Human  Un- 
derstanding, etc.,  are  read  and  the  student  is  required 
to  outline  five  of  these  classics  during  the  semester. 
Principles  of  Education.    Five  Hours. 

This  course  deals  with  the  underlying  principles  of 
"General  Method"  and  discusses  the  functions  of  edu- 
cation, and  the  laws  which  govern  the  educative  pro- 
cess.    Such  topics  as  "The  Ethical  Aims  of  Educa- 
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tion,"  "Apperceptive  Systems  and  the  Acquisition  of 
Experience,"  "The  Factors  of  Recall  During  the  Vari- 
ous Periods  of  the  Child's  Development,"  "Formal 
Discipline,"  etc.,  form  a  part  of  the  classroom  work. 
Bagley's  "Educative  Process"  is  used  as  a  basal  text, 
but  is  supplemented  by  outside  readings  from  McMur- 
ray,  Reudiger,  De  Garmo,  etc.,  class  discussion,  out- 
lines and  lectures. 

Observation, 
School  Management.    Five  Hours 
The  course  in  School  Management   is  designed  for 

students  who  have  had  considerable  work  along  pro- 
fessional lines,  and  will  vary  somewhat  according  to 
their  needs.  The  course  will  include  work  in  school 
and  class  management,  school  organization,  courses  of 
study  and  allied  subjects.  A  considerable  amount  of 
outside  reading  will  be  required,  and  reports  will  be 
made  on  assigned  subjects.  This  course  presupposes 
work  in  Psychology  I.  and  Principles  of  Education. 

Pedagogy.  5  Credits 
This  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  and  the  ability 
of  the  students  of  High  School  rank  and  carries  with 
it  credit  in  the  High  School  Department  only.  It 
deals  with  the  practical  problems  of  schoolroom  man- 
agement, control  and  organization.  Among  the  topics 
discussed  are  discipline,  classification,  the  control  of 
attention,  moral  and  social  training,  promotion,  the  pro- 
gram, school  hygiene,  individual  instruction,  etc.  This 
course  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Stale  Board  of 
Education  for  the  granting  of  first  grade  county  cer- 
tificates. 
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Elementary  Psychology.  Five  Credits. 
This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  de- 
sire first  grade  county  certificates.  It  includes  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  psychological  field  and  the  close  rela- 
tion existing  between  pedagogy  and  psychology.  This 
course  bears  high  school  credit  only. 

History  of  Education.    Five  Hours. 
Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education 
is  used  as  a  basal  text,  but  is  supplemented  by  lectures, 
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tion,'  "Apperceptive  Systems  and  the  Acquisition  of 
Experience,"  "The  Factors  of  Recall  During  the  Vari- 
ous Periods  of  the  Child's  Development,"  "Formal 
Discipline,"  etc.,  form  a  part  of  the  classroom  work. 
Bagley's  "Educative  Process"  is  used  as  a  basal  text, 
but  is  supplemented  by  outside  readings  from  McMur- 
ray,  Reudiger,  De  Garmo,  etc.,  class  discussion,  out- 
lines and  lectures. 

Observation. 
This  will  be  a  course  in  observation  under  the  di- 
rection of  a  critic  teacher.  The  form  of  presenting 
lessons,  conducting  reviews  and  drills,  the  outcome  of 
various  procedures,  making  lesson  plans,  control  of 
children  and  occasional  teaching  of  classes  will  con- 
stitute the  major  part  of  the  course.  School  manage- 
ment, in  so  far  as  it  touches  this  phase  of  the  work 
will  be  included  in  the  course. 

Practice  Teaching. 

The  Training  School  offers  teaching  and  observa- 
tion in  all  grades  from  the  kindergarten  through  the 
eight  grades.  Students  taking  up  this  course  are  re- 
quired to  do  one  period  of  teaching  a  day  for  the 
entire  year,  throughout  the  different  rooms  of  the 
Training  Building.  In  the  second  year  each  pupil  of 
the  training  class  is  required  to  teach  ten  weeks,  to 
plan  and  present  the  lessons,  meet  and  solve  all  prob- 
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lems  in  connection  with  the  discipline  of  each  room. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  offer  in  lecture  form 
Special  Methods- 
and  class  exercise  a  critical  study  of  method  of  pre- 
senting the  principal  subjects  of  instruction  in  the 
grades.  The  teacher  will  be  led  to  test  methods  and 
give  illustrative  and  type  lessons  with  the  pupils  of  the 
grades'  or  the  members  of  the  training  class. 

The  following  texts  are  used : 

"Reading  in  the  Public  Schools,"  Briggs  and  Coff- 
man. 

"The  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,"  Smith. 

"Special  Methods  of  Geography,"  McMurray. 

"Method  and  Methods  in  the  Teaching  of  English," 
Goldwasser. 

"Methods  of  Spelling." 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 
Shorthand. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  train  young  men  and 
women  for  the  duties  of  stenographers  and  amanuenses. 
This  means  a  great  deal  more  than  the  mere  ability 
to  write  shorthand  and  operate  a  typewriter.  In  addi- 
tion to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  these  branches,  an 
extensive  vocabulary,  the  ability  to  write  correct  Eng- 
lish diction,  and  to  produce  correct  forms  are  neces- 
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sary.  The  Benn  Pitman  shorthand  is  the  system 
taught.  This  is  the  system  of  leading  business  colleges 
and  high  schools  throughout  the  United  States.  It  is 
used  by  more  court,  government  and  professional  re- 
porters than  all  the  other  systems  combined.  The  fun- 
damental principles  are  easily  learned  and  the  text- 
book is  so  arranged  that  theory  and  practice  are  com- 
bined almost  from  the  beginning. 
First  Semester. 

Master  of  the  fundamental  principles  as  con- 
tained   in   the    Phonographic    Amanuensis    with 
special  attention  to  accuracy  of  outline.     Short 
diction  exercises. 
Second  Semester. 

Completion  of  the  Phonographic  Amanuensis 
with  special  attention  to  dictation.  The  latter 
part  of  the  semester  is  devoted  entirely  to  dicta- 
tion, including  the  various  kinds  of  letters,  legal 
matter,  speeches,  and  Civil  Service  tests.  All 
through,  close  attention  is  given  to  accuracy  of 
outline,  abbreviation  and  speed,  phrasing  and 
observation  of  principles. 

Typewriting. 

The  touch  system  is  taught.     Touch  typewriting  is 

a  method  of  operating  a  typewriter  without  looking 

at  the  keys,  that  is,  the  mind  and  fingers  do  the  work 

without  the  aid  of  the  eyes.     The  great  advantage  of 
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this  system  is  the  fact  that  the  writer  can  keep  his 
eyes  always   on   his   copy   and  thus  lose  no  time   in 
glancing  from  keyboard  to  copy  and  back  again.     It 
also  save  the  eyes  a  great  strain. 
First  Semester. 

Correct  position  at  the  machine,  accuracy  and 
uniformity  of  touch  and  fingering  are  the  first 
things  to  be  learned,  then  a  mastery  of  the  key- 
board. The  keyboard  is  learned  by  means  of  a 
a  series  of  graded  exercises  ranging  from  simple 
letter  combinations  through  words,  sentences  and 
paragraphs.  These  exercises  are  followed  by  let- 
ters, legal  forms,  tabulating,  billing,  etc.  Abso- 
lute accuracy  is  required,  nothing  but  perfect  work 
being  accepted. 

Second  Semester. 

The  work  of  the  first  semester  continued  with 
special  attention  now  to  speed.     A  great  many 
speed  tests  and  considerable  machine  dictation  is 
given    in    this    work.      Carbon    copying,    mimeo- 
graphing, stencil  cutting,  and  the  writing  of  spe- 
cial forms  constitute  a  part  of  the  second  semes- 
ter's work.     Shorthand  students  are  required  to 
transcribe  all  their  shorthand  notes. 
Bookkeeping. 
Bookkeeping    is    a    systematic    record    of    business 
transactions  and  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects 
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in  a  Business  Course.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  principles  governing 
double  entry  bookkeeping  and  the  forms  used  in  com- 
mon business  transactions.  The  work  is  introduced 
by  a  study  of  the  theory  of  debits  and  credits.  The 
directions  are  clear  and  full,  enabling  the  student  to 
avoid  the  difficulties  so  often  encountered  by  begin- 
ners. Later  in  the  course,  the  student  is  thrown  upon 
his  own  resources  and  must  work  out  each  step  for 
himself.  Thus  he  proceeds  by  easy  stages  from  the 
easiest  to  the  most  difficult  work  until  he  has  mastered 
all  the  principles  of  the  subject.  The  instruction  in 
this  course  is  largely  individual  so  that  each  student 
gets  just  that  explanation  and  assistance  which  he 
himself  needs. 

Commercial  Arithmetic. 

Commercial  Arithmetic  is  the  practical  application 
of  arithmetic  to  problems  that  come  up  in  everyday 
business  life.  This  course  extends  throughout  the  year 
and  covers  every  phase  of  the  subject.  In  the  begin- 
ning, a  thorough  review  is  given  covering  all  the 
fundamental  principles  of  arithmetic.  During  the 
second  semester,  the  time  is  devoted  to  strictly  business 
arithmetic,  covering  Percentage,  Loss  and  Gain  Com- 
mission, Interest,  Present  Worth,  Tr«ie  Discount,  Bank 
Discount,   Partial   Payments,   Stocks  and  Bonds,  In- 
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surance,  and  Taxes.  The  problems  are  practical  ones 
such  as  business  men  meet  with  every  day.  A  short 
course  of  rapid  calculations  is  combined  with  the  Com- 
mercial Arithmetic  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  stu- 
dent's speed  and  accuracy  and  giving  practice  in  short 
methods  of  calculation. 

Commercial   Law. 

This  subject  is  taught  during  one  semester  of 
twenty  weeks.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give 
the  student  a  knowledge  of  the  leading  and  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  business  law  and  their  actual  applica- 
tion to  business  transactions.  With  this  knowledge 
he  is  enabled  to  avoid  legal  complications,  or  in  case 
of  necessity,  knows  when  to  seek  legal  advice.  An 
effort  is  made  to  express  in  a  clear,  concise  manner 
the  principles  underlying  contrasts  in  general,  their 
formation,  operation  and  discharge,  sales  of  goods, 
bailment,  insurance,  credits  and  loans,  guaranty,  nego- 
tiable instruments,  principal  and  agent,  partnerships, 
corporations,  real  and  personal  property.  Concrete 
examples  from  cases  decided  in  the  courts  are  taken 
up  and  discussed  in  class  thus  affording  an  exercise  in 
the  application  of  the  principles  drawn  from  the  text. 
Commercial   English    and    Correspondence. 

A  correct  knowledge  of  business  English  is  very 
necessary  to  any  one  engaged  in  commercial  life.    The 
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business  man  is  continually  telling  the  world  what 
kind  of  a  man  he  is  through  his  letters,  circulars  and 
advertisements.  If  he  shows  slovenliness  or  ignorance 
of  correct  English  and  of  business  forms  he  cannot 
hope  to  eventually  compete  with  the  man  who  is  his 
equal  in  other  ways  and  in  addition  possesses  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  business  English.  The  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  write  and  speak 
well,  to  express  himself  in  accurate,  clear  and  concise 
English.  The  course,  which  covers  one  semester  of 
twenty  weeks,  is  introduced  by  a  review  of  grammar, 
including  Parts  of  Speech,  Sentence  Building,  Inflec- 
tion, and  Punctuation.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
spelling  and  the  proper  use  Of  words.  The  greater 
part  of  the  time,  however,  is  devoted  to  a  study  of 
the  various  kinds  of  correspondence,  including  every 
form  of  letter  known  to  the  business  and  social  world. 

Penmanship. 

A  business  man  or  woman  can  have  no  greater  as- 
set than  the  ability  to  write  a  plain,  rapid,  legible  hand. 
Of  two  men  trying  for  a  position,  other  things  being 
equal,  the  better  penman  will  without  doubt  succeed 
in  getting  the  position.  The  muscular  movement  is 
the  method  followed  and  conscientious  application  of 
its  principles  will  result  in  a  rapid,  easy  handwriting. 
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First  Semester. 

Close  attention  is  given  to  the  body,  pen  and 
paper,  material  used,  development  of  movement 
and  form,  principles  of  writing. 
Second  Semester. 

Attention  given  to  form  of  letters,  close  study 
of  details,  work  on  model  letters,  movement  and 
form  carefully  observed  throughout. 


MUSIC. 


The  music  course  aims  to  give  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  subject,  including  principles  of  correct  produc- 
tion, practice  in  each  training,  and  sight  singing  and 
writing  of  melodies,  and  acquaintance  with  the  peda- 
gogical methods  of  teaching  music  in  the  elementary 
grades,  observation  and  practice  teaching  of  music, 
and  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  meaning,  beauty  and 
power  of  good  music. 

It  is  advisable  for  anyone  wishing  to  take  the  com- 
plete music  course,  to  take  the  chorus  work  during 
the  three  years  and  also  to  take  either  private  lessons 
in  piano  or  voice. 

Elemen iary  Sigh  t-reading. 

A  class  in  elementary  sight-reading  will  be  con- 
ducted along  the  lines  in  the  grades,  giving  a  review  of 
the  fundamental  principles,  musical  notation,  rhythm, 
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ear  training",  sight-reading,  two  and  three  part  sing- 
ing and  a  repertoire  of  rote-songs  suitable  for  use  in 
the  first  three  grades. 

Methods. 

Class  in  methods  of  public  school  music  will  receive 
instruction  in  the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching 
a  course  of  music  in  the  elementary  grades.     This 
course  will  also  include  a  study  of  the  child's  voice. 
Advanced  Sight  Reading. 

Prerequisite  course  in  elementary  sight-singing. 
Study  of  minor  scales  and  chromatics,  training  in 
choral  singing  of  part  songs.  A  list  of  suitable  cho- 
ruses for  high  school  will  be  studied.  Ear  training  in 
this  class  will  include  singing  and  recognition  of 
triads,  seventh  chords  and  modulation. 

History  of  Music. 

Open  to  all  students  who  have  practical  knowledge 
of  vocal  or  instrumental  music.  The  history  of  the 
development  of  the  science  and  art  of  music  up  to  the 
present  day;  Greek  civilization,  early  Christianity,  the 
modern  age.  Evolution  of  instruments  and  technics. 
Biographies  of  composers,  conductors,  instrumentalists, 
and  singers. 

Harmony. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  the  theory  of  music 
are  embodied  in  the  study  of  harmony  which  treats 
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of  the  different  chords  in  their  natural  relations  and 
combinations.  The  subdivisions  of  the  subject  are  in- 
tervals, major  and  minor  triads,  chord  progressions, 
inversions,  cadences,  seventh  chords,  modulation, 
sequence,  suspensions,  harmonizing  of  melodies. 


DRAWING  AND  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  ART. 

1.  Free  Hand  Drawing  and  Elementary  Water  color. 

Drawing  with  pencil,  crayon,  and  charcoal, 
principles  of  perspective  and  elementary  composi- 
tion. A  study  of  landscapes,  plant  and  animal 
forms.

Elementary  water  color,  design  weaving,  model- 
ing, papercutting,  and  other  practical  handwork 
for  use  in  the  lower  grades. 

3.  Picture  Study  in  the  Grades. 

A  list  of  pictures  suitable  for  use  of  study  in 
the  different  grades  will  be  studied  along  with 
the  life  of  the  different  artists  and  suitable  meth- 
ods of  presenting  pictures  to  different  grades  dis-

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

Admission. 

No  examination  is  required  for  admission  to  the 
Summer  School,  but  students  will  not  be  permitted  to 
enter  courses  for  which  they  are  not  prepared. 

Size  of  Classes. 
Where  a  large  number  of  students  register  in  a 
course,  sections  are  made  so  that  classes  are  never  too 
large  for  efficient  instruction.     No  class  will  be  or- 
ganized with  a  registration  of  less  than  four  students. 

Amount  of  Work. 

In  the  description  of  courses  outlined  for  the  regu- 
lar terms,  will  be  found  the  number  of  credit  hours 
or  units  given  for  the  completion  of  each  course.  No 
student  will  be  allowed  to  make  credit  in  more  than 
three  subjects  of  high  school  rank,  or  more  than  fif- 
teen credit  hours  in  the  Normal  College  Department. 
We  strongly  advise  that  students  in  the  Normal  Col- 
lege Department  should  not  attempt  more  than  two 
subjects  of  College  rank. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  will  recognize 
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credit  in  not  more  than  three  subjects  made  during 
one  summer  session. 

Credit   Toward  Graduation. 

The  same  credit  will  be  given  toward  graduation 
for  work  done  in  the  Summer  School  as  for  work  done 
during  any  other  session. 

Reports. 

Reports  of  the  work  done  in  the  Summer  Session 
will  be  sent  to  the  student  shortly  after  the  close  of 
the  session.  A  duplicate  report  will  be  sent  to  the 
State  Department  of  Education  at  Santa  Fe  unless 
the  student  otherwise  requests.

In  the  regular  Summer  Session,  eight  distinct 
classes  of  courses  are  offered,  as  follows:

6.  Courses  in  high  school  subjects  for  college 
entrance. 
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7.  Courses   for  college  credit  other  than  those 
courses  preparatory  for  teaching. 

8.  Normal  professional  courses  for  college  credit.

A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  every 
student  on  the  day  of  registration. 
Room  and  Board. 
Room    and    board    are    furnished    at    the    Normal 
School   dormitories   and   dining  hall   at   the   rate  of 
eighteen  dollars   ($18.00)   per  month,  payable  in  ad- 
vance.

Place  easy  songs  to  be  read  by  syllable  upon  the 
board.  Place  book  in  hands  of  children  during 
latter  part  of  the  year. 

Third  Grade. 

New  technical  work  for  this  grade:  Divided 
beat,  six-eight  time.  Beginning  of  chromatic 
studies.  Use  rounds  for  beginning  of  two-part 
singing.    Continue  rote  singing. 

Fourth  Grade.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Location 


Silver  City,  Grant  County,  the  location  of  the  Normal 
School  of  New  Mexico,  is  at  the  terminus  of  the  branch  of  the 
Santa  Fe  railway  system,  which  leaves  the  main  line  from 
Albuquerque  to  El  Paso,  at  Rincon.  The  city  consists  of 
about  five  thousand  inhabitants,  and  is  nestled  among  the 
hills  at  the  foot  of  the  surrounding  mountains,  presenting 
a  scene  most  interesting  to  look  upon.  The  Mimbres  river 
is  on  the  east  and  southeast,  and  the  Gila  valley  on  the 
north  and  west.  The  climate  of  this  section,  on  account  of 
the  latitude  and  elevation,  is  unexcelled.  Its  cool  summers, 
mild  winters,  and  dry  invigorating  atmosphere  render  it  one 
of  the  most  favored  health  resorts  in  America.  The  Govern- 
ment, recognizing  this  fact,  located  its  military  and  naval 
sanatorium  at  Fort  Bayard,  nine  miles  distant,  where 
many  tubercular  patients  are  annually  cured  by  climatic 
conditions.  Silver  City  is  a  substantial  business  city  in  the 
center  of  a  prosperous  mining  community.  Its  commodious 
and  comfortable  homes,  its  public  buildings,  and  its  schools 
and  churches  are  external  evidence  of  the  spirit  of  the  com- 
munity. Many  families  in  the  city  are  particularly  identi- 
fied with  the  life  of  the  school  because  they  have  been  es- 
pecially attracted  to  Silver  City  as  a  place  of  residence  by 
its   educational  opportunities. 

History 

The  State  Normal  School  of  New  Mexico  was  located  at 
Silver  City  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  passed  in  February, 
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1893;  this  legislature  also  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
a  Board  of  Regents  and  the  organization  of  the  school.  In 
the  same  year,  the  state  auditor  was  ordered  to  levy  a  tax 
of  two-fifths  of  a  mill  for  the  use  of  both  Normal  Schools, 
each  one  to  have  as  the  first  appropriation  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars.  The  school  opened  its  doors  and  began 
regular  work  with  one  teacher,  in  the  building  now  known 
as  the  Presbyterian  church.  In  the  meantime,  plans  and 
specifications  were  drawn,  accepted,  and  the  contract  let  for 
the  main  building,  which  was  dedicated  in  1895,  two  years 
and   two   months   after   the   school's   first   opening. 

The  first  graduating  class  consisting  of  one  young  woman 
was  the  class  of  1895.  Since  that  time  the  school  has  gradu- 
ated about  four  hundred  young  men  and  women,  and  numb- 
ered probably  five  thousand  among  its  undergraduates.  Al- 
most the  entire  number  of  these  have  engaged  for  a  longer 
or  shorter  time  in  teaching  in  the  schools  of  New  Mexico  or 
other  states,  and  the  influence  of  the  school  has  been  a 
positive  and  powerful  factor  in  the  educational  life  of  the 
state  during  all  the  twenty-four  years  of  its  history. 

Purpose 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Silver  City,  New  Mexico,  is 
maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers. 
The  curriculum  and  regulations  of  the  school  are  formulated, 
therefore,  with  a  direct  reference  to  this  purpose — the 
instruction  and  training  of  teachers.  Academic  and  technical 
preparation  must  of  necessity  proceed  along  with  professional 
instruction.  The  academic  instruction  of  the  Normal  School 
is  exact,  thorough,  broad.  The  student  of  the  Normal 
School  is  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  subjects  he  is  to  teach, 
and  more,  his  courses  extend  beyond  public  school  subjects, 
to  give  the  broader  outlook  for  sources  of  material  and 
clearer  insight  into  methods  and  means  of  investigation. 
With  the  claims  now  made  upon  the  schools  for  industrial 
and  vocational  instruction,  the  Normal  School  cannot  be  less 
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exacting  or  extensive  in  the  study  of  special  or  technical 
subjects.  In  all  departments  of  instruction  this  school  does 
not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  a  professional  school — 
that  its  work  is  that  of  training  teachers.  The  attitude  of 
the  teacher  to  subject-matter  is  not  forgotten.  The  student 
is  constantly  made  to  realize  that  the  method  of  acquiring 
knowledge  is  of  importance  as  well  as  the  plans  for  impart- 
ing information. 

The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  to  train  teachers  and 
for  four  definite  things: 

1.  A  high  standard  of  scholarship. 

2.  A  thorough  study  of  the  science  of  teaching. 

3.  Observation  of  the  teaching  process  in  the  eight 
grades  of  the  Model  School  and  High  School. 

4.  Practice  teaching  upder  competent   supervision. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  Normal  School  grounds  are  located  in  the  north- 
western part  of  the  city  on  a  hill  commanding  a  magnificent 
view  of  the  surrounding  town  and  mountains.  The  campus 
consists  of  twenty-five  acres,  planted  with  trees,  shrubs,  and 
some  of  the  native  cacti  and  yucca  plants.  This  group  of 
buildings  includes: 

Main  Building 

The  first  building  to  be  erected,  called  the  main  build- 
ing, now  known  as  the  Administration  Building,  is  situated 
at  the  top  of  the  hill  in  the  center  of  the  grounds,  command- 
ing a  view  of  the  other  buildings  and  the  main  entrance  into 
the  grounds.  This  building  contains  the  assembly  hall,  offi- 
ces, recitation  rooms,  the  museum  and  the  library.  It  is 
heated  by  steam,  has  good  ventilation,  and  is  lighted  by 
electricity. 

Science  Building 

The  biological,  physical  and  chemical  laboratories  are 
located  in  the  basement  of  Science  Hall.     This  is  a  new  build- 
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ing  equipped  with  the  most  modern  and  complete  scientific 
apparatus.  Both  gas  and  electricity  are  available  for  the 
convenience  of  laboratory  students.  On  the  main  floor  is 
the  large  standard  gymnasium  with  thoroughly  up-to-date 
equipment.  Lockers,  showers,  dressing  rooms,  etc.,  for  both 
men  and  women  are  located  in  the  basement.  A  gallery 
overlooking  the  basketball  floor  extends  around  the  whole 
third  story.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  type 
in  the  southwest.  The  old  science  building  has  been  re- 
modeled and  is  used  for  a  boys'  dormitory. 

The  Training  School 

The  Training  School  is  a  model  building  for  a  pub- 
lic graded  school.  It  has  in  addition  to  study  rooms  and 
recitation  rooms,  an  elaborate  domestic  science  kitchen,  sew- 
ing room,  toilet  rooms  and  lockers.  It  is  arranged  for  prac- 
tice teaching,  contains  accommodations  for  the  eight  grades 
of  the  common  school,  has  a  good  equipment,  with  play- 
room and  is  surrounded  by  ample  playgrounds  fitted  with  the 
latest  playground  apparatus. 

Manual  Training  Building 

The  Manual  Training  Building  is  a  two-story  brick 
building  fifty  feet  by  thirty  feet.  The  basement  is  occupied 
by  the  heating  and  power  plant  of  the  entire  group  of  Normal 
buildings.  The  pattern  and  carpenter  shops  are  located  on 
the  second  floor. 

Ritch  Hall 

Ritch  Hall  named  after  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  was  erected  in  the  year  of  1904  at  a  cost  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars.  It  is  the  boarding  hall  for  the  girls 
of  the  school,  conducted  under  the  direction  of  a  matron,  and 
a  preceptress. 
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EQUIPMENT 

The  equipment  in  all  the  various  laboratories  and  class 
rooms  is  modern,  and  care  has  been  taken  to  purchase  only 
the  most  approved  furniture  and  apparatus.  Telephone  con- 
nections are  established  in  the  buildings,  both  local  and  long 
distance.  An  interphone  system  has  recently  been  installed 
in  the  various  rooms.  An  electric  programme  clock  sounds 
the  signal  for  classes  on  bells  placed  in  each  room  of  all  the 
buildings. 

The  equipment  of  this  school  for  work  in  industrial 
branches  is  unusually  complete.  The  domestic  science  de- 
partment occupies  three  rooms,  a  sewing  room,  a  cooking 
laboratory,  and  a  pantry  equipped  with  cupboards  and  lock- 
ers for  storage  of  general  supplies.  The  sewing  room  is 
equipped  with  tables,  sewing  machines  and  lockers.  The 
cooking  laboratory  is  provided  with  seventeen  individual 
electric  stoves,  a  wood  and  coal  range,  gasoline  and  alcohol 
stoves,  and  a  fireless  cooker  for  special  demonstrations,  din- 
ing table  and  chairs,  china  press  and  equipment  used  in  serv- 
ing a  meal. 

The  manual  arts  department  occupies  a  large  room 
equipped  with  excellent  work  benches,  tools  for  woodwork 
and  tables  for  other  hand  work.  Lockers  and  cabinets  are 
provided  for  supplies.  During  the  current  year  the  equip- 
ment of  this  department  has  been  more  than  doubled,  owing 
to  increased  attendance.  This  new  equipment  includes  a 
large  band  saw  and  a  turning  lathe,  both  of  which  are  driven 
by  individual  power  motors.  In  the  near  future,  forges  and 
material  for  iron  work  will  be  added. 

Laboratories  for  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  have 
been  equipped  with  the  utmost  care  and  foresight  for  the 
convenience  of  the  workers  and  the  efficiency  of  the  courses 
dependent  upon  them.  The  equipment  is  sufficient  to  conduct 
work  in  these  sciences  in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner. 
In  Chemistry  and  Physics,  the  laboratories  are  equipped  with 
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individual  desks.  Hot  and  cold  water,  electric  connections 
and  hoods  are  conveniently  distributed,  and  accessible  to  all. 
The  biological  laboratories  are  equipped  with  compound 
microscopes,  dissecting  microscopes,  prepared  microscopic 
slides  for  botany  and  zoology,  lantern  slides,  microtome, 
ovens,  sterilizers,  etc.  A  new  Balopticon  with  micro,  opaque, 
vertical  and  lantern  projection  is  a  recent  acquisition  of  the 
department. 

Complete  equipment  is  being  added  for  courses  in  ex- 
perimental psychology. 

The  gymnasium  is  well  equipped  with  apparatus  for  the 
physical  training  of  both  men  and  women. 

The  museum  has  been  built  up,  for  the  most  part,  with 
special  reference  to  instructional  work.  It  consists  of  a 
systematic  collection  of  minerals  and  rocks;  a  systematic 
collection  of  ores,  and  numerous  curios  from  this  section  of 
the  country. 

The  library  of  this  institution  consists  at  present  of  more 
than  7,000  carefully  selected  volumes.  The  departments  of 
Education,  Psychology,  Literature  and  History  are  especially 
well  supplied  with  reference  works.  Books  are  purchased 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  various  instructors  and  addi- 
tions are  being  constantly  made.  All  the  books  and  pamph- 
lets are  classified  by  the  Dewey  Decimal  System. 

The  subscription  list  for  the  current  publications  includes 
a  large  number  of  the  best  magazines  in  general  literature 
as  well  as  those  representing  special  departments  of  work.

Religious  Welfare  of  Students 

Being  a  state  institution,  this  school  is  of  course  strictly- 
undenominational.  Each  week  during  the  school  session, 
assembly  exercises  are  held  and  the  ministers  of  the  various 
churches  of  the  city  are  asked  from  time  to  time  to  speak 
to  the  students  and  to  take  part  in  these  assembly  exercises. 
There  are  six  churches  in  the  city  representing  the  following 
denominations:  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Methodist,  Presbyterian, 
Christian  Science  and  Roman  Catholic.  These  churches  and 
the  Sabbath  Schools  connected  with  them  are  doing  active 
work,  and  all  students  are  cordially  welcomed  in  them. 

Social  Welfare  of  Students 

The  wholesome  development  of  the  social  side  of  student 
life  is  necessary  and  valuable,  and  organizations  for  pro- 
moting the  social  welfare  of  the  students  are  encouraged.  A 
committee  composed  of  students  and  faculty  members  has 
charge  of  all  student  entertainments  and  activities.  Recep- 
tions and  social  evenings  are  held;  and  entertainments,  pub- 
lic lectures  and  musicales  are  given  from  time  to  time.  Care 
is  taken  that  all  social  affairs  be  kept  within  the  bounds  of 
propriety  for  students,  and  suitable  chaperonage  is  provided 
at  all  times. 

Living  Arrangements 

Ritch  Hall,  the  dormitory  for  girls,  offers  a  pleasant  and 
convenient  home  on  the  campus  for  about  forty  girls, but  sepa- 
rate living  quarters  are  provided  if  desired.  The  girls  care 
for  their  own  rooms.  Each  room  is  comfortably  furnished 
with  rug,  white  enameled  iron  bed,  oak  dresser,  table,  chairs, 
rockers,  mattresses,  pillows  and  mattress  pad.  All  are  out- 
side rooms,  with  spacious  closets,  electric  lights,  and  at  least 
two  windows.  The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam. 
Numerous  and  conveniently  located  bath-rooms  are  provided 
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with  the  most  sanitary  equipment. 

Sheets,  pillow-slips,  covers,  towels,  napkin  and  laundry 
bags  are  not  provided.  Each  girl  should  bring  these  articles 
from  home. 

Girls  under  fourteen  should  have  a  special  allowance  of 
five  dollars  a  month  for  laundry,  clothing,  mending,  etc. 
This  allowance  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  will 
keep  account  of  it  and  refund  any  surplus  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

A  dormitory  for  twenty  boys  is  located  on  the  campus. 
The  same  accommodations  are  provided  for  boys  as  for 
girls.  The  boys  care  for  their  own  rooms.  The  dormitory 
is  under  the  supervision  of  a  proctor,  who  is  also  a  faculty 
member. 

A  dining  hall  with  table  accommodations  for  one  hundred 
twenty-five  students  is  located  in  the  basement  of  Ritch  Hall. 
All  students  who  room  on  the  campus  are  required  to  take 
their  meals  at  the  dining  hall. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition. — A  tuition  fee  of  five  dollars  per  semester  is 
charged  all  students  in  the  preparatory  and  normal  depart- 
ments. Training  school  pupils  are  charged  five  dollars  per 
term  payable  in  advance. 

Special  Fees. — Typewriting:  Typewriting  students  are 
charged  a  rental  fee  of  $2.00  per  semester. 

Chemistry:  A  laboratory  fee  of  $2.50  per  semester  is 
charged  all  students  in  chemistry. 

Domestic  Science:  No  laboratory  fee  is  charged  in  this 
course  but  each  student  is  required  to  pay  for  the  supplies 
used. 

Board  and  Room. — For  students  living  in  the  school 
dormitory  and  taking  their  meals  in  the  school  dining  hall, 
the  charge  is  five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  week,  when 
two  students  occupy  the  same  room.  The  charge  is  six  dol- 
lars per  week,  when  a  student  occupies  a  single  room.     This 
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covers  all  necessary  living  expenses  except  laundry. 

Board  and  room  in  private  families  can  be  obtained  at 
prices  ranging  from  twenty  to  forty  dollars  per  month. 

Books  and  Supplies. — The  cost  of  text  books  varies  from 
seven  to  fifteen  dollars  for  the  year,  according  to  the  classes 
in  which  the  student  is  registered,  but  this  amount  may  be 
greatly  reduced  by  selling  the  books. 

RAILROAD  FARE  PAID 

On  coming  to  the  Normal  from  any  part  of  the  State, 
the  railroad  fare  of  students  in  excess  of  three  dollars  will 
be  refunded  to  them.  The  same  reduction  will  be  made  for 
their  return.     This  is  done  under  three  conditions: 

(1).     The  student  must  be  a  resident  of  New  Mexico. 

(2).     Must  promise  to  teach. 

(3).  Must  be  in  regular  attendance  for  at  least  eight 
weeks  in  succession. 

This  privilege  applies  to  the  summer  term  as  well  as  the 
regular  session.

FINANCIAL  AID  TO   STUDENTS 
Employment. — A  number  of  opportunities  for  remunera- 
tive employment  are  open  for  those  who  need  financial  assis- 
tance.    All  the  employees  in  our  dining  hall  are  students,  and 
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a  number  of  excellent  young  ladies  are  now  making  their 
living  expenses  in  this  way.  A  number  of  positions  in  pri- 
vate homes  are  open  to  both  young  men  and  young  women. 
During  the  present  session  about  twenty-five  per  cent  of  our 
students  are  making  at  least  a  part  of  their  expenses. 

STUDENT   ORGANIZATIONS    AND   PUBLICATIONS 

Literary  Societies. — There  are  two  literary  societies  con- 
nected with  the  school — the  Literati  and  the  Lyceum.  These 
are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  afford  abundant  practice 
in  oratory,  debate,  essay-writing,  and  parliamentary  usage. 
During  commencement  week  the  societies  contest  in  oratory, 
declamation,   essay,   and   debate. 

Chorus. — Chorus  work  is  offered  to  any  who  wish  to 
join  the  organization.  A  number  of  the  great  choral  classics 
are  studied  and  opportunity  is  given  all  who  join  this  course 
to  become  familiar  with  the  song  and  oratorio  literature. 
A  program  will  be  prepared  for  a  grand  concert  in  the  spring. 
Rehearsals  are  held  twice  a  week.  Credit  is  given  for  this 
work. 

Glee  Club. — A  glee  club  has  been  organized  for  the  men 
students  who  possess  a  fair  quality  of  voice  and  a  musical 
ear.     At  least  two  concerts  a  year  are  given  by  this  club. 

Ladies'  Quartet. — From  the  chorus  the  director  selects 
voices  to  form  a  ladies'  quartet.  The  quartet  prepares  a 
program  of  part  songs  and  is  expected  to  give  a  public  con- 
cert. 

Athletic  Association. — The  Athletic  Association  is  com- 
posed of  students  and  faculty,  with  a  board  of  directors  made 
up  of  student  and  faculty  members.  Athletic  relations  have 
been  established  with  universities,  colleges,  and  normal 
schools  within  reach  of  us.  Efficient,  well-trained  directors 
have  charge  of  all  athletics  and  direct  the  general  physical 
welfare  of  all  students.  The  outdoor  games  of  football,  bas- 
ketball, baseball  and  tennis  are  played. 

The  Alumni  Association. — The  purpose  of  this  Associa-

tion  is  to  keep  the  school  in  touch  with  its  graduates;  to 
acquaint  them  with  its  work,  its  plans,  and  its  needs;  to 
further  their  interests  in  all  possible  ways;  and  to  promote 
fellowship  and  association  among  them  by  providing  oppor- 
tunity for  annual  reunion.  The  Association  is  now  organized 
on  a  permanent  basis  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
Alumni  Day  is  observed  during  Commencement  week,  fur- 
nishing opportunity  for  class  reunions. 

The  Oratorical  Association. — An  oratorical  contest  in- 
cluding the  High  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  State,  is  held 
in  connection  with  the  New  Mexico  Educational  Association 
meeting  each  year.  This  school  sends  representatives  to 
both  sections,  and  any  student  in  good  standing  is  eligible  to 
enter  for  the  preliminary  contest  which  is  held  three  weeks 
before  the  state  contest. 

Debating  Club. — A  club  organized  for  debating,  public 
speaking  and  parliamentary  practice.  Only  men  of  Senior- 
High  School  and  College  rank  are  eligible  for  membership. 
The  organization  is  named  in  honor  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
Meetings,  open  to  the  public,  are  given  two  or  more  times 
each  month  of  the  school  year,  at  which  times  musical  num- 
bers, debates,  and  speeches  are  given. 

CLASS  MEMORIALS 

Since  the  third  graduating  class,  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  leave  the  school  a  class  memorial  of  some  sort.  The  class 
of  1898  presented  the  busts  of  Pestalozzi  and  Froebel,  mount- 
ed on  pedestals;  class  1899,  "Mercury  at  Rest,"  in  marble; 
class  of  1900,  a  mounted  deer's  head;  class  of  1901,  the  pic- 
ture of  "Aurora;"  class  of  1902,  the  picture  of  "The  Chase;" 
class  of  1903,  "Reading  and  Writing,"  in  marble;  class  of 
1904,  "Napoleon,"  in  marble;  class  of  1905,  a  park  fountain 
erected  in  front  of  the  girls'  dormitory;  class  of  1906,  "The 
Hunter,"  in  bronze,  and  a  mission  clock  for  the  girl's  dormi- 
tory; class  of  1907,  "Gettysburg,"  a  bronze  tablet  bearing 
Lincoln's   Gettysburg   address;   class   of   1908,  four  concrete 
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seats  located  on  the  campus;  class  of  1909,  sanitary  fountain 
for  the  Training  School  and  a  circular  swing;  class  of  1910, 
four  campus  settees;  class  of  1911,  play  ground  apparatus 
for  Training  School;  class  of  1912,  a  well-equipped  tennis 
court;  class  of  1913,  a  piano  for  the  Training  School. 

DISCIPLINE 

Each  student  is  expected  to  comply  cheerfully  with  such 
regulations  as  the  faculty  may  make;  and  all  students  are 
expected  to  be  present  at  all  regular  and  general  sessions 
of  the  school  unless  excused  for  good  cause. 

All  young  ladies  taking  their  meals  in  the  dormitory  are 
subject  to  the  chaperonage  of  the  matron,  and  all  students 
are  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  school  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  boarding  department.  Students  who  both  lodge 
and  take  their  meals  in  town  will  be  under  the  domestic  and 
social  care  and  control  of  the  family  in  which  they  board, 
and  a  special  committee  of  the  faculty  will  also  look  after 
their  welfare.  The  school  will  prescribe  special  rules  for  the 
government  of  such  students  and  will  hold  the  lady  in  charge 
responsible  for  the  enforcement.  The  right  is  always  re- 
served to  refuse  permission  to  students  to  board  in  town,  or 
to  withdraw  such  permission  to  students  to  board  in  town,  or 
to  change  the  boarding  place  of  a  student. 

No  student  living  in  any  of  the  dormitories  will  be  per- 
mitted to  spend  the  night  in  town  away  from  his  or  her  room, 
unless  the  person  visited  is  a  near  relative  of  the  student 
and  the  parent  of  the  student  sends  a  written  request,  or 
makes  a  personal  verbal  request,  that  the  permission  be 
granted.  This  regulation  will  apply  to  all  boarding  students 
who  are  in  Silver  City  during  the  holidays. 

Boarding  students  desiring  to  leave  Silver  City  for 
week-end,  or  other  brief  visit  to  their  homes  or  elsewhere, 
must  submit  written  requests  from  their  parents  and  obtain 
permission  from  the  president  of  the  school.  In  case  per- 
mission  is    granted,   and   absence   from   class   is   occasioned 
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thereby,  students  must  arrange  with  the  instructor  of  the 
class  to  make  up  the  work  missed.  Excuses  will  not  be  re- 
ceived, except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  serious  emergency. 

All  regulations  of  the  school  will  apply  to  students  as 
soon  as  they  reach  Silver  City  and  as  long  as  they  remain  in 
the  city,  whether  school  is  in  session  or  not. 

It  is  presumed  that  all  students  who  decide  to  attend  the 
school  do  so  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  above  regulations 
and  with  a  serious  purpose  to  abide  by  them  in  a  complete 
and  cheerful  way,  and  by  any  other  regulations  which  the 
faculty  may  make. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Preparatory  Courses. — Students  who  hold  eighth  grade 
diplomas  or  who  present  other  credentials  indicating  the  com- 
pletion of  eighth  grade  work,  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Normal  Preparatory  Course  of  four  years. 

Normal  College  Courses. — Graduates  of  approved  four- 
year  high  school  courses,  completing  the  required  units  of  the 
normal  preparatory  courses,  or  their  equivalents,  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  first  year  of  the  Normal  College  Department. 

A  transcript  of  the  record  of  the  candidate  for  admission, 
certified  by  the  principal  or  superintendent  of  the  preparatory 
school  from  which  the  candidate  comes,  should  be  sent  or 
presented  to  the  registrar  before  enrollment. 

The  transcript  should  indicate  the  text  books  studied, 
the  number  and  length  of  recitation  periods,  the  length  of 
the  school  year,  and  the  class  standing.  Students  should  not 
send  or  present  diplomas  unless  they  enumerate  the  subjects 
studied. 

Advanced  Standing. — Students  presenting  credit  from 
any  of  the  state  institutions  of  New  Mexico,  or  from  other 
institutions  of  recognized  standing,  will  be  given  full  credit 
for  suck  work  in  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School. 

Grades  and  Reports. — As  much  good  results  from  keep- 
ing parents  as  well  as  students  informed  regularly  about  the 
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standard  of  work  done  in  school,  reports  are  sent  to  parents 
every  nine  weeks.  If  a  student  is  found  to  be  falling  behind 
in  his  work,  he  is  notified  and  given  an  opportunity  to  im- 
prove. The  parent  is  also  notified  and  the  instructor  assigns 
a  cause  for  the  failure.  All  financial  accounts  must  be  set- 
tled bsfore  credit  will  be  given  in  any  course. 

Class  work,  examinations  and  special  reports  are  the 
means  used  as  a  basis  for  obtaining  the  student's  standing. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  is  the  minimum  grade  allowed  for  credit 
in  any  subject.  The  proficiency  of  a  student  is  indicated  by 
the  per  cent  and  the  number  of  credits  given.  A  margin  of 
one  credit  is  allowed  for  grades  ranging  between  seventy- 
five  and  eighty-five  per  cent  in  the  Preparatory  Department.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  conditions  and  needs  of  New 
Mexico,  and  after  an  extensive  examination  of  similar  courses 
offered  in  the  best  normal  schools  of  other  states,  a  number 
of  changes  have  been  made  in  the  courses  of  instruction  as 
outlined  in  the  current  number  of  our  catalogue.  These 
changes  have  to  do  with  the  advancement  of  the  courses,  the 
broadening  of  the  scope  of  the  work,  a  rearrangement  in 
the  order  of  subjects,  and  the  inauguration  of  new  courses. 

It  is  recognized  that  a  good  teacher  must  have  an  ade- 
quate knowledge  of  the  special  matter  that  is  to  be  taught, 
and  of  related  subjects,  as  well  as  a  thorough  understanding 
of  the  methods  of  presentation.  The  new  courses  provide 
for  both  these  distinct  phases  of  normal  school  work.     The 
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following  courses  are  offered: 

I.  Normal  College  Courses. 

(a)  Modern  Language. 

(b)  English. 

(c)  Industrial. 

II.  Preparatory  Courses. 

(a)  Classical. 

(b)  Normal. 

(c)  Modern  Languages. 

(d)  Commercial. 

(e)  Industrial. 

III.  County   Certificate  Courses. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, these  county  certificate  courses  are  offered.  The 
course  in  section  one  aims  to  prepare  students  for  a  third 
grade  county  certificate;  section  two,  for  a  second  grade 
county  certificate;  section  three,  for  a  first  grade  county 
certificate.  Though  the  branches  of  the  first  section  are  re- 
peated in  the  second,  those  of  the  second  in  the  third,  the 
courses  are  different.  The  second  requires  more  thorough  and 
extensive  knowledge  of  these  subjects  than  the  first  and  the 
third  a  more  thorough  and  extensive  knowledge  of  them  than 
the  second.  These  courses  thus  serve  two  purposes:  first, 
they  lead  to  entrance  of  the  preparatory  courses;  second, 
those  who  wish  to  teach  before  graduation  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  so. 

Section  I. — This  course  includes  Reading,  Arithmetic, 
English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Geography,  Penmanship 
£.nd  Orthography. 

Section  II. — This  course  includes  the  same  branches  as 
the  preceding  one,  adding  a  course  in  United  States  History 
and  an  elementary  course  in  School  Management. 

Section  III. — This  course  includes  the  same  studies  as 
the  second,  adding  Physiology,  Civil  Government,  Psychology, 
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Pedogogy,  and  one  of  the  following  branches:  Elementary 
Botany,  Elementary  Zoology,  Elementary  Physics,  or  Ele- 
mentary Bookkeeping. 


DIPLOMAS,   CERTIFICATES   AND   DEGREES 

A  diploma  indicating  the  work  pursued  is  granted  upon 
completion  of  any  of  the  preparatory  courses. 

Elementary  first  grade  certificates  for  one  year  may  be 
issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  upon  credits  when 
the  applicant  shows  the  completion  of  a  good  four  year  high 
school  course  or  its  equivalent  covering  at  least  15  units,  one 
unit  being  a  subject  pursued  36  weeks,  five  40  minute  recita- 
tions per  week  or  32  weeks,  five  45  minute  recitations  per 
week,  including  Physiology,  U.  S.  History  and  Civics,  New 
Mexico  History  and  Civics,  and  Industrial  Subject  (Agricul- 
ture, Domestic  Science,  Manual  Training),  Pedagogy  and 
Psychohogy. 

Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree.     Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  four-year  course  in  the  Normal  Col- 
lege Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma  and  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  (A.  B.).  If  the 
graduate  has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experience, 
or  its  equivalent  in  training  school  work,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without  examina- 
tion. The  Normal  School  also  grants  a  certificate  indicating 
the  student's  major  subject,  and  his  ability  to  teach  that  sub- 
ject in  a  high  school.  The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
Education  will  not  be  granted  for  less  than  thirty-two  weeks 
of  residence  work,  nor  for  less  than  eight  weeks  of  residence 
work  after  the  completion  of  the  work  leading  to  the  Master 
of  Pedagogy  Degree. 

Master  of  Pedagogy  Degree.     Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  Normal 
College  Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma  and

Degree  of  Master  of  Pedagogy  (Pd.M.).  If  the  graduate 
has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experience,  or  its 
equivalent  in  training  school  work,  the  State  Department  of 
Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without  examination.  The 
Master  of  Pedagogy  degree  will  not  be  granted  for  less  than 
twenty-four  weeks  residence  work  nor  for  less  than  eight 
weeks  residence  work  after  the  completion  of  the  work  lead- 
ing to  the  Bachelor's  degree. 

Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  Degree.     Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  two-year  course  in  the  Normal  Co- 
lege  Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma  and  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  (Pd.  B.).  If  the  graduate 
has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experience  or  its 
equivalent  in  training  school  work,  the  State  Department  of 
Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without  examination.  The 
Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  degree  will  not  be  granted  for  less 
than  twenty-four  weeks  residence  work  after  the  completion 
of  a  preparatory  course.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 


Preparatory  Courses 
English 

English  I.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

Grammar  and  Composition,  and  the  study  of 
two  classics. 

This  course  will  include  a  thorough  drill  in  the 
mechanics  of  English.  Special  attention  will  be 
paid  to  the  application  of  the  principles  of  gram- 
mar to  actual  speaking  and  writing.  The  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  get  the  pupil  to  express  himself 
freely  and  accurately  and  to  lay  a  foundation  for 
later  work  in  rhetoric  and  composition. 
English  I.     Second  Semester.     One-half   Unit. 

Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  the  Study  of 
three   Classics. 

In  this  course  students  are  required  to  write  a 
variety  of  exercises  and  one  theme  each  week.  At- 
tention is  paid  to  the  oral  presentation  of  thought  in 
connection  with  principles  of  rhetoric  which  concern 
the  whole  composition,  the  paragraph,  the  sentence 
and  the  use  of  words.  The  classics  studied  are  selec- 
ted from  the  college  entrance  requirements. 
English  II.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

Narration  and  Description  and  the  study  of  two 
Classics. 

The  student  is  urged  to  make  use  of  his  own  ex- 
perience as  subject  material  for  his  themes;  the  aim 
being  to  promote  interest  in  writing  and  to  produce 
freedom  in  expression.  The  classics  from  the  col- 
lege requirements  are  selected  with  a  view  toward 
interesting  students  at  this  age. 
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English    II.     Second    Semester.     One-half    Unit. 

Exposition  and  Argumentation  and  the  study 
of  three  Classics. 

The  writing  of  short  expository  articles,  brief 
editorials  and  essays  for  the  school  magazine  accom- 
pany the  study  of  the  principles  of  exposition.  De- 
bates, oral  and  written,  two  orations  and  a  variety 
of  exercises  in  persuasion,  comprise  the  theme  work 
in  connection  with  the  study  of  argumentation. 
English  III.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

English  Literature. 

In  this  course  the  text  is  used  as  a  guide  in  study- 
ing English  literature  and  the  order  of  its  de- 
velopment from  the  Anglo-Saxon  period  to  the  Age 
of  the  Restoration.  The  writings  of  the  authors 
prominent  in  each  age,  receive  the  major  portion  of 
the  time  as  the  aim  of  the  work  is  to  encourage  in 
every  student  a  desire  to  read  the  best  books  and 
to  know  literature.  Text — Long's  English  Litera- 
ture. 
English   III.     Second   Semester.     One-half   Unit. 

English  Literature. 

This  is  a  combination  of  the  first  semester  work 
and  includes  the  study  of  English  literature  from 
the  period  of  the  Restoration  to  1901.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  general  movements  and  tendencies  in  liter- 
ature as  shown  in  the  selections  studied  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  of 
selections  from  representative  authors  of  each  per- 
iod. Text — Long's  English  Literature. 
English  IV.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

American  Literature. 

This  course  includes  a  general  survey  of  the 
literary  writings  in  America  from  the  Beginnings 
to  the  Transcendental  Movement.  An  intensive 
study  of  selections  from  early  American  authors  is 
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made.     Special  readings  and  reports  are  required. 
English   IV.     Second   Semester.     One-half   Unit. 

American   Literature. 

In  this  course  the  survey  of  American  Litera- 
ture is  completed  up  to  the  present  time.  A  close 
perusal  of  the  leading  critical  and  literary  magazines 
is  required  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  number 
of  classics.  Each  student  makes  two  reports  of  one 
thousand  words  each. 
English  Grammar.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

English  Grammar. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  and  is  intended  for 
students  who  have  already  received  instructions  in 
the  rudiments.  A  thorough  and  practical  review 
of  the  subject  is  made.  Text — Kittredge  and  Far- 
ley's Advanced  English  Grammar;  Scott  and  South- 
worth's  Lessons  in  English,  Book  II. 

Required  for  all  Professional  State  Certificates. 


NORMAL  COLLEGES  COURSES 

Course  I.     First  Semester.     5   hours. 

Rhetoric  and  Composition. 

Training  in  effective  writing  of  English  prose 
and  a  study  of  the  elements  of  prose  style  are  of- 
fered. Weekly  themes  are  required.  Students 
must  be  able  to  pass  a  test  in  the  mechanics  of  Eng- 
lish before  completion  of  the  first  months  of  this 
course. 

Required. 
Course  II.     Second  Semester.     5  hours. 

Rhetoric  and  Composition. 

Description,  narration,  exposition  and  argumen- 
tation are  presented.  In  addition  to  a  variety  of 
shorter  exercises,  a  longer  thesis  representing  the 
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student's   research   along   some   line   of   interest   to 
him  is  required. 
Required. 

Course  III.     First  Semester.     5  hours.. 

Advanced  Rhetoric.  Prerequisite  Courses  1 
and  2. 

This  course  lays  more  emphasis  on  advanced 
literary  composition.  About  fifteen  hundred  pages 
of  reference  reading  are  required  in  addition  to  the 
reading  of  selections  illustrative  of  the  principles 
involved  in  the  study  of  the  forms  of  discourse. 
Written  tests  and  themes  are  required  frequently 
and  one  longer  thesis. 
Course    IV.     Second    Semester.     5    hours. 

Advanced  Rhetoric. 

A  continuation  of  Course  III. 
Course  V.     First  Semester.     2  hours. 

Vocal   Expression. 

This  includes  a  study  of  the  principles  of  ex- 
pressive reading,  and  the  vocal  interpretation  of 
masterpieces  in  poetry  and  prose.  Each  student  is 
expected  to  memorize  and  vocally  interpret  certain 
lines  which  will  be  assigned  individually. 
Course  VI.     Second  Semester.     2  hours. 

Expression. 

A  continuation  of  Course  V  with  additional  work 
in  dramatic  presentation.     Scenes  from  Shakespeare 
and  from  modern  plays  of  literary  merit  will  be  as- 
signed. 
Course  VII.     Both  Semesters.     1   hour. 

Argumentation   and    Debate. 

Practice  in  extemporaneous  speaking  on  sub- 
jects of  current  interest  will  supplement  the  pre- 
sentation of  more  formal  manuscript  discourse  in 
this  course. 
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Course    VIII.     Both   Semesters.     2   hours. 

Nineteenth  Century  Poetry. 

An  intensive  study  will  be  made  of  the  poetry  of 
this  period.  The  works  of  Wordsworth,  Coleridge, 
Shelley,  Keats,  Tennyson  and  Browning  will  be  em- 
phasized. 

Course   IX.     Both   Semesters.     2  hours. 

Nineteenth  Century  Prose. 

A  study  of  the  works  and  style  of  the  most  sig- 
nificant prose  writers  of  this  period  will  be  made  in 
this  course. 

Course  X.     Both  Semesters.     2  hours. 

American  Literature. 

This  course  suggests  specific  materials  and 
methods  for  a  careful  study  of  the  more  significant 
figures  in  American  Literature.  The  references, 
lists  of  classics,  biographies  and  criticisms  used  are 
generally  agreed  upon  as  most  significant. 
Course  XI.     Second  Semester.     2  hours. 

Shakespearean  Drama. 

Three  plays  are  presented  for  study:     Macbeth, 
Hamlet   and   Julius   Caesar.      Other   plays   are   as- 
signed for  reading  and  two  papers  are  required. 
Course  XII.     First  Semester.     2  hours. 

Prerequisite  Courses  I  and  II. 

Literature  and  Language  for  the  lower  grades. 

This  course  makes  a  study  of  suitable  material 
for  presentation  in  grades  one  to  six  inclusive  and 
offers  training  in  methods  of  teaching.  Practical 
courses  in  language  are  planned  for  the  particular 
needs  of  different  localities. 

Theory  will  be  closely  correlated  with  practice; 
the  latter  consisting  of  a  series  of  lessons  and  dis- 
cussions conducted  by  the  Critic  Teachers  of  the 
Training  School. 
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Course  XIII.     Second  Semester.     3  hours. 

Prerequisites  Courses  I  and  II. 

Literature  for  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  and 
Tenth   Grades. 

The  work  of  this  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
presentation  of  the  following  literature:  Herve 
Riel;  The  Rhyme  of  the  Ancient  Mariner;  Lady  of 
the  Lake;  Ivanhoe  and  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel; 
Snow  Bound;  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend  of  Sleepy 
Hollow;  The  Gold  Bug  and  certain  of  Poe's  poems; 
Twice  Told  Tales;  Treasure  Island;  A  group  of  Am- 
erican poems. 
Course  XIV.     Second  Semester.     2  hours. 

Methods  in  English  Grammar. 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  History  of 
the  English  Language.     Attention  is  given  to  Meth- 
ods of  teaching  formal  languages  and  grammar  in 
secondary  schools. 
Course  XV.     First  Semester.     2  hours. 

The  teaching  of  English  Composition.  Prere- 
quisites Courses  I  and  II. 

This  is  a  course  involving  pedagogic  principles 
involved  in  teaching  composition  in  the  Grammar  and 
High  Schools. 

Students  taking  this  course  are  expected  to  do 
observation  work  in  the  Training  and  Preparatory 
Schools. 


NATURAL  SCIENCES 
Normal  Preparatory  Courses 

General    Science.     One    Unit. 

This  course  includes  the  introductory  notions  of  Elemen- 
tary Science  and  their  application  to  every-day  life.  During 
the  regular  session,  this  course  will  be  given  during  the  last 
semester  of  the  school  year  as  one  of  the  required  subjects 
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in  the  Eighth  Grade  of  the  Training  School,  and  will  be  con- 
tinued the  following  year  throughout  the  first  semester  of 
the  High  School. 

Botany    I.     One-half    Unit. 

This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  plants,  their 
form,  structure,  habits,  and  environment.  Typical 
specimens  are  chosen  for  detailed  study.  Special 
attention  is  paid  to  the  common  domestic  plants  and 
to  the  economy  of  plant  life.  Field  and  laboratory 
work  are  included,  and  students  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  collect  specimens  of  the  flora  of  the 
surrounding  country.  Methods  of  procuring  and 
preserving  materials,  of  conducting  simple  experi- 
ments under  ordinary  public  school  conditions  are 
considered.  Text — Bergen  and  Caldwell's  Practical 
Botany. 
Botany  II.     One-half  Unit. 

A  continuation  of  Botany  I. 
Physiology  and  Hygiene.     One-half  Unit. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  brief  but 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  subject  in  order  to  make 
the  student  familiar  with  the  essential  facts  relating 
to  the  structure  of  the  body  and  the  function  of  the 
different  parts.  The  work  is  practical  throughout  and 
endeavors  to  show  teachers  how  the  subject  may  be 
made  profitable  and  interesting  to  school  children. 
The  instruction  in  hygiene  will  refer  especially  to 
air,  respiration,  food,  sleep,  regularity  in  bodily  hab- 
its, temperance,  exercise,  dress,  etc. 
Agriculture  I.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  will  deal  with  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  Agriculture.  It  is  designed  primarily  to 
give  students  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject. 
The  course  includes  a  study  of  the  plant,  plant  pro- 
pagation   and    growth,    grafting    and    budding,   dry 
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farming,  conservation  of  moisture,  diseases  of 
plants,  insect  pests,  farm  crops,  etc.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  crops  and  methods  of  cultivating 
adapted  to  New  Mexico. 

Agriculture  II.     Summer  Term.     One-half  Unit. 

A  continuation  of  Agriculture  I. 

Physics  I.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  includes  text-book  work,  lectures 
and  recitations,  demonstrations  and  experiments. 
Experiments  are  recorded  in  a  permanent  note-book. 
The  subjects  of  mechanics,  light,  heat,  sound  and 
electricity  are  given  careful  elementary  treatment. 
The  important  principles  of  each  topic  are  carefully 
demonstrated,  and  the  student  then  applies  his  un- 
derstanding of  each  principle  in  an  individual  experi- 
ment.    Text — Milliken  and  Gale's  First  Course. 

Physics  II.     One-half  Unit. 

A  continuation  of  Physics  I  with  assigned  read- 
ings and  experiments.  Text — Milliken  and  Gale's 
First  Course. 

Chemistry  I.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  includes  text-book  work,  lectures 
and  recitations,  demonstrations,  and  individual  ex- 
periments. The  students  are  required  to  keep  per- 
manent notes  of  experiments.  The  work  gives  a 
general  knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry.  An  ef- 
fort is  made  to  develop  in  the  student,  habits  of  close 
and  accurate  observation  and  to  lead  him  to  apply 
his  knowledge  to  every-day  experiences.  Text — 
Brownlee's  First  Principles  of  Chemistry. 

Chemistry  II.     One-half  Unit. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  I.  Text — Brownlee's 
First  Principles  of  Chemistry  and  Allyn's  Applied 
Chemistry. 
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NORMAL   COLLEGE   COURSES 
Advanced  Zoology  I.     5  hours. 

Main  emphasis  in  this  course  is  laid  on  a  study 
of  the  economic  relations  of  animals  to  each  other, 
to  plants  and  to  man.  Some  consideration  is  given 
to  the  anatomy,  nutrition  and  reproduction  of  the 
forms  studied.  Special  attention  is  given  to  a  study 
of  insects  in  their  relation  to  forests,  field  crops; 
and  the  diseases  of  plants  and  animals. 
Advanced  Botany  II.     5  hours. 

A  brief  survey  of  the  plant  kingdom.  The  work 
consists  of  a  study  of  the  structure,  nutrition,  life 
history,  and  economic  importance  of  bacteria,  blue 
green  algae,  green  algae,  fungi,  mosses,  ferns  and 
seed  plants.  Recitations  three  days  per  week.  Lab- 
oratory exercises  two  days  per  week. 
Physics.     5  hours. 

The  aim  will  be  a  thorough  grounding  in  Phy- 
sics with  abundant  opportunity  for  laboratory  prac- 
tice. This  course  will  be  open  to  students  who  have 
had  courses  I  and  II  or  their  equivalent,  or  to  ad- 
vanced students  who  have  had  geometry  and  the 
elements  of  trigonometry. 
Bacteriology    IV.     3    hours. 

The  science  of  bacteriology  is  presented  to  the 
student  as  a  factor  in  every-day  life.  The  most 
important  view-point  from  which  the  subject  is  ap- 
proached, is  in  respect  to  its  practical  application 
in  agriculture,  medicine,  domestic  science,  and  sani- 
tation. Three  hours  recitation,  and  two  hours  of 
laboratory  work  each  week. 
General  Inorganic  Chemistry  V.     5  hours. 

Experimental  lectures,  recitations,  and  quizzes 
on  the  elements  and  their  compounds,  supplemented 
by  laboratory  work.     Two  lectures  and  recitations 
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a  week  and  three  laboratory  periods.  The  labora- 
tory work  is  in  part  introductory  to  qualitative 
analysis.  Text — McPherson's  and  Henderson's  Gen- 
eral College  Chemistry  and  Laboratory  Manual. 
Prerequisites:     Physics  I  and  II;  Chemistry  I  and  II. 

Qualitative    Analysis   VI.     5    hours. 

The  chemistry  of  the  more  important  metals  ac- 
companied by  the  preparation  of  a  number  of  inor- 
ganic compounds,  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the 
methods  of  separating  and  detecting  the  more  com- 
mon bases,  acids,  and  their  derivatives,  followed  by 
the  analysis  of  simple  and  complex  substances.  This 
course  involves  six  to  eight  hours  of  laboratory 
work,  and  one  or  two  recitations  each  week.  Pre- 
requisites:    Course  III. 

Quantitative  Analysis  VII.     5  hours. 

This  course  will  consist  of  a  study  of  gravi- 
metric and  volumetric  methods.  After  doing  some 
of  the  elementary  work  the  student  may  choose 
work  in  water  analysis,  food  analysis,  soil  analysis, 
etc. 

Prerequisites:     Qualitative     analysis     and     ad- 
vanced general  chemistry. 
Organic  Chemistry  VIII.     5  hours. 

A  general  course  in  organic  chemistry,  including 
lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work.  This 
course  employs  the  properties  and  uses  of  the  or- 
ganic compounds  found  in  the  industrial  activities, 
together  with  the  underlying  chemical  principles  in- 
volved. 
Chemistry  of  Sanitation  and  Food  Analysis  V.    3  hours. 

A  course  for  the  general  student,  designed  to 
give  a  basis  for  intelligent  consideration  of  the 
chemical  aspect  of  problems  involved  in  public  and 
private  hygiene.     A  study  of  the  standard  methods 
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for   determining   quality   of   foods   and   adulterants 
and  preservatives;  also  of  pure  food  legislation  and 
its  enforcement. 
Science  Methods  X.     3  hours. 

This  course  is  designed,  primarily,  for  those  who 
expect  to  teach  science  in  the  high  schools.  Sources 
of  material,  methods,  aims,  laboratory  equipment 
and  instruction,  things  which  should  be  emphasized, 
things  which  may  be  omitted,  etc.,  will  be  consid- 
ered both  by  lectures  and  discussions. 


HISTORY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

This  department  offers  courses  which  aim  to  give  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  world's  history  from  prehistoric  times  to 
the  present  day.  The  courses  in  social  science  supplement 
the  work  in  history  and  give  the  student  a  conception  of 
society  and  government  and  the  relation  of  man  to  his  fellow 
men.  The  social  library  contains  a  large  number  of  histori- 
cal works  to  which  frequent  references  are  given.     The  text

the  courses  of  the  department,  methods  of  presenting  the  sub- 
ject are  considered. 
United  States  History. 

For   county   certificates.     No   credits. 
United  States  History.     One-half  Unit. 

A  survey  of  the  great  epochs  of  American  his- 
tory to  give  a  unified  view  of  the  United  States  as  a 
whole.  A  brief  study  of  colonial  history  and  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  and  a  fuller  treatment  of  the 
period  of  national  expansion  and  political  disunion. 
The  effects  of  geographical  environment  upon  occu- 
pations, and  of  occupations  upon  social  life  and  gov- 
ernment are  emphasized. 
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Ancient  History.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

A  study  of  the  prehistoric  period.  Oriental  his- 
tory and  the  spread  of  the  Greek  civilization  to  the 
period  of  the  Roman  conquest.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  study  of  Greek  life,  and  to  the  condi- 
tions which  made  the  Greeks  so  important  in  the 
civilization  of  the  world. 

Ancient  History.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

A  general  survey  of  Roman  history  to  the  time 
of  the  Germanic  invasions.  A  comparative  study 
of  the  Greeks  and  Romans  is  made,  and  special  em- 
phasis is  laid  on  influences  exerted  on  modern  na- 
tions by  Roman  government  and  institutions. 

Mediaeval  History.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

The  principal  topics  treated  are:  The  invasion 
and  settlement  of  the  barbarians;  the  formation  of 
feudal  Europe;  the  growth  of  the  papacy  and  the 
conflict  between  the  church  and  secular  power;  the 
Crusaders;  the  development  of  commerce;  the  rise  of 
the  universities;  the  beginning  of  national  monarchy; 
the  pre-reformation  movement;  modern  exploration, 
discovery  and   invention. 

Modern  History.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

A  thorough  study  of  the  Reformation;  the  re- 
ligious wars;  English  constitutional  liberty;  the 
ascendency  of  France  under  Louis  XIII  and  Louis 
XIV;  England's  colonial  supremacy;  the  era  of 
the  French  Revolution  and  Napoleon;  the  nineteenth 
century;  and  a  summary  of  the  progress  of  civili- 
zation during  the  nineteenth  century.  While  the 
primary  purpose  is  to  give  the  student  knowledge 
of  the  political  history  of  the  period,  due  attention  is 
paid  to  the  economic,  social,  and  religious  move- 
ments that  are  essential  to  this  subject. 

English   History.     First   Semester.     Five   hours. 

A   general   survey   of   the   different   periods   in 
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English  history  under  the  following  heads:  Anci- 
ent Britain;  Period  of  Conquest;  Government  of 
England  before  1.066;  England  under  the  Norman 
kings;  England  under  the  Plantagenets;  the  Tudor 
dynasty;  the  rule  of  the  Stuarts;  England  under  the 
Hanoverians  to  the  present  time. 

English  Constitutional  History.  Second  Semester.  Five  hours. 
This  course  is  planned  to  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  growth  of  the  English  Constitution.  During 
the  year,  the  political  constitutions  of  other  coun- 
tries will  be  considered  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison. 

Sociology.     Both    Semesters.     Five   hours. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations  and 
reports,  and  in  a  general  way  considers  the  origin 
and  nature  of  Society,  and  the  fundamental  social 
problems.  Among  those  considered,  are  the  family, 
the  church,  the  state,  the  social  aspect  of  industrial 
organizations,  and  the  social  functions  of  the  school. 

Economics.     Both   Semesters.     Five  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  material 
wants  and  their  satisfaction;  the  production  of 
economic  goods;  their  exchange  and  distribution.  It 
includes  a  brief  survey  of  a  few  of  the  most  impor- 
tant human  activities,  such  as  agriculture,  mining, 
manufacturing,  and  transportation,  together  with 
the  relation  of  such  occupations  and  industries  to 
the  needs  and  wants  of  the  world. 

Ethics.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

A  study  of  the  problem  of  morality  both  as  re- 
gards the  individual  himself,  and  society,  based  upon 
an  analysis  of  the  fundamental  historic  ethical  theo- 
ries.    Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  theses. 

Spanish 

The  course  in  Spanish  has  two  aims,   (1)   The  Cultural 
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and  (2)  the  Practical,  with  stress  on  the  practical,  and  at  the 
same  time  complying  to  a  certain  extent  with  the  College 
Entrance  Requirements. 

The  Course  begins  with  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in 
the  Training  School  and  continues  with  four  years  in  the  Nor- 
mal, with  an  additional  fifth  year  course  for  teachers;  and  a 
four  years'  College  Course. 

In  the  grades  the  direct  method  is  used,  classes  being- 
conducted  orally  with  the  use  of  text. 

Spanish   I.     Both   Semesters.     One   Unit.     Ten   hours. 

In  the  first  year  the  essentials  of  Grammar  are 
studied  with  stress  laid  on  pronunciation  and  con- 
versation. Texts  used  are  Marion  y  Des  Garennes 
Introduccion  a  la  Lengua  Castellana,  Worman's  First 
and  Second  Spanish  Books. 

Spanish  II.     Both  Semesters.     One  Unit.     Ten  hours. 

In  the  second  year  Grammar  is  continued. 
Short  stories  are  read  and  translated  followed  by 
discussion  of  same  in  Spanish.  In  the  second  semes- 
ter two  hours  a  week  are  given  to  composition.  Texts 
used  are  Marion  y  Des  Garennes  Introduction  a  la 
Lengua  Castellana,  Johnson's  Cuentas  Modernas, 
Cortina's  Despues  de  la  Lluvia  el  Sol,  and  Crawford's 
Spanish  Composition. 

Spanish  III.     Both  Semesters.     Ten  hours. 

In  the  third  year  course  there  is  a  thorough 
study  of  Grammar  and  syntax.  A  novel  and  a  play 
are  read  and  translated  followed  by  discussion  of 
same  in  Spanish.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  con- 
sists largely  of  Conversation  and  Composition.  Texts 
used  are  Coester's  Grammar,  Cabellero's  La  Familia 
de  Alvareda,  Larra's  Partir  a  Tiempo,  Hall's  All 
Spanish  Method,  First  Book;  Reny's  Spanish  compo- 
sition. 
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Spanish  IV.     Both  Semesters.     Ten  hours 

In  the  fourth  year  the  works  of  some  of  the 
great  Spanish  writers  are  studied  and  discussed  in 
Spanish.  The  latter  half  of  the  course  consists 
largely  of  conversation  and  composition.  The  texts 
used  are,  Lope  De  Vegas',  La  Estrella  de  Sevilla,  o 
La  Moya  de  Cantaro.  Selections  from  Cervante's 
Don  Quijote,  Hall's  All  Spanish  Method,  Second 
Book;  Reny's  Spanish  Composition. 
Spanish  V.     Professional.     Ten  hours. 

(a)  Review  of  Spanish  Grammar  and  Syntax, 
with  view  of  teaching  it. 

(b)  Methods  of  teaching  Spanish. 

(c)  Drill  in  composition  and  conversation. 
The   College  courses  will  be  conducted  in   Spanish  and 

will  include  an  intensive  study  of  Ancient  and  Modern  Span- 
ish writers,  the  Novel,  the  Drama  and  the  Poetry.  Also  a 
history  of  Spanish  Literature  and  peoples.  Composition  and 
Theme  Writings  will  be  given  throughout  the  course. 

French 
First  Year. 

(a)  Essentials  of  French  Grammar  and  drill  in  pro- 
nunciation. Fraser  and  Squair's  Shorter  French 
Course. 

(b)  Reading  of  easy  prose  writings.  Aldrich  and  Fos- 
ter's French  Reader. 

(c)  Composition  and  conversation. 

(d)  Enault's  "Le  Chien  du  Capitaine." 
Second  Year. 

(a)  Thorough  study  of  Grammar  and  Syntax.  Same 
text. 

(b)  Translating  and  discussing  in  French  of  Halevy's 
"L'Abbe  Constantine."     Dumas'  "La  Tuplie  Noir." 

(c)  Translating  English  to  French.  Francoi's  French 
Composition. 
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Third  Year.     Conducted  in  French. 

(a)  Study  of  Grammar  and  Syntax.  Special  emphasis 
given  to  the  verb.  Fraser  and  Squair's  French 
Grammar. 

(b)  Reading,  translating,  and  discussing  in  French,  of 
Daudet's  "La  Belle  Nivernaise;"  Merimee's  "Colom- 
ba."     Uailleron's  "Le  Monde  ou  Ton  s'ennuie,"  etc. 

(c)  Composition  and  Conversation. 

(d)  Supplementary  readings  of  modern  French  authors. 

Latin  Languages  and  Literature 

The  work  of  the  Latin  Department  embraces  eight  years. 
The  aim  of  the  courses  in  Latin  is  to  give  the  student  (1)  an 
acquaintance  with  tho  more  important  Roman  writers;  (2) 
constant  training  in  the  use  of  correct,  exact,  and  idiomatic 
English;  (3)  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  life,  culture  and  civilization  of  ancient 
Rome,  together  with  the  effects  of  Roman  culture  and  law  on 
subsequent  civilization. 

During  the  work  of  the  first  throe  years,  emphasis  is 
laid  upon  syntactical  Latin,  although  the  student  is  never 
permitted  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is  residing  a  great 
historical  or  literary  document. 

Preparatory  Courses. 
Latin  I.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

The  work  in  beginning  Latin  embraces  a  careful 
study  of  the  forms  of  inflection,  the  significance  of 
case  relations,  the  translation  of  Latin  sentences  in- 
to literal  and  idiomatic  English,  and  of  English  sen- 
tences in  to  Latin.  The  elementary  principles  of 
syntax  are  studied  in  comparison  with  English 
syntax. 
Latin  I.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

A  continuation  of  Latin  I,  embracing  a  careful 
study  of  the  subjunctive,  imperative  and  remaining 
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verb  forms,  together  with  the  reading  of  the  first 
fourteen  chapters  of  the  first  commentary  of  Caesar. 
Indirect  discourse  is  given  careful  study  at  the  close 
of  this  semester's  work. 

Latin  II.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  begins  with  a  review  of  the  conjugations 
and  declensions  of  the  first  year  of  Latin.  Books  I 
and  II  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  completed.  Latin 
Composition  based  upon  Caesar  occupies  one  period 
each  week. 

Latin  II.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

Books  III  and  IV  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  com- 
pleted. Composition  one  hour  each  week  based  upon 
Caesar.  A  study  of  the  campaigns  of  Caesar  as 
compared  with  modern  military  campaigns  in  the 
same  district. 

Latin  III.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  as  the  courses  in  second  year  Latin 
begins  with  a  review  of  the  conjugations  and  de- 
clensions. The  First,  Second  and  Third  Orations 
against  Catiline  are  read.  Composition  one  hour 
each  week  based  upon  Cicero.  A  study  of  the  his- 
torical significance  of  the  Catilinian  conspiracy. 

Latin   III.     Second   Semester.     One-half   Unit. 

The  Fourth  Oration  against  Catiline,  the  oration 
in  defense  of  Archias,  and  the  oration  delivered  in 
favor  of  Pompey's  Commission  are  read  during  the 
second  semester.  Latin  Composition  based  on  Cicero 
one  hour  each  week. 

Latin  IV.     First  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

Books  I  and  II  of  Virgil's  Aeneid  are  read. 
Latin  Composition  one  hour  each  week.  Careful  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  principles  of  scansion.  The 
students  are  kept  constantly  in  mind  of  the  fact  that 
they  are  reading  a  great  Epic. 
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Latin  IV.     Second  Semester.     One-half  Unit. 

Books  III,  IV.  V  and  VI  of  Virgil's  Aeneid  com- 
pleted. A  study  of  the  Roman  and  Greek  myths  in- 
volved in  the  Aeneid.  The  influence  of  Virgil  on 
subsequent  writers,  and  a  study  of  Virgil's  position 
during  the  Middle  Ages  is  made.  Latin  Composition 
one  hour  each  week. 


HOME  ECONOMICS. 

Preparatory  Courses. 

Sewing  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  aims  to  give  instruction  in  all  the 
plain  and  some  ornamental  stitches,  in  the  making 
of  seams,  hems,  bands,  tucks,  ruffles,  plackets,  but- 
ton holes  and  fastenings  applied  in  making  a  set  of 
undergarments.  Each  student  drafts  her  own  pat- 
terns for  the  undergarments  from  simple,  straight 
rule  drafts.  Drawing  taken  with  the  course. 
Sewing  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Text — Shelter  and  Clothing,  by  Kinne  and 
Cooley. 

A  continuation  of  Course  I. 

The  use  and  care  of  the  sewing  machine  is 
taught,  the  set  of  undergarments  started  in  the 
first  semester  is  completed;  a  simple  unlined  dress  is 
made  from  an  adapted  commercial  pattern.  Tex- 
tiles, spinning,  weaving  and  modern  manufacturing 
processes  are  studied. 
Sewing  III.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

The  drafting  of  patterns  is  continued  in  this 
course.  A  tailored  shirt  waist  suit,  a  fancy  waist 
and  a  woolen  dress  are  made.  The  economics  of 
dress,  the  hygiene,  care  and  repair  of  clothing  are 
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included. 

Design  taken  parallel  of  course. 

Text — Shelter    and     Clothing,    by    Kinne    and 
Cooley. 
Course  IV.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  deals  with,    (1)   millinery,   (2)   art 
needlework,   (3)   household  furnishings  and  decora- 
tion. 
Cooking  I.     First  Semester.     Five  Hours. 

The  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  kitchen 
and  equipment;  fuels;  the  production,  manufacture, 
composition,  nutritive  value  and  digestibility  of 
foods.  Principles  and  methods  of  cooking  are  ap- 
plied in  preparing  typical  foods. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  cost  of  food  and  the 
development  of  skill  and  efficiency  of  manipulations. 

Text — Foods  and  Household  Management,  by 
Kinne  and  Cooley. 

Prerequisites  or  parallel   subjects:     Physiology 
and  Chemistry,  1  and  2. 
Cooking  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Course  I  continued  through  second  semester. 
Cooking  III.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

More  complicated  cooking  processes  are  under- 
taken; marketing;  menu  making  and  table  service; 
planning  and  serving  well  balanced  meals  at  given 
cost  per  capita;  invalid  cookery;  children's  diets. 
Course  IV.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Evolution  of  shelter  and  historical  development 
of  the  house;  domestic  architecture;  sanitation; 
home  nursing;  budgets;  household  accounts. 

NORMAL  COLLEGE  COURSES. 
Domestic  Art 
Course  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Hand  and  machine  sewing;  the  sewing  machine 
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and  its  attachments;  drafting  of  patterns;  alteration 
and  adaption  of  commercial  patterns;  garment  mak- 
ing; study  of  textiles  and  methods  of  detecting 
adulterations;  the  hygiene,  care  and  repair  of  cloth- 
ing. 

Drawing  required  with  the  course. 
Course  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Course  I  continued. 
Course  III.     First  Semester.     Ten  hours. 

Pattern  Drafting;  modeling  of  crinoline  and 
cheesecloth;  dress-making;  remodeling  of  garments; 
history  of  costume;  economics;  economics  of  dress. 

Costume  design  taken  with  the  course. 
Course  IV.     Second  Semester.     Ten  hours. 

Dressmaking;  millinery;  art  needlework. 

Domestic  Science 
Course  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Foods;    cookery;    marketing;    much    emphasis 
placed  upon  experimental  work  in  foods. 
Course  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Continuation  of  Course  I. 
Course  III.     Second  Semester.     Ten  hours. 

Advanced    cooking    processes;    menu    making; 
table  service;  demonstration  in  cooking. 
Dietetics.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

The  course  deals  with:  the  chemical  composition  of 
the  nutrients;  physiological  processes  involved  in 
nutrition;  relation  of  food  to  energy  requirements 
of  the  body;  factors  modifying  and  controlling  food 
requirements;  applications  of  principles  of  nutrition 
to  various  individuals  under  varying  conditions  of 
activity;  planning  properly  balanced  meals  at  given 
costs;  diet  in  health  and  disease;  infant  feeding. 
Household  Management.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

The  course  treats  of  various  economic  and  sani- 
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tary  problems  of  the  home.  The  cost  of  living, 
division  of  the  family  income;  organization  and 
division  of  labor;  household  accounts;  labor  saving 
machinery  and  devices  in  the  home;  household  and 
municipal  sanitation;  laundering;  home  nursing. 
Methods  of  Teaching  Home  Economics.     Five  hours. 

A  study  of  the  methods  of  teaching  these  sub- 
jects in  elementary  and  secondary  schools;  the  place 
of  home  economics  in  the  school  curriculum;  courses 
of  study;  laboratory  equipment;  planning  and  pre- 
sentation of  lessons. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  department  of  Manual  Training  offers  two 
courses,  one  a  general  course  which  is  required  dur- 
ing the  Freshman  year,  and  a  more  extended  and 
technical  course  for  students  preparing  to  teach 
Manual  Training. 
Wood  Work  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  is  intended  for  students  having  had 
no  previous  experience  in  wood  work.  Exercises 
are  given  calculated  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
correct  use  of  tools.  Elementary  joining  is  intro- 
duced. Five  hours  of  shop  and  one  class  period  each 
week. 

Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  at 
least  one  piece  of  furniture  of  considerable  difficul- 
ty. Five  hours  of  shop  work  and  one  class  period 
each  week. 
Shop  Work  II.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  is  given  in  connection  with  Mechani- 
cal Drawing  II,  and  is  intended  for  students  prepar- 
ing to  teach  Manual  Training..  Furniture  designed 
by  the  student  is  made,  with  the  idea  of  developing 
originality.     All  work  is  stained  and  finished.     Five 
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hours  of  shop  work  each  week  are  required. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Shop  Work  III.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  advanced  joinery  and 
cabinet  making.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
accuracy  of  the  work.  Five  hours  of  shop  work 
each  week. 

Second  Semester.     This  is  a  general  course  in 
forge  work,  requiring  simple  metal  working,  weld- 
ing,  and   tempering   of   tools.     Five   hours   of   ?hop 
work  each  week. 
Shop  Math. 

For   outline   of  this   course   see    Department   of 
Mathematics. 
Machine  Sketching  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  work  is  a  beginning  course  in  Mechanical 
Drawing.  Simple  work  is  given  to  acquaint  the 
pupil  with  the  use  of  drawing  instruments.  Machine 
parts  are  measured  with  calipers  and  rule,  and  ac- 
curate drawings  made  from  these  measurements. 
Five  hours  in  drawing  each  week  are  required. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Mechanical  Drawing  II.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  should  be  taken  at  the  same  time  as 
Shop  Work  II.  The  original  furniture  designs  pre- 
pared in  this  course  are  actually  made  up  in  the 
shop  for  advanced  wood  work.  All  drawings  are 
made  in  accordance  with  the  best  shop  practice. 

Second  Semester.  Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Professional  Arithmetic.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  wish  a 
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thorough  review  of  arithmetic.  It  presupposes,  how- 
ever, a  considerable  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and 
the  course  extends  far  beyond  the  limits  of  simple 
arithmetic. 

Algebra  I.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  first  course  in  Algebra  deals  mostly  with 
the  equation  and  the  solution  of  simple  problems. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  correct  algebraic  ex- 
pressions. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's  work   with   the    introduction    of    simultaneous 
equations,  factoring,  radicals,  graphing,  quadratics, 
etc. 
Algebra  II.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  begins  with  a  thorough  review  of 
the  first  year's  work.  This  is  followed  by  a  course 
in  radicals,  quadratics,  progressions,  logarithms, 
and  graphing  equations  of  the  second  degree.  Prob- 
lems are  given  involving  a  knowledge  of  preceding 
mathematics,  so  as  to  unify  the  previous  work. 
College  Algebra.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This   subject  is   given  when  there  is   sufficient 
demand  for  it.     It  deals  with  the  more  theoretical 
side  of  algebra  and  must  be  preceded  by  the  above 
courses. 
Plane  Geometry.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

In  Plane  Geometry,  the  purpose  is  to  gradually 
and  naturally  develop  the  student's  power  of  deduc- 
tive reasoning.  An  effort  is  made  to  teach  the 
principles  of  geometry,  not  as  facts  in  a  book,  but 
as  properties  of  the  space  in  which  we  live. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Solid  Geometry.     First  or  Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

Solid  Geometry  is  developed  by  somewhat  more 
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general  methods  than  are  allowable  in  Plane  Geom- 
etry.    The  basic  theorems   of   Plane   Geometry  are 
reviewed  and  the  analogy  between  Plane  Geometry 
and  Solid  Geometry  is  carefully  brought  out. 
Trigonometry.     First  or  Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

One  semester  is  given  to  Plane  Trigonometry. 
Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  trigonometrical  functions, 
derivation   of   formulas,    construction,   mensuration, 
and  use  of  tables. 
Analytical  Geometry.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  is  a  two  semester  course  given  only  to 
students  of  Normal  rank,  and  presupposes  a  com- 
plete preparation  of  coordinate  systems,  conic  sec- 
tions and  the  operations  leading  up  to  the  study  of 
Calculus. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work  with  an  introduction  to  Solid  Analytical 
Geometrv. 
Calculus.     First  Semester.     Five  hours. 

This  course  must  be  preceded  by  Analytical 
Geometry.  It  takes  up  both  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus.  Emphasis  is  laid  more  on  correct 
analysis  and  interpretation,  than  on  intricate  de- 
rivations. 

Second  Semester.     Continuation  of  first  semes- 
ter's work. 
Shop  Mathematics.     Second  Semester.     Five  hours. 

In  connection  with  the  Manual  Training  De- 
partment, a  course  is  given  in  Shop  Mathematics, 
for  those  intending  to  teach  Manual  Training.  This 
course  gives  a  thorough  training  in  such  mathe- 
matical operations  as  are  useful  in  Shop  practice 
and  Science. 

PSYCHOLOGY  AND  EDUCATION 

The  Department  of  Education  is  the  most  characteristic 
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and  in  many  ways  the  most  important  department  of  all  Nor- 
mal School  work.  It  has  to  do  strictly  with  the  professional 
side  of  education  and  the  training  of  teachers. 

It  is  now  conceded  that  education  is  a  science  and  the 
technical  and  practical  side  of  teaching  is  being  more  and 
more  emphasized. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  furnish  to  the 
young  men  and  women  of  New  Mexico  the  best  possible  pro- 
fessional preparation  for  teaching  and  supervising  in  all 
grades  of  the  public  schools  of  the  state. 

Successful  teaching  depends  more  upon  training  than 
upon  experience  and  it  is  the  peculiar  function  of  the  Normal 
School  to  provide  this  training  in  both  theoretical  and  practi- 
cal lines. 

The  successful  teacher  must  not  only  be  well  grounded 
in  academic  scholarship  but  must  have  knowledge  of  the 
child  mind. 

The  work  of  this  department  should  include  a  study  of 
local  educational  conditions,  which  are  different  from  those  of 
any  other  state.  The  peculiar  problems  of  New  Mexico  edu- 
cational conditions  must  be  met  and  solved. 

The  theoretical  side  of  the  work  of  this  department  will 
be  furnished  by  the  courses  outlined  below,  the  practical  side 
will  be  provided  for  in  carefully  planned  observation  and 
practice  courses  under  the  personal  supervision  of  competent 
critics  in  every  line. 

Particular  care  is  taken  to  make  all  the  courses  in  this 
department  as  practical  as  possible,  adapting  them  to  the 
future  work  of  the  teacher. 

It  will  be  the  chief  aim  of  this  department  to  impress  up- 
on its  students  the  importance  of  their  work,  the  nobility  of 
their  profession,  the  responsibility  that  every  teacher  bears 
toward  his  pupils,  patrons,  fellow  teachers  and  to  society  in 
general. 
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NORMAL  PREPARATORY  COURSES 
Elementary  Psychology.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  desire 
first  grade  county  certificates.  It  includes  a  general  survey 
of  the  psychological  field  and  the  close  relation  existing  be- 
tween pedagogy  and  psychology.  This  course  bears  high 
school  credit  only. 

Pedagogy.     One-half  Unit. 

This  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  and  the  ability  of  the 
students  of  High  School  rank  and  carries  with  it  credit  in  the 
High  School  Department  only.  It  deals  with  the  practical 
problems  of  schoolroom  management,  control  and  organiza- 
tion. Among  the  topics  discussed  are  discipline,  classifica- 
tion, the  control  of  attention,  moral  and  social  training,  pro- 
motion, the  program,  school  hygiene,  individual  instruction, 
etc.  This  course  meets  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  the  granting  of  first  grade  certificates. 

Normal  College  Courses 
Psychology   I.     First  Semester.     Five   Hours 

After  a  brief  survey  of  the  general  field  of  Psychology, 
this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  normal  psychology.  The 
genetic  and  functional  view  points  are  emphasized.  The  work 
consists  of  text  work,  lectures,  assigned  readings  and  class 
discussions.  Tichner's  Outline  of  Psychology  is  used  as  a 
basal  text  supplemented  by  James,  Angell,  etc. 

Psychology  II.     Second  Semester.     Five  Hours 

A  careful  study  of  the  educative  process  from  the  view- 
point of  psychology.  Attention  is  given  to  such  subjects  as 
interest,  apperception,  attention,  memory,  habit,  discipline, 
etc.,  with  special  reference  to  the  work  of  the  teacher.  Social 
Psychology  as  related  to  school  room  work  is  discussed,  and 
such  topics  as  the  formal  steps  of  the  recitation  as  developed 
by  the  Herbartians  receive  adequate  attention.  The  work  con- 
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sists  of  lectures,  assigned  reading  and  text  book  work. 

Education  I.     History  of  Ancient  Education 
First  Semester.     Five   Hours 

This  course  deals  with  primitive  education,  Chinese  edu- 
cation as  a  type  of  Oriental  education,  with  which  are  com- 
pared and  contrasted  the  Hindu  and  Hebrew  systems,  edu- 
cational ideals,  etc.  A  careful  study  is  made  of  Greek  edu- 
cation, civilization,  and  some  of  the  more  important  philo- 
sophical systems.  Roman  education  is  compared  and  con- 
trasted with  Greek  education.  A  study  is  made  of  the  ele- 
ments of  these  ancient  educational  systems  which  have  in- 
fluenced later  educational  theory  and  practice. 

Education  II.     History  of  Education 
Second  Semester.     Five  Hours 

This  course  will  include  a  brief  study  of  early  Christian 
education  in  its  effect  on  subsequent  educational  thought.  The 
development  of  Institutionalism  during  the  Middle  Ages,  to- 
gether with  the  fundamental  changes  which  the  Renaissance 
and  the  Reformation  brought  in  educational  thought  will  be 
considered. 

In  the  study  of  modern  education,  emphasis  is  laid  on 
the  work  of  Pestallozi,  Froebel  and  Herbart  together  with  the 
influence  exerted  by  the  psychological  and  related  movements 
on  present  day  educational  systems. 

Education  III.     Principles  of  Education 
First   Semester.     Five   Hours 

This  course  deals  with  the  underlying  principle  of  "Gene- 
ral Method"  and  discusses  the  functions  of  education,  and  the 
laws  which  govern  the  education  process.  Such  topics  as 
"The  Ethical  Aims  of  Education,"  "Apperceptive  Systems  and 
the  Acquisition  of  Experience,"  "The  Factors  of  Recall  Dur- 
ing the  Various  Periods  of  the  Child's  Development,"  "For- 
mal Discipline,"  etc.,  form  a  part  of  the  classroom  work. 
Bagley's  "Educative  Process"  is  used  as  a  basal  text,  but  is 
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supplemented  by  outside  readings  from  McMurray,  Reudiger, 
De  Garmo,  etc.,  class  discussion,  outlines  and  lectures. 

Education  IV.  Principles  of  Secondary  Education 
Second  Semester.  Five  Hours 
While  this  course  will  follow  a  text  book  as  an  outline, 
the  work  will  be  largely  a  library  course  supplemented  by 
lectures  dealing  with  the  more  vital  problems  of  the 
secondary  school.  The  course  is  intended  for  those  who  ex- 
pect to  do  high  school  work.    Junior  and  Senior  elective 

Education  V.     School  Management 
First  Semester.     Five  Hours 

The  course  in  School  Management  is  designed  for 
students  who  have  had  considerable  work  along  professional 
lines,  and  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  their  needs.  This 
course  will  include  work  in  school  and  class  management, 
school  organization,  courses  of  study  and  allied  subjects.  A 
considerable  amount  of  outside  reading  will  be  required,  and 
reports  will  be  made  on  assigned  subjects.  This  course,  pre- 
supposes work  in  Psychology  I,  and  Principles  of  Education. 
Education  VI.  School  Administration 
Second  Semester.     Five  Hours 

In  the  school  management  phase,  will  be  taken  up  ques- 
tions of  school  hygiene,  school  organization,  programs,  grad- 
ing and  promotion,  examinations,  discipline,  school  decoration, 
the  teacher  and  the  community,  school  records,  self  improve- 
ment, etc.  Discussion,  reading  and  reports.  One  or  more 
visits  to  well  managed  schools  in  near-by  cities,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  observing  management  and  methods  of  teaching.  In 
connection  with  this  course  will  also  be  given  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  State  Course  of  Study  with  reference  both 
to  its  content  and  the  use  to  be  made  of  it  in  the  schools. 

Education  VII.     Child  Study  and  Primary  Education 
Second    Semester.     Five    Hours 

Child  study  includes  a  discussion  of  the  nature,  scope  and 
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problems  of  child  study,  particularly  in  its  bearing  on  the 
problems  of  primary  education;  a  study  of  the  physical 
growth  and  development  of  children;  classification  and  de- 
velopment of  instincts;  the  intellectual  aspects  of  child  de- 
velopment; individual  differences;  abnormalities  in  children 
as  to  sight,  hearing,  adenoid  growths,  nervousness,  etc.; 
methods  of  child  study  in  public  schools.  Much  stress  is 
placed  upon  the  application  of  these  principles  developed  to 
the  work  of  the  first  three  grades. 

Education  VIII.     Rural   Education 
First  Semester.     Five  Hours 

A  course  dealing  with  the  social  and  economic  factors  in 
the  development  of  rural  institutional  life;  how  these  explain 
the  present  status  of  the  larger  administrative  and  super- 
visory problems  of  rural  education;  and  the  principles  and 
practical  methods  essential  to  their  solution.  As  a  part  of 
the  work  of  this  course  each  student  will  be  expected  to  com- 
plete an  educational  survey  of  an  assigned  county,  or  rural 
section.     Open  to  advanced  students. 

Education  IX.     Methods  in  Elementary  Subjects 
Both  Semesters.     Five  Hours 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  offer  in  lecture  form  and 
class  exercise  a  critical  study  of  method  of  presenting  the 
principal  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  grades.  The  teacher 
will  be  led  to  test  methods  and  give  illustrative  and  type  les- 
sons with  the  pupils  of  the  grades  or  the  members  of  the 
training  class. 

"Reading  in  the  Public  Schools,"  Griggs  and  Coffman. 

"The  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,"  Smith. 

"Special  Methods  of  Geography,"  McMurray. 

"Method  and  Methods  in  the  Teaching  of  English,"  Gold- 
wasser. 

"Methods  of  Spelling,"  Suzzallo. 

"Methods  in  History,"  Johnson. 
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Education  X.     Method  of  High  School  Subjects 

For  detail  of  these  courses,  consult  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

Observation 

First  Semester.     Five  Hours 

This  will  be  a  course  in  observation  under  the  direction 
of  a  critic  teacher.  The  form  of  presenting  lessons,  conduct- 
ing reviews  and  drills,  the  outcome  of  various  procedures, 
making  lesson  plans,  control  of  children  and  occasional  teach- 
ing of  classes  will  constitute  the  major  part  of  the  course. 
School  management,  in  so  far  as  it  touches  this  phase  of  the 
work  will  be  included  in  the  course. 

Practice  Teaching  in  the  Grades 
Both  Semesters.     Five  Hours 

The  Training  School  offers  teaching  and  observation  in 
all  grades  from  the  first  grade  through  the  eight  grades. 
Students  taking  up  this  course  are  required  to  do  one  period 
of  teaching  a  day  for  the  entire  year,  throughout  the  different 
rooms  of  the  Training  Building.  Each  student  of  the  train- 
ing class  is  required  to  plan  and  present  lessons,  meet  and 
solve  all  problems  in  connection  with  the  discipline  of  each 
room. 

Practice  Teaching  in  the  High  School 
Both  Semesters.     Five  Hours 

This  course  is  required  of  all  students  preparing  to 
teach  in  a  high  school.  The  work  will  include  the  teaching 
of  a  class  one  hour  a  day  throughout  both  semesters,  with  full 
responsibility  for  the  discipline  and  management  of  the  room. 
The  teaching  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  head  of  the 
department  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  subject  taught  falls. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  class  room  the  student 
teacher  will  be  expected  to  interest  herself  and  participate  in 
the  various  school  activities  characteristic  of  the  high  school. 
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COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

The  course  in  Commercial  Education  is  designed  to  meet 
the  growing-  demand  for  technically  trained  stenographers, 
bookkeepers,  and  amanuenses.  This  means  a  great  deal  more 
than  the  mere  ability  to  write  shorthand,  operate  a  typewrit- 
er, or  keep  a  set  of  books.  Your  special  attention  is  called  to 
the  outline  of  the  Commercial  course  found  elsewhere  in  this 
catalogue. 

The  Gregg  system  of  Shorthand  is  used,  the  Rational 
touch  System  of  Typewriting  and  the  Twentieth  Century 
Bookkeeping.  These  systems  are  used  in  the  leading  busi- 
ness colleges  and  high  schools  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  fundamental  principles  are  easily  learned  and  the  text 
books  so  arranged  that  theory  and  practice  are  combined  from 
the  beginning. 

The  business  training  rooms  are  located  on  the  Library 
floor  which  gives  the  students  easy  access  to  all  the  late 
periodicals  and  daily  papers.  These  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  well  ventilated  and  amply  equipped  with  all  commercial 
school-room  necessities  and  modern  labor  saving  office  ma- 
chines. 

Shorthand 

Shorthand  1.     First  Semester. 

Mastery  of  the  fundamental  principles  as  contained  in 
the  Gregg  Manual,  with  special  attention  to  beauty  and  accu- 
racy of  outline.     Short  dictation  exercises. 

Shorthand  II.     Second  Semester. 

The  theoretical  work  is  finished,  phrase  writing  is  in- 
troduced and  technical  phrasing  is  encouraged.  Business 
letters,  calling  for  review  of  principles  learned,  are  used  and 
preparation  for  speed  practice  is  begun. 
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Shorthand  III.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

Office  training  for  stenographers.  Ths  course  is  design- 
ed to  give  the  students  the  knowledge  and  training  that  em- 
ployers designate  as  'experience.'  It  deals  with  all  the  dis- 
tinct and  vital  phases  of  the  subject,  covering  such  features 
of  office  work  as  the  present  day  stenographer  is  required  to 
know. 

Typewriting 

Typewriting  I.     First  Semester. 

Correct  position  at  the  machine,  accuracy  and  uniformity 
of  touch  and  fingering  are  the  first  things  to  be  learned,  then 
the  mastery  of  the  keyboard.  The  keyboard  is  learned  by 
means  of  a  series  of  graded  exercises  ranging  from  simple 
letter  combinations  through  words  of  high  frequency,  and 
sentences  and  paragraphs.  Absolute  accuracy  is  required  and 
nothing  but  perfect  work  is  accepted. 

Typewriting  II.     Second  Semester. 

The  work  of  the  first  semester  is  continued  with  special 
attention  to  letter  and  legal  forms,  tabulating,  billing,  etc.  A 
great  many  speed  tests  and  considerable  machine  dictation  is 
given  in  this  work. 

Typewriting  III.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

Carbon  copying,  mimeographing  and  the  writing  of  spec- 
ial forms,  together  with  the  work  in  office  training  constitute 
the  work  in  Typewriting  III. 

Bookkeeping 

Course  I.     First  Semester. 

Presents  the  common  principles  underlying  all  systems 
of  accounts;  terms,  methods  and  forms  of  bookkeeping. 
Teaches  primarily  the  double  entry  system  but  affords  suffi- 
cient explanation  of  the  single  entry  to  enable  the  student  to 
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use  it.     Study  trial  balance.     Make  simple  statements.     Two 
sets  of  books  are  worked  out  and  use  of  ingoing  and  outgoing 
papers  is  taught. 
Course  II.     Second  Semester. 

Continuation    of    first   semester.      Studies    principles    of 
classification,  practical  problems  and  introduces  set  of  books 
illustrating   wholesale   business,   together   with   ingoing   and 
outgoing  papers. 
Course  III.     First  or  Second  Semester. 

Accounting.     A  thorough  study  of  those  accounts  which 
belong  peculiarly  to  wholesale  and  corporation  bookkeeping; 
the  several  processes  of  closing  the  ledger  of  a  corporation 
and  distributing  corporation  profits. 
Commercial  Correspondence. 

A  course  in  the  application  of  Practical  English.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  thoroly  master  correspondence  as  related  to 
modern  business  usage.  Business  papers,  enclosures,  etc.,  are 
thoroughly  discussed.  This  course  coordinates  with  the 
course  in  office  training. 
Commercial  Law. 

This  course  intends  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of 
the  ordinary  legal  aspect  of  common  business  transactions. 
Study  contracts,  negotiable  papers,  etc. 
Commercial  Arithmetic. 

Purposes  to  give  skill  in  applying  arithmetical  processes 
to  problems  selected  from  business  life.    Review  of  fundamen- 
tal operations.     Methods  of  rapid  computation  used  by  busi- 
ness men. 
Commercial  Geography. 

Aims  to  familiarize  student  with  the  geographical  fac- 
tors controlling  business  conditions  in  the  United  States. 

Penmanship  and  Spelling 
Penmanship  and  Spelling 

Good  penmanship  is  the  key  that  opens  the  door  to  sue- 
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cess  more  often  than  any  other  accomplishment.  The  course 
embraces  a  series  of  practical  lessons  on  position,  penholding, 
movement  drills,  and  relaxation  exercises. 

The  course  in  Spelling:  aims  to  teach  the  student  the  pro- 
nunciation, meaning,  use   and   spelling-   of  words   commonly 
used  in  business  correspondence.    Also  to  enlarge  vocabulary 
by  continued  use  of  these  words  in  all  daily  work. 
Other  Commercial  Subjects 

Are  handled  in  other  Normal  departments. 

Music 

The  music  course  aims  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  including  principles  of  correct  production,  prac- 
tice in  ear  training,  and  sight  singing  and  writing  of  melo- 
dies; acquaintance  with  the  pedagogical  methods  of 
teaching  music  in  the  elementary  grades;  observation  and 
practice  teaching  of  music;  and  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the 
meaning,  beauty  and  power  of  good  music. 

In  is  advisable  for  anyone  wishing  to  take  the  complete 
music  course,  to  take  the  chorus  work  during  the  three  years 
and  also  to  take  private  lessons  in  either  piano  or  voice. 

Elementary  Sight-Heading 

A  class  in  elementary  sight-reading  will  be  conducted 
along  the  lines  in  the  grades,  giving  a  review  of  the  funda- 
mental principles,  musical  notation,  rhythm,  ear  training, 
sight-reading,  two  and  three  part  singing  and  a  repertoire  of 
rote-songs  suitable  for  use  in  the  first  three  grades. 

Methods 

Class  in  methods  of  public  school  music  will  receive  in- 
struction in  the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching  a  course 
of  music  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  course  will  also  in- 
clude a  study  of  the  child's  voice. 

Advanced  Sight-Reading 

Prerequisite  course  in  elementary  sight-reading.     Study 
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of  minor  scales  and  chromatics;  training  in  choral  singing  of 
part  songs.  A  list  of  suitable  choruses  for  high  school  will  be 
studied.  Ear  training  in  this  class  will  include  singing  and 
recognition  of  triads,  seventh  chords  and  modulation. 

History  of  Music 

Open  to  all  students  who  have  practical  knowledge  of 
vocal  or  instrumental  music.  The  history  of  the  development 
of  the  science  and  art  of  music  up  to  the  present  day;  Greek 
civilization,  early  Christianity,  the  modern  age.  Evolution 
of  instruments  and  technics.  Biographies  of  composers,  con- 
ductors, instrumentalists,  and  singers. 

Harmony 

The  fundamental  principles  of  the  theory  of  music  are 
embodied  in  the  study  of  harmony  which  treats  of  the  differ- 
ent chords  in  their  natural  relations  and  combinations.  The 
subdivisions  of  the  subject  are  intervals,  major  and  minor 
triads,  chord  progressions,  inversions,  cadences,  seventh 
chords,  modulation,  sequence,  suspensions,  harmonizing  of 
melodies. 


Drawing  and  Public  School  Art 

Free  Hand  Drawing  and  Elementary  Watercolor. 

Drawing  with  pencil  crayon,  and  charcoal,  prin- 
ciples of  perspective  and  elementary  composition.  A 
study  of  landscapes,  plant  and  animal  forms.  Sim- 
ple decorative  designing. 

Methods  in  Public  School  Art 

Best  methods  of  presenting  this  subject  to,  all 
grades  will  be  studied  and  actual  practice  in  the  dif- 
ferent lines  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  class.  Ele- 
mentary water  color,  design  weaving,  modeling,  pa- 
percutting,  and  other  practical  handwork  for  use  in 
the  lower  grades. 
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Picture  Study  in  the  Grades 

A  list  of  pictures  suitable  for  use  of  study  in 
the  different  grades  will  be  studied  along  with  the 
life  of  the  different  artists  and  suitable  methods  of 
presenting  pictures  to  different  grades. 


Physical  Training  for  Girls 

These  classes  are  open  to  the  women  of  the  College  and 
are  required  of  the  girls  in  the  High  School  who  do  not  pre- 
sent a  physician's  written  statement  of  their  unfitness  to  do 
the  exercises. 

The  work  requires  a  special  costume  of  bloomers,  blouse, 
and  gymnasium  shoes.  The  student  supplies  herself  with 
these  articles. 

Course  I.     First  Semester.     One  Hour. 

1.  Setting-up  exercises. 

2.  Marching  and  running. 

3.  Exercises  with  dumb-bells,  Indian  clubs,  and  bound- 
ing balls. 

4.  Fancy  steps  and  drills. 

5.  Games. 

Course  II.     Second  Semester.     One  Hour. 

1.  Advanced  gymnastics. 

2.  Apparatus  work. 

3.  Folk  dancing  and  games. 

4.  Special  methods  and  class  room  work. 

Course  III.     Both  Semesters.     (Elective)     One  Hour 

Basketball:  This  is  open  to  any  student  in  good 
standing  and  possessing  the  necessary  physical  re- 
quirements. 
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THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Admission 

No  examination  is  required  for  admission  to  the  Summer 
School,  but  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  courses 
for  which  they  are  not  prepared. 

Size  of  Classes 

Where  a  large  number  of  students  register  in  a  course, 
sections  are  made  so  that  classes  are  never  too  large  for 
efficient  instruction.  No  class  will  be  organized  with  a  regis- 
tration of  less  than  four  students. 

Amount  of  Work 

In  the  description  of  courses  outlined  for  the  regular 
terms,  will  be  found  the  number  of  credit  hours  or  units  given 
for  the  completion  of  each  course.  No  student  will  be  allow- 
ed to  make  credit  in  more  than  three  subjects  of  high  school 
rank,  or  more  than  nine  credit  hours  in  the  Normal  College 
Department. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  will  recognize  credit 
in  not  more  than  three  subjects  made  during  one  summer 
3ession. 

Credit  Toward  Graduation 

The  same  credit  will  be  given  toward  graduation  for 
work  done  in  the  Summer  School  as  for  work  done  during 
any  other  session. 

Reports 

Reports  of  the  work  done  in  the  Summer  Session  will  be 
sent  to  the  student  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  session.    A

duplicate   report   will   be   sent  to  the   State   Department  of 
Education  at  Santa  Fe  unless  the  student  otherwise  requests.

4.  Courses  for  high  school  teachers. 

5.  Courses  for  special  teachers  of  Drawing,  Agriculture, 
Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science  and  Music. 

6.  Courses  in  high  school  subjects  for  college  entrance. 

7.  Courses  for  college  credit  other  than  those  courses 
preparatory  for  teaching. 

8.  Normal  professional  courses  for  college  credit. 

Expenses 
Registration  Fee 

A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  every 
student  on  the  day  of  registration. 

Room  and  Board 

Room  and  board  are  furnished  at  the  Normal  School 
dormitories  and  dining  hall  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  and 
twenty- five  cents  ($5.25)  per  week,  payable  in  advance. 

Railroad  Fare 

Railroad  fare  in  excess  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  will  be 
refunded  to  those  expecting  to  teach  in  New  Mexico.

The  Training  School  offers  a  full  elementary  course.  A 
tuition  fee  of  ten  dollars  a  year  is  collected  from  each  child 
in  attendance.  The  regular  session  for  the  primary  grades 
is  from  9  o'clock  to  3  o'clock;  for  the  intermediate  and  gram- 
mar grades,  from  9  o'clock  to  3:30  o'clock. 

Students  completing  the  elementary  course  are  passed  to 
the  Normal  Secondary  School  without  examination. 


Reading 

First  and  Second  Grades. 

Beginning  work  is  done  without  the  use  of  text  books  for 
the  first  six  or  eight  weeks.  During  that  time  lessons  are 
based  on  oral  expression  and  obtained  by  means  of  pictures, 
rhymes,  folklore  stories,  games,  jingles  and  action  lessons. 

The  vocabulary  taught  is  largely  that  used  in  the  first 
fifteen  or  twenty  pages  of  the  text  used. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  thought  and  expression. 

Impersonation  and  dramatization  are  emphasized  in  both 
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grades,  the  second  grade  using  a  reader  especially  adapted  to 
the  work. 

The  mechanics  of  reading  is  acquired  through  the  teach- 
ing of  phonics  which  include: 

(a)  Ear  and  vocal  training. 

(b)  The  sounds  of  the  single  consonants. 

(c)  The  vowel  equivalents. 

(d)  The  long  and  the  short  sounds  of  the  vowel. 

(e)  Analyzing  and  pronouncing  words.

Nature  Study,  Language  and  Grammar

The  lessons  in  primary  language  are  largely  oral  which

VI.  Winding,  Wrapping,  and  Braiding.  Exercises: 
Napkin  ring,  picture  frame,  rattler. 

VII.  The  following  is  general  work  suggested  by  the 
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seasons  and  special  occasion:  Seasons:  Mounting  of  color- 
ed leaves,  seed  collecting.  Thanksgiving:  Cutting  and 
mounting  pose  of  the  Pilgrims;  Pilgrim's  hat,  shoe,  sword. 
Indian:  Cutting  and  mounting  of  canoe,  tepee.  Hiawatha: 
Cutting  and  mounting  of  hat,  shield,  drum,  hatchet.  Cherries 
modeled  from  clay. 

Third  and  Fourth  Grades.

Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades. 

I.  Lettering:  Exercise:  Continue  practicing  the  block- 
in  work  as  it  is  an  interesting  exercise  if  made  an  end  in 
itself. 
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II.  Mechanical  Drawing.  (1)  In  Geometric  Construc- 
tion review  the  placing  of  a  point,  bisecting  a  line,  erecting  a 
perpendicular  at  middle  and  end  of  lines.  Construction  of 
square,  oblong,  and  equilateral  triangle.  Exercises:  Teach 
the  construction  of  a  line  parallel  to  a  given  line;  the  con- 
struction of  an  isosceles  triangle,  rhombus,  rhomboid,  con- 
centric circle,  octagon.  (2)  The  Working  Drawing.  Exer- 
cises: Construct  working  drawings  of  cube,  cone,  pyramid,  as 
type  forms.  In  connection  with  this  give  after  each  lesson 
an  original  exercise,  as:  a  working  drawing  of  a  box  with  a 
lid  after  the  lesson  on  the  cube;  a  smokestack  in  connection 
with  the  cylinder.  Construct  working  drawings  of  a  stool, 
chair,  desk. 

III.  The  Basketry  of  these  two  grades  should  be  more 
difficult  work  in  weaving. 

IV.  Bookbinding  includes  the  making  of  paper  booklets 
and  gift  books  in  soft  leather,  cloth  and  burlap. 

V.  Make  the  Weaving  Work  useful.  The  finished  arti- 
cle is  the  greatest  incentive  to  further  work. 

VI.  Stenciling. 

VII.  Sewing:  Exercises:  Darning,  placket,  gusset,  but- 
tonhole. Models:  Aprons,  nightgowns,  drawers,  corset  covers. 

Wood  Work 
Seventh  Grade. 

This  is  the  most  elementary  work  given  in  woodwork.  It 
begins  with  the  use  of  bench,  tools,  and  simple  exercises. 
Small  articles  such  as  coat  hangers,  book-racks,  etc.,  are 
made,  but  the  primary  object  is  to  familiarize  students  with 
the  use  of  tools.  Two  and  one-half  hours  per  week. 
Eighth  Grade. 

This  is  a  continuation  of  the  Seventh  Grade  work.  More 
difficult  pieces  of  work,  however,  are  taken  up  and  such 
articles  as  tools,  taberets,  tables,  etc.,  are  made.  Two  and 
one-half  hours  of  shop  work  each  week.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


LOCATION 


The  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School  is  located  at 
Silver  City,  the  county  seat  of  Grant  County,  reached  by 
the  Rincon  branch  of  the  Santa  Fe  railroad.  The  locat- 
ion of  the  city  in  the  foothills  of  the  mountains  surround- 
ing the  city  is  especially  beautiful.  The  outlook  from 
the  campus  provides  a  magnificent  view  of  the  entire 
city  and  the  surrounding  mountains.  The  latitude,  com- 
bined with  an  altitude  of  6200  feet,  gives  the  city  a 
climate  unexcelled  for  summer  school  work.  Its  cool 
summers,  mild  winters,  and  dry,  invigorating  atmosphere 
render  it  one  of  the  most  favored  regions  in  America. 
The  Government  recognizing  this  fact,  located  its  mili- 
tary and  naval  sanatorium  at  Fort  Bayard,  nine  miles 
distant.  Silver  City  is  a  substantial  business  city  in  the 
center  of  a  prosperous  mining  community.  Its  commodi- 
ous and  comfortable  homes,  its  public  buildings,  and  its 
schools  and  churches  are  external  evidence  of  the  spirit 
of  the  community.  Many  families  in  the  city  are  particu- 
larly identified  with  the  life  of  the  schools  because  they 
have  been  especially  attracted  to  Silver  City  as  a  place  of 
residence  by  its  educational  opportunities. 

HISTORY 

The  State  Normal  School  of  New  Mexico  was  located 
at  Silver  City  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  passed  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1893;  this  legislature  also  provided  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Board  of  Regents  and  the  organization  of 
the  school.  In  the  same  year,  the  state  auditor  was  order- 
ed to  levy  a  tax  of  two-fifths  of  a  mill  for  the  use  of  both 
Normal  Schools,  each  one  to  have  as  the  first  appropri- 
ation the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  The  school  open- 
ed its  doors  and  began  regular  work  with  one  teacher,  in 
the  building  now  known  as  the  Presbyterian  church.  In 
the  meantime,  plans  and  specifications  were  drawn,  ac- 
cepted, and  the  contract  let  for  the  main  building,  which 
was  dedicated  in  1895,  two  years  and  two  months  after 
the  school's  first  opening.

The  first  graduating  class,  consisting  of  one  young 
woman,  was  the  class  of  1895.  Since  that  time  the  school 
has  graduated  about  seven  hundred  young  men  and 
women,  and  numbers  probably  ten  thousand  among  its 
undergraduates.  Almost  the  entire  number  of  these 
have  engaged  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  in  teaching  in 
the  schools  of  New  Mexico  or  other  states,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  the  school  has  been  a  positive  and  powerful 
factor  in  the  educational  life  of  the  state  during  all  the 
twenty-seven  years  of  its  history. 

PURPOSE 

The  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School  at  Silver  City  is 
a  Normal  College — It  is  maintained  by  the  State  for  the 
purpose  of  training  teachers  and  also  to  give  the  children 
of  the  State  an  opportunity  for  a  higher  education.  By 
act  of  legislature  the  School  is  authorized  to  confer  appro- 
priate degrees.  Academic  and  technical  training  are  cared 
for  in  the  various  courses  offered.  The  Academic  in- 
struction is  exact,  thorough,  and  broad,  of  the  type  best 
preparing  the  student  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  citi- 
zenship in  the  community  and  the  State. 

The  professional  courses  are  broad  and  prepare  the 
students  to  teach  successfully  and  effectively.  The  school 
does  not  forget  that  the  best  teachers  must  not  only  have 
the  technique  of  the  instruction  or  method,  but  also  a 
larger  view  of  the  educational  field,  if  they  are  to  con- 
tinue to  grow  in  service. 

From  year  to  year  the  demands  on  the  public  school 
teacher  have  increased  and  the  school  has  not  only  antici- 
pated these  demands  but  has  been  the  leader  in  pointing 
the  way  public  education  should  go. 

The  school  has  developed  until  now  it  prepares  teach- 
ers for  all  grades  of  work  from  the  rural  school  to  the 
high  school.  Many  of  the  responsible  teaching  and  ad- 
ministrative positions  of  the  state  are  held  by  graduates 
of  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Grounds.  The  Normal  School  grounds  are  located  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  the  city  on  a  hill  commanding 
a  magnificent  view  of  the  surrounding  town  and  moun- 
tains. The  campus  consists  of  twenty-five  acres,  planted 
with  trees,  shrubs,  and  some  of  the  native  cacti  and  yucca 
plants.     The  group  of  buildings  includes : 
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Main  Building.  The  first  building  to  be  erected,  called 
the  main  building,  now  known  as  the  Administration 
Building,  is  situated  at  the  top  of  the  hill  in  the  center  of 
the  grounds,  commanding  a  view  of  the  other  buildings 
and  the  main  entrance  into  the  grounds.  This  building 
contains  the  assembly  hall,  offices,  recitation  rooms,  the 
museum  and  the  library.  It  is  heated  by  steam,  has 
good  ventilation,  and  is  well  lighted. 

Science  Building.  The  biological,  physical  and  chemi- 
cal laboratories  are  located  in  Science  Hall.  This  is  a 
new  building  equipped  with  the  most  modern  and  com- 
plete scientific  apparatus.  Both  gas  and  electricity  are 
available  for  the  convenience  of  laboratory  students.  On 
the  third  floor  is  the  large  standard  gymnasium  with 
thoroughly  up-to-date  equipment  such  as  lockers,  show- 
ers, and  dressing  rooms  for  both  men  and  women.  A 
gallery  overlooking  the  basketball  floor  extends  around 
the  whole  third  story.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings 
of  its  type  in  the  southwest. 

The  Training  School.  The  Training  School  is  a  model 
building  for  a  public  graded  school.  It  has  in  addition 
to  study  rooms  and  recitation  rooms,  an  elaborate  domes- 
tic science  kitchen,  sewing  room,  toilet  rooms  and  lockers. 
It  is  arranged  for  practice  teaching,  contains  accomoda- 
tions for  the  eight  grades  of  the  common  school,  has  a 
good  equipment,  with  play-room,  and  is  surrounded  by 
ample  playgrounds  fitted  with  the  latest  play-ground 
apparatus. 

Manual  Training  Building.  The  Manual  Training 
Building  is  a  two-story  brick  building  fifty  feet  by  thirty 
feet.  The  basement  is  occupied  by  the  heating  and  power 
plant  for  the  entire  group  of  Normal  buildings.  The  pat- 
tern and  carpenter  shops  are  located  on  the  second  floor. 

Ritch  Hall.  Ritch  Hall,  named  after  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  was  erected  in  the  year  of  1904  at  a 
cost  of  thirty  thousand  dollars.  It  is  the  boarding  hall 
for  the  girls  of  the  school,  conducted  under  the  direction 
of  a  matron,  and  a  preceptress,  and  includes  the  general 
dining  hall  for  students  of  the  Normal. 

Boy's  Dormitory.  The  boy's  dormitory  is  located  on 
the  campus  and  is  for  the  accomodation  of  the  boys  who 
attend  the  school.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the 
faculty,  who  lives  in  the  dormitory. 
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EQUIPMENT 

Modern  Apparatus.  The  equipment  in  all  the  various 
laboratories  and  class  rooms  is  modern,  and  care  had  been 
taken  to  purchase  only  the  most  approved  furniture  and 
apparatus.  Telephone  connections  are  established  in 
buildings,  both  local  and  long  distance.  An  interphone 
system  connects  the  various  rooms.  An  electric  program 
clock  sounds  the  signal  for  classes  on  bells  placed  in  each 
room  of  all  the  buildings. 

Home  Economics.  The  equipment  of  this  school  for 
work  in  industrial  branches  is  unusually  complete.  The 
home  economics  department  occupies  three  rooms,  a  sew- 
ing room,  a  cooking  laboratory,  and  a  pantry  equipped 
with  cupboards  and  lockers  for  storage  of  general  sup- 
plies. The  sewing  room  is  equipped  with  tables,  sewing 
machines  and  lockers.  The  cooking  laboratory  is  provid- 
ed with  seventeen  individual  electric  stoves,  a  wood  and 
coal  range,  gasoline  and  alcohol  stoves,  and  a  fireless 
cooker  for  special  demonstrations,  dining  tables  and 
chairs,  china  press  and  equipment  used  in  serving  a  meal. 

Manual  Arts.  The  manual  arts  department  occupies 
a  large  room  equipped  with  excellent  work  benches,  tools 
for  wood  work,  band  saw,  turning  lathes,  and  tables  for 
other  hand  work.  Lockers  and  cabinets  are  provided  for 
supplies.  New  equipment  is  being  added  and  will  be  in 
place  at  the  opening  of  the  school  to  give  the  general  in- 
dustrial course  under  the  Smith-Hughes  Vocational  Act. 

Laboratories.  Laboratories  for  physics,  chemistry, 
and  biology  and  experimental  psychology  have  been 
equipped  with  the  utmost  care  and  foresight  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  workers  and  the  efficiency  of  the  courses 
dependent  upon  them.  The  equipment  is  sufficient  to 
conduct  work  in  these  sciences  in  a  most  thorough  and 
practical  manner.  In  chemistry  and  physics,  the  labora- 
tories are  equipped  with  individual  desks.  Hot  and  cold 
water,  electric  connections  and  hoods  are  conveniently 
distributed.  The  biological  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes,  dissecting  microscopes,  pre- 
pared microscopic  slides  for  botany  and  zoology,  lantern 
slides,  microtome,  ovens,  sterilizers,  etc.  A  new  balopti- 
con  with  micro,  opaque,  vertical,  and  lantern  projection 
is  a  recent  acquisition  of  the  department. 

The  Gymnasium  is  well  equipped  with  apparatus  for 
the  physical  training  of  both  men  and  women. 
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The  Museum  has  been  built  up,  for  the  most  part,  with 
special  reference  to  instructional  work.  It  consists  of  a 
systematic  collection  of  minerals  and  rocks ;  a  systematic 
collection  of  ores,  and  numerous  curios  from  this  section 
of  the  country. 

The  Library  consists  at  present  of  more  than  8000  care- 
fully selected  volumes.  The  departments  of  education, 
psychology,  literature  and  history  are  especially  well 
supplied  with  reference  works.  Books  are  purchased  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  various  instructors  and  ad- 
ditions are  being  constantly  made.  All  the  books  and 
pamphlets  are  classified  by  the  Dewey  decimal  system. 
The  subscription  list  for  the  current  publications  includes 
a  large  number  of  the  best  magazines  in  general  literature 
as  well  as  those  representing  special  departments  of  work. 
Among  those  listed  are:  The  Bookman,  The  Atlantic 
Monthly,  Current  Opinion,  Literary  Digest,  The  Dial,  Re- 
view of  Reviews,  Saturday  Evening  Post,  Collier's,  Nation- 
al Geographic,  Travel,  Century,  American,  Ladies'  Home 
Journal,  Journal  of  Home  Economics,  (Roland  Park 
Branch),  Good  Housekeeping,  Woman's  Home  Compan- 
ion, Classical  Review,  Education,  School  Mathematics  and 
Science,  Boletin  de  la  Union  Pan  American  (Spanish), 
Manual  Training  Magazine,  New  England  Journal  of 
Education,  New  Mexico  Journal  of  Education,  Outlook, 
Survey,  and  many  others. 

RELIGIOUS,  SOCIAL  AND  MORAL  WELFARE  OF 

STUDENTS 

The  Normal  School  being  a  state  institution  is,  of 
course,  strictly  non-sectarian.  Yet  it  does  try  to  inculate 
loyalty  to  the  highest  ideals  of  life.  It  aims  to  inspire  its 
students  to  live  in  accordance  with  the  best  moral,  religi- 
ous, and  social  ideals  of  the  world. 

The  city  has  six  churches  representing  the  Baptist, 
Episcopal,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  Christian  Science, 
and  Roman  Catholic  denominations.  These  churches 
hold  regular  services  and  Sunday  schools  and  the  students 
are  cordially  welcomed  in  them.  The  faculty  are  always 
alive  to  the  moral  welfare  of  the  students,  who  are  care- 
fully looked  after. 

All  students  coming  to  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal 
School  are  subjects  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
school  as  long  as  they  are  in  school  and  while  they  are  in 
Silver  City,  even  tho  they  may  decide  to  quit  school,  unless 
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arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  parents  to  allow 
them  to  discontinue  their  work. 

The  Dean  of  the  women  will  have  charge  of  the  girls 
living  at  the  dormitory  or  boarding  in  town,  and  the  Dean 
of  young  men  of  the  boys  in  the  dormitories. 

The  wholesome  development  of  the  social  side  of 
student  life  is  necessary  and  valuable,  and  organizations 
for  promoting  the  social  welfare  of  the  students  are  en- 
couraged. A  committee  composed  of  students  and 
faculty  members  has  charge  of  all  student  entertainments 
and  activities.  Receptions  and  social  evenings  are  held; 
and  entertainments,  public  lectures,  and  musicales  are 
gives  from  time  to  time.  Care  is  taken  that  all  social  af- 
fairs be  kept  within  the  bounds  of  propriety  for  students, 
and  suitable  chaperonage  is  provided  at  all  times. 

LIVING  ARRANGEMENTS 

Ritch  Hall  and  the  other  dormitories  for  girls,  offer 
pleasant  and  convenient  homes  on  or  near  the  campus, 
but  living  quarters  off  the  campus  are  obtainable  if  de- 
sired. In  the  dormitories  the  girls  care  for  their  own 
rooms.  Each  room  is  comfortably  furnished  with  the 
exception  of  sheets,  pillow  slips,  covers,  towels,  napkins, 
and  laundry  bags,  which  each  student  is  expected  to  pro- 
vide for  herself.  Dormitory  reservations  should  be  made 
in  advance.  A  dining  hall  open  to  all  students  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  Ritch  Hall. 

Dormitory  accommodations  for  boys  are  provided  on  or 
near  the  campus.  The  boys  care  for  their  own  rooms  and 
are  expected  to  furnish  their  own  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
covers,  towels,  napkins  and  laundry  bags.  The  dormi- 
tory is  under  the  supervision  of  a  proctor,  who  is  also  a 
faculty  member. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition.  A  tuition  fee  of  five  dollars  per  semester  is 
charged  all  students  in  the  preparatory  and  normal  de- 
partments. Training  school  pupils  are  charged  five  dol- 
lars per  term  payable  in  advance. 

Board  and  Room.  For  students  living  in  the  school 
dormitory  and  taking  their  meals  in  the  school  dining 
hall,  the  charge  is  five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
week,  for  room,  board,  heat  and  light  when  two  students 
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occupy  the  same  room.  The  charge  is  six  dollars  per 
week  when  a  student  occupies  a  single  room.  This  covers 
all  necessary  living  expenses  except  laundry.  Board  and 
room  in  private  families  can  be  obtained  at  prices  ranging 
from  twenty  to  forty  dollars  per  month. 

Books  and  Supplies.  The  cost  of  text  books  varies 
from  seven  to  fifteen  dollars  per  year,  according  to  the 
classes  in  which  the  student  is  registered,  but  this  amount 
may  be  greatly  reduced  by  selling  the  books.

RAILROAD  FARE  PAID 

The  railroad  fare  of  any  student  attending  the  New 
Mexico  State  Normal  will  be  paid  less^  three  dollars  each 
way.  This  is  done  where  student  signs  a  declaration  of 
residence  in  New  Mexico  and  an  intent  to  teach  in  New 
Mexico.  They  must  have  been  in  regular  attendance  at 
least  eight  weeks. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TICKET  BUYING 

Whenever  possible,  buy  tickets  straight  through  to 
Silver  City.  This  can  be  done  from  all  points  on  the  El 
Paso  and  Southwestern,  Rock  Island,  Southern  Pacific, 
and  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroads.  From 
points  on  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railroad,  students 
should  buy  tickets  to  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  and  take  a 
receipt  therefor.  Then  buy  a  ticket  from  Santa  Fe  to 
Silver  City  and  take  a  receipt  therefor.  Do  not  buy  a 
round  trip  ticket  under  any  circumstances.  Always  take 
a  receipt  from  the  agent  selling  you  the  ticket. 
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FINANCIAL  AID  TO  STUDENTS 

Employment.  A  number  of  opportunities  for  remuner- 
ative employment  are  open  for  those  who  need  financial 
assistance.  All  the  employees  in  our  dining  hall  are 
students,  and  a  number  of  excellent  young  ladies  are  now 
making  their  living  expenses  in  this  way.  A  number  of 
positions  in  private  homes  are  open  to  both  young  men 
and  young  women.  During  the  present  session  many  of 
our  students  are  making  at  least  a  part  of  their  expenses. 

TEACHERS'  APPOINTMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  Teachers'  Appointment  Committee  consists  of 
faculty  members  who  assist  graduates  and  students  of 
the  Normal  School  who  expect  to  teach  to  secure  work 
best  adapted  to  their  qualifications.  We  have  requests 
from  superintendents  and  school  officials  from  all  parts 
of  the  state  to  recommend  our  students  or  graduates  to 
them  for  certain  kind  of  work.  During  the  past  year, 
more  than  three  hundred  of  our  students  and  graduates 
availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  secure  positions 
or  promotions,  and  the  school  did  not  have  enough  avail- 
able candidates  to  meet  the  demand.  The  school  follows 
the  success  of  the  students  who  have  attended  here  or 
graduated  from  the  Normal  and  is  ready  to  recommend 
them  to  better  positions  as  they  grow  in  experience.  This 
is  a  distinct  advantage  to  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal 
Students.  All  former  students  may  avail  themselves  of 
the  services  of  this  Appointment  Bureau  by  writing  to 
the  school. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Normal  "Student  Club."  Students  are  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Normal  "Student  Club"  which  keeps 
"open  house"  in  the  new  room  provided  for  in  the  boys' 
dormitory.  The  club  room  is  provided  with  a  phonograph 
and  records,  current  periodicals,  and  other  means  of  oc- 
cupying entertainingly  the  odd  hours  of  all  Normal 
students.  Membership  costs  the  nominal  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents  a  term  and  a  pledge  to  abide  by  the  rules  of  the 
club.  The  Student  Club  is  self-managing,  under  general 
faculty  supervision.  It  is  especially  helpful  to  new 
students,  during  their  first  days  in  a  strange  environment. 
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Literary  Societies.  There  are  two  literary  societies 
connected  with  the  school — the  Literati  and  the  Lyceum. 
These  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  afford  abundant 
practice  in  oratory,  debate,  essay-writing,  and  parlia- 
mentary usage.  During  commencement  week  the  socie- 
ties contest  in  oratory,  declamation,  essay,  and  debate. 

Chorus.  Chorus  work  is  offered  to  any  who  wish  to 
join  the  organization.  A  number  of  the  great  choral 
classics  are  studied  and  opportunity  is  given  all  who  join 
this  course  to  become  familiar  with  the  song  and  oratorio 
literature.  A  program  will  be  prepared  for  a  grand  con- 
cert in  the  spring.  Rehearsals  are  held  twice  a  week. 
Credit  is  given  for  this  work. 

Glee  Club.  A  glee  club  has  been  organized  for  the 
students  who  possess  a  fair  quality  of  voice  and  a  musical 
ear.     At  least  two  concerts  a  year  are  given  by  this  club. 

Ladies'  Quartet.  From  the  chorus  the  director  selects 
voices  to  form  a  ladies'  quartet.  The  quartet  prepares  a 
program  of  part  songs  and  is  expected  to  give  a  public 
concert. 

Athletic  Association,  The  Athletic  Association  is  com- 
posed of  students  and  faculty,  with  a  board  of  directors 
made  up  of  students  and  faculty  members.  Athletic  re- 
lations have  been  established  with  universities,  colleges, 
and  normal  schools  within  reach  of  us.  Efficient,  well- 
trained  directors  have  charge  of  all  athletics  and  direct 
the  general  physical  welfare  of  all  students.  The  out- 
door games  of  football,  basketball,  baseball,  and  tennis 
are  played. 

The  Alumni  Association.  The  purpose  of  this  Associ- 
ation is  to  keep  the  school  in  touch  with  its  graduates ;  to 
acquaint  them  with  its  work,  its  plans,  and  its  needs ;  to 
further  their  interests  in  all  possible  ways;  and  to  pro- 
mote fellowship  and  association  among  them  by  provid- 
ing opportunity  for  annual  reunion.  The  Association  is 
now  organized  on  a  permanent  basis  and  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  Alumni  Day  is  observed  during  Com- 
mencement week,  furnishing  opportunity  for  class 
reunions. 

The  Oratorical  Association.  An  oratorical  contest  in- 
cluding the  High  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  State,  is 
held  in  connection  with  the  New  Mexico  Educational 
Association  meeting  each  year.     This  school  sends  repre-

sentatives  to  both  sections,  and  any  student  in  good  stand- 
ing is  eligible  to  enter  for  the  preliminary  contest  which 
is  held  three  weeks  before  the  state  contest. 

Debating  Club.  A  club  organized  for  debating,  public 
speaking  and  parliamentary  practice.  Only  men  of 
Senior  High  School  and  College  rank  are  eligible  for 
membership.  Meetings,  open  to  the  public,  are  given 
two  or  more  times  each  school  year,  at  which  times  musi- 
cal numbers,  debates,  and  speeches  are  given. 

Y.  W.  C.  A.  The  students  of  the  Normal,  have  a 
flourishing  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  which 
they  have  named  the  Blue  Triangle  Club.  It  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  National  Student  Y.  W.  C.  A.  orga- 
nization in  colleges.  This  club  does  a  commendable 
work  in  training  its  members  for  leadership  in  religious 
and  social  service.  It  also  adds  greatly  to  the  social  life 
of  the  young  women  of  the  school. 

CLASS  MEMORIALS 

Since  the  third  graduating  class,  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  leave  the  school  a  class  memorial  of  some  sort.  The 
class  of  1898  presented  the  bust  of  Pestalozzi  and  Froe- 
bel,  mounted  on  pedestals;  class  of  1899,  "Mercury  at 
Rest,"  in  marble;  class  of  1900  a  mounted  deer's  head; 
class  of  1901,  the  picture  of  "Aurora;"  class  of  1902,  the 
picture  of  "The  Chase;"  class  of  1903,  "Reading  and 
Writing,"  in  marble;  class  of  1904,  "Napoleon,"  in 
marble;  class  of  1905,  a  park  fountain  erected  in  front 
of  the  girls'  dormitory;  class  of  1906,  "The  Hunter,"  in 
bronze,  and  a  mission  clock  for  the  girls'  dormitory ;  class 
of  1907,  "Gettysburg,"  a  bronze  tablet  bearing  Lincoln's 
Gettysburg  address;  class  of  1908,  four  concrete  seats 
located  on  the  campus;  class  of  1909,  sanitary  fountain 
for  the  Training  School  and  a  circular  swing;  class  of 
1910,  four  campus  settees;  class  of  1911,  play  ground 
apparatus  for  Training  School;  class  of  1912,  a  well- 
equipped  tennis  court;  class  of  1913,  a  piano  for  the 
Training  School.  The  classes  since  1913,  instead  of  giv- 
ing a  memorial  to  the  school,  have  made  donations  to  the 
Student  Loan  Fund.  The  class  of  1920  has  decided  to 
leave  as  their  class  memorial  a  plan  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  of  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal  as  they  are  to 
be  laid  out  in  the  future.  These  plans  are  to  be  drawn 
by  a  competent  school  architect. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  conditions  and  needs  of 
New  Mexico,  and  after  an  extensive  examination  of  simi- 
lar courses  offered  in  the  best  normal  schools  of  other 
states,  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
courses  of  instruction  as  outlined  in  the  current  number 
of  our  catalogue.  These  changes  have  to  do  with  the 
advancement  of  the  courses,  the  broadening  of  the  scope 
of  the  work,  rearrangement  in  the  order  of  subject,  and 
in  inauguration  of  new  courses. 

It  is  recognized  that  a  good  teacher  must  have  an  ade- 
quate knowledge  of  the  special  matter  that  is  to  be 
taught,  and  of  related  subjects,  as  well  as  a  thorough 
understanding  of  the  methods  of  presentation.  The  new 
courses  provide  for  both  these  distinct  phases  of  normal 
school  work.     The  scope  of  work  is  as  follows : 

SCOPE  OF  WORK 

Training  School Grades  1  —  8 

High  School Grades  9  — 12 

Normal  School Grades  13 — 14 

Teachers'  School Grades  13 — 16 

Vocational  School Grades  9  — 16 

The  student  upon  completion  of  the  teachers  course  in 
the  high  school  secures  from  the  State  Board  of  Education 
an  elementary  first  grade  certificate. 

Graduation  from  the  two  year  normal  course  entitles 
the  student  to  a  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  degree  in  either  of 
the  following  courses :  general,  commercial,  manual  arts, 
household  arts,  vocational  course,  music  and  fine  arts. 

Graduates  from  the  three  year  course  in  the  Normal 
College  are  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Pedagogy. 
Those  who  take  the  four  year  course  in  the  teachers' 
college  are  given  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Edu- 
cation. This  entitles  them  to  teach  in  any  school  in  the 
subject  in  which  they  have  specialized. 
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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

General  Entrance.  The  New  Mexico  Normal  School 
has  work  from  the  first  grade  through  the  eighth  and  also 
from  the  eighth  through  four  years  of  college.  Hence  it 
is  possible  for  anyone  to  enter  and  be  assigned  to  the 
grade  for  which  he  is  fitted,  as  follows :  (a)  A  student 
holding  an  eighth  grade  diploma  or  who  presents  other 
evidence  of  completing  eighth  grade  work  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Freshman  year  of  the  high  school  or  Normal 
preparatory  department,  (b)  Graduates  of  approved 
four  year  high  school  courses,  completing  the  required 
units  of  the  Normal  preparatory  courses,  or  their  equiva- 
lents, will  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  of  the  Normal 
College  Department.  Anyone  coming  to  school  will  save 
time  if  he  brings  with  him  the  credits  from  the  schools  he 
has  attended.  A  transcript  of  the  record  of  the  candi- 
date for  admission,  certified  by  the  principal  or  superin- 
tendent of  the  preparatory  school  from  which  the  candi- 
date comes,  should  be  sent  or  presented  to  the  registrar 
before  enrollment.  The  transcript  should  indicate  the 
text  books  studied,  the  number  and  length  of  recitation 
periods,  the  length  of  the  school  year,  and  the  class  stand- 
ing. Students  should  not  send  or  present  diplomas 
unless  they  enumerate  the  subjects  studied. 

Advanced  Standing.  Students  presenting  credit  from 
any  of  the  state  institutions  of  New  Mexico,  or  from  other 
institutions  of  recognized  standing,  will  be  given  full 
credit  for  such  work  in  the  New  Mexico  State  Normal 
School. 

Grades  and  Reports.  As  much  good  results  from  keep- 
ing parents  as  well  as  students  informed  regularly  about 
the  standard  of  work  done  in  school,  reports  are  sent  to 
parents  every  twelve  weeks.  A  report  is  given  to  the 
students  every  six  weeks.  If  a  student  is  found  to  be  fall- 
ing behind  in  his  work,  he  is  notified  and  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  improve.  The  parent  is  also  notified  and  the 
instructor  assigns  a  probable  cause  for  the  failure.  All 
financial  accounts  must  be  settled  before  credit  will  be 
given  in  any  course.  Class  work,  examinations  and 
special  reports  are  the  means  used  as  a  basis  for  obtaining 
the  student's  standing.  Seventy-five  per  cent  is  the 
minimum  grade  allowed  for  credit  in  any  subject.  The 
proficiency  of  a  student  is  indicated  by  the  per  cent. 

The  Unit  of  Credit.  The  unit  of  credit  is  the  term 
hour.     A  term  hour  consists  of  one  recitation  a  week  for 
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twelve  weeks.  The  maximum  amount  of  work  which 
may  be  carried  by  a  student  in  the  Normal  College  De- 
partment is  sixteen  term  hours  of  academic  work.  In  no 
case  will  a  greater  amount  of  work  be  recognized  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Registration. 

DIPLOMAS,  CERTIFICATES  AND  DEGREES 

A  diploma  indicating  the  work  pursued  is  granted  upon 
completion  of  any  of  the  preparatory  courses. 

Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  Degree,  Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  two-year  course  in  the  Normal  Col- 
lege Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma  and 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  (Pd.  B.)  If  the 
graduate  has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experi- 
ence or  its  equivalent  in  training  school  work,  the  State 
Department  of  Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without 
examination.  The  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  degree  will  not 
be  granted  for  less  than  twenty-four  weeks*  residence 
work  after  completion  of  a  preparatory  course. 

Master  of  Pedagogy  Degree,  Life  Certificate  Course. 

The  completion  of  a  three-year  course  in  the  Normal 
College  Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma 
and  degree  of  Master  of  Pedagogy  (Pd.  M.)  If  the 
graduate  has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experi- 
ence, or  its  equivalent  in  training  school  work,  the  State 
Department  of  Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without 
examination.  The  Master  of  Pedagogy  degree  will  not 
be  granted  for  less  than  twenty-four  weeks  residence 
work  after  nor  less  than  eight  weeks  residence  work  after 
the  completion  of  the  work  leading  to  the  Bachelor's 
degree. 

Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree,  Life  Certificate  Course.      The 

completion  of  a  four-year  course  in  the  Normal  College 
Department  entitles  the  graduate  to  a  diploma  and  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  (A.  B.)  If  the 
graduate  has  had  forty-five  months  of  teaching  experi- 
ence, or  its  equivalent  i  ntraining  school  work,  the  State 
Department  of  Education  grants  a  life  certificate  without 
examination.  The  Normal  School  also  grants  a  certifi- 
cate indicating  the  student's  major  subject,  and  his  abil- 
ity to  teach  that  subject  in  a  high  school.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  will  not  be  granted  for  less 
than  thirty-two  weeks  of  residence  work,  nor  for  less  than 
eight  weeks  of  resident  work  after  the  completion  of  the 
work  leading  to  the  Master  of  Pedagogy  degree. 
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CERTIFICATION 

The  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School  works  in  har- 
mony with  the  State  Board  of  Education  which  grants  to 
students  of  the  Normal  appropriate  certificates  to  teach 
upon  completion  of  specified  courses.  Upon  completion 
of  the  high  school  teachers  course  the  student  is  granted 
an  elementary  first  grade  certificate.  A  Professional 
life  certificate  is  granted  to  any  student  obtaining  either  a 
Bachelor  of  Pedagogy,  Master  of  Pedagogy  or  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree. 

EXTENSION  DEPARTMENT 

History.  The  New  Mexico  State  Normal  School  wish- 
ed to  bring  a  complete  practical  education  within  the 
reach  of  every  citizen  of  the  state,  so  in  1908,  the  Exten- 
sion Department  was  established  to  assist  in  accomplish- 
ing the  purpose.  A  thorough  course  of  training  in  most 
departments  of  the  school  is  now  offered  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost  to  all  who  are  unable  to  attend  the  school. 

Teaching  by  Correspondence.  Experience  has  shown 
that  many  subjects  can  be  taught  successfully  by  corres- 
pondence. Directions  and  corrections  can  often  be  given 
as  well  in  writing  as  by  word  of  mouth.  Self  reliance, 
initiative,  accuracy,  perseverance,  and  kindred  qualities 
are  many  times  more  encouraged  by  correspondence 
courses  than  by  regular  courses. 

Purpose.  Through  the  correspondence  study  depart- 
ment the  New  Mexico  State  Normal  offers  a  number  of 
courses  given  in  the  class-rooms  of  its  different  depart- 
ments so  that  those  whose  formal  schooling  has  been  in- 
terrupted or  interfered  with  may  continue  their  studies. 
The  intention  is  to  extend  as  fast  and  as  far  as  possible 
the  means  and  privileges  of  an  education.  Besides  con- 
tributing to  culture,  many  of  the  courses,  because  of  their 
practical  value,  may  be  turned  to  immediate  use. 

Constituency.  Persons  who  are  benefitted  by  corres- 
pondence work  may  be  divided  into  five  classes. 

1.  Students  preparing  for  college  or  professional 
school ; 

2.  Rural,  graded  and  high  school  teachers  who  are 
unable  to  pursue  their  study  in  residence  and  yet  who  de- 
sire credits  in  order  to  review  or  raise  the  grade  of  their 
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certificate    and    who    wish    to    raise    their    professional 
standing ; 

3.  Those  who  wish  to  acquire  credits  for  a  degree; 

4.  Those  who  have  had  the  benefit  of  a  rather  liberal 
education,  but  have  received  no  training  especially  adapt- 
ed to  fit  them  for  their  chosen  vocation ; 

5.  Parent  uncertain  how  to  deal  wisely  with  their 
children.

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TRAINING  SCHOOL 

Since  the  training  of  teachers  is  the  primary  object  of 
the  Normal  School,  the  heart  of  the  New  Mexico  Normal 
School  is  its  Training  School,  consisting  of  eight  grades, 
under  the  supervision  of  expert  critics.  Here  the  student 
teacher  may  obtain  a  course  in  supervised  observation 
showing  how  the  ideals  of  educational  theory  are  put  to 
practical  use.  Opportunity  is  given  for  practice  teaching 
throughout  the  eight  grades  of  the  training  school  and 
also  in  the  Normal  High  School  department.  This  work 
includes  the  making  of  lesson  plans,  presenting  lessons, 
meeting  and  solving  all  problems  in  connection  with  the 
discipline  and  management  of  each  room. 

Each  teacher  in  the  Training  School  is  a  specialist  in 
her  particular  grade  and  the  Training  School  is  in  charge 
of  a  principal  who  has  had  broad  experience  and  has 
specialized  in  the  grades  as  well  as  in  the  high  school. 

The  State  department  of  education  recognizing  the 
value  of  supervised  observation  and  supervised  practice 
teaching  is  willing  to  give  it  equal  credit  with  three  years 
of  actual  experience  in  the  field  towards  a  life  certificate. 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Admission.  No  examination  is  required  for  admission 
to  the  Summer  School,  but  students  will  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  courses  for  which  they  are  not  prepared. 

Size  of  Classes.  Where  a  large  number  of  students  re- 
gister in  a  course,  sections  are  made  so  that  classes  are 
never  too  large  for  efficient  instruction.  No  class  will 
be  organized  with  a  registration  of  less  than  six  students. 

Amount  of  Work.  In  the  description  of  courses  out- 
lined for  the  regular  terms,  will  be  found  the  number  of 
credit  hours  or  units  given  for  the  completion  of  each 
course.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  make  credit  in 
more  than  three  subjects  of  high  school  rank,  or  more 
than  fifteen  term  hours  in  the  Normal  College  Depart- 
ment. The  State  Department  of  Education  will  recognize 
credit  in  not  more  than  three  subjects  made  during  one 
summer  session. 

Credit  Toward  Graduation.  The  same  credit  will  be 
given  toward  graduation  for  work  done  in  the  Summer 
School  as  for  work  done  during  any   other  session. 
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Reports.  Reports  of  the  work  done  in  the  Summer 
Session  will  be  sent  to  the  student  shortly  after  the  close 
of  the  session.  A  duplicate  report  will  be  sent  to  the 
State  Department  of  Education  at  Santa  Fe  unless  the 
student  otherwise  requests. 

Courses  Offered.  In  the  regular  Summer  Session,  eight 
distinct  classes  of  courses  are  offered,  as  follows : 

1.  Courses  for  review  of  common  school  branches  for 
inexperienced  teachers  and  those  preparing  to  teach. 

2.  Courses  for  primary  teachers. 

3.  Courses  for  upper  grade  teachers. 

4.  Courses  for  high  school  teachers. 

5.  Courses  for  special  teachers  of  Drawing,  Agricul- 
ture, Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science  and  Music. 

6.  Courses  in  high  school  subjects  for  college  en- 
trance. 

7.  Courses  for  college  credit  other  than  those  courses 
preparatory  for  teaching. 

8.  Normal  professional  courses  for  college  credit. 

EXPENSES 

Registration  Fee.  A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  is 
required  of  every  student  on  the  day  of  registration. 

Board  and  Room.  Room  and  board  are  furnished  at 
the  Normal  School  dormitories  and  dining  hall  at  the  rate 
of  five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($5.25)  per  week, 
payable  in  advance. 

Railroad  Fare.  Railroad  fare  in  excess  of  six  dollars 
($6.00)  will  be  refunded  to  those  expecting  to  teach  in 
New  Mexico.

1921.  The  sophomore  year  will  be  offered  in  1921-1922 
and  one  year  will  be  added  each  year  until  course  is 
complete. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

COMMERCE 

201 — A.  History  of  Commerce.  In  general  this  is  a  history  of 
business  progress.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  economic 
changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  past  century,  together  with  the 
changes  that  are  taking  place  during  the  present  reconstruction 
period.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — A.  Accounting.  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  Bookkeeping 
in  which  the  methods  of  teaching  and  presentation  of  the  subject  are 
taken  up  with  a  brief  survey  of  accounting  in  the  commercial  field  as 
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related  to  teaching.  An  advanced  text  is  worked  out  in  which  the 
underlying  theories  of  keeping  of  accounts  will  be  studied.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

202 B  and  C.     Shorthand.    An  advanced  course  in  shorthand  in 

which  methods  of  teaching  both  shorthand  and  typewriting  are  studied; 
also  a  brief  survey  of  the  commercial  field  to  ascertain  the  needs  in 
preparation  of  students.  Advanced  work  in  dictation  and  transcrip- 
tion will  also  be  given.    Two  Terms.    Ten  Hours. 

EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 
201 — A.    Psychology.    Biology,  see  Science  Department. 

201 — B.  Psychology.  After  a  brief  survey  of  the  general  field  of 
Psychology,  this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  normal  psychology. 
The  genetic  and  functional  view  points  are  emphasized.  The  work 
consists  of  text  work,  lectures,  assigned  readings  and  class  discussions. 
One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

201 — C.  Psychology.  This  course  is  one  dealing  with  psychology 
from  the  point  of  view  of  education.  Some  of  the  subjects  considered 
are  the  nervous  system  as  the  organ  of  response,  the  influence  of 
heredity  and  environment,  social  attitudes,  speech,  acquiring  skill, 
perceptions,  memorizing,  thinking,  transfer  of  training,  and  mental 
hygiene.     One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

202 — A.  Psychology.  This  is  a  course  in  the  psychology  of  child- 
hood. It  is  designed  primarily  for  teachers  preparing  for  work  in  the 
kindergarten  and  in  the  first  three  grades.  The  course  covers  such 
topics  as  the  methods  of  studying  children  human  instincts,  play,  the 
speech  of  children,  children's  drawings,  the  moral  nature  of  children, 
juvenile  delinquency,  and  psychological  tests  of  children.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

203 — A.  Sociological  Psychology.  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamental  principles  covering  the  social  activities  of  the  group. 
Studies  will  be  made  of  the  individual's  relationship  to  the  groups, 
relationship  of  groups  as  shown  in  cities,  states  and  governments,  and 
such  phases  of  group  activities  as  mobs,  strikes,  etc.  This  course 
may  be  alternated  with  Psychology  201b  or  201a.  One  Term.  Five 
Hours. 

202 — B.  History  of  Ancient  Education.  This  course  deals  with 
primitive  education,  Chinese  education  as  a  type  of  Oriental  education, 
with  which  are  compared  and  contrasted  the  Hindu  and  Hebrew  sys- 
tems, educational  ideals,  etc.  A  careful  study  is  made  of  Greek  edu- 
cation, civilization,  and  some  of  the  more  important  philosophical 
systems.  Roman  education  is  compared  and  contrasted  with  Greek 
education.  A  study  is  made  of  the  elements  of  these  ancient  edu- 
cational systems  which  have  influenced  later  educational  theory  and 
practice.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 
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202 — C.  History  of  Education.  This  course  will  include  a  brief 
study  of  early  Christian  education  in  its  effect  on  subsequent  educa- 
tional thought.  The  development  of  Institutionalism  during  the  Mid- 
dle Ages,  together  with  the  fundamental  changes  which  the  Renais- 
sance and  the  Reformation  brought  in  educational  thought  will  be  con- 
sidered. In  the  study  of  modern  education,  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
work  of  Pestalozzi,  Froebel  and  Herbert  together  with  the  influence 
exerted  by  the  psychological  and  related  movements  on  present-day 
educational  systems.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

203 — C.  Educational  Classics.  This  course  consists  of  a  critical 
study  of  some  of  the  great  works  which  have  influenced  educational 
thought.  The  student  will  gain  from  first  hand  information  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  systems  of  education  advocated  by  the  great  classical 
writers.  The  subject  matter  of  this  course  will  vary  from  year  to 
year,  and  will  include  such  works  as  Plato's  Republic,  Aristotle's 
Politics,  Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  Her- 
bert's The  Science  of  Education,  Herbert  Spencer's  Education,  etc. 
This  course  will  be  alternated  with  History  of  Education,  202c.  One 
Term.     F;ve  Hours. 

202 — A.  Principles  of  Education.  This  course  deaHs  with  the 
underlying  principle  of  "General  Method"  and  discusses  the  functions 
of  education,  and  the  laws  which  govern  the  education  process.  Such 
topics  as  "The  Ethical  Aims  of  Education,"  "Appreciative  Systems  and 
the  Acquisition  of  Experience,"  "The  Factors  of  Recall  During  the 
Various  Periods  of  the  Child's  Development,"  "Formal  Discipline," 
etc.,  form  a  part  of  the  classroom  work.  Bagley's  "Educative  Pro- 
cess" is  used  as  a  basal  text,  but  is  supplemented  by  outside  readings 
from  McMurray,  Reudiger,  De  Garmo,  etc.,  class  discussion,  outlines 
and  lectures.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — B.  Educational  Tests  and  Measurements.  This  course  deals 
with  the  common  statical  methods  used  in  school  measurements  and 
the  several  measurements  in  the  various  subjects  of  the  curriculum  of 
the  elementary  and  the  high  school.  The  literature  of  the  subject  is 
reviewed.  The  several  school  surveys  are  also  considered.  The  aim 
of  the  course  is  to  enable  teachers  to  test  their  work  scientifically. 
One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204 — A.  Principles  of  Secondary  Education.  While  this  course  will 
follow  a  text  book  as  an  outline,  the  work  will  be  largely  a  library 
course  supplemented  by  lectures  dealing  with  the  more  vital  problems 
of  the  secondary  school.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect 
to  do  high  school  work.  Junior  and  Senior  elective.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

201 — C.  School  Management  This  course  in  School  Management 
is  designed  for  students  who  have  had  considerable  work  along  pro- 
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fessional  lines,  and  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  their  needs. 
This  course  will  include  work  in  school  and  class  management,  school 
organization,  courses  of  study  and  allied  subjects.  A  considerable 
amount  of  outside  reading  will  be  required  and  reports  will  be  made 
on  assigned  work.  This  course  pre-supposes  work  in  Psychology  I, 
and  Principles  of  Education.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204 — C.  School  Administration.  In  the  school  management  phase, 
will  be  taken  up  questions  of  school  hygiene,  school  organization,  pro- 
grams, grading  and  promotion,  examinations,  discipline,  school  deco- 
ration, the  teacher  and  the  community,  school  records,  self  improve- 
ment, etc.  Discussion,  reading  and  reports.  One  or  more  visits  to 
well  managed  schools  in  nearby  cities,  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
management  and  methods  of  teaching.  In  connection  with  this  course 
will  also  be  given  a  careful  examination  of  the  State  Course  of  Study 
with  reference  both  to  its  content  and  the  use  to  be  made  of  it  in  the 
schools.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

203 — B.  Child  Study  and  Primary  Education  Child  study  inculdes 
a  discussion  of  the  nature,  scope  and  problems  of  child  study,  particu- 
larly in  its  bearing  on  the  problems  of  primary  education;  a  study  of 
the  physical  growth  and  development  of  children;  classification  and 
development  of  instincts;  the  intellectual  aspects  of  child  develop- 
ment; individual  differences,  abnormalities  in  children  as  to  sight, 
hearing,  adenoid  growths,  nervousness,  etc.;  methods  of  child  study 
in  public  schools.  Much  stress  is  placed  upon  the  application  of  these 
principles  developed  to  the  work  of  the  first  three  grades.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

204 — B.  Educational  Sociology.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  in- 
terpret the  school  as  an  institution  of  society.  The  first  part  of  the 
course  deals  with  fundamental  sociological  ideas.  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  course,  these  fundamental  sociological  principles  are  applied  to 
education.  The  basal  text  is  Smith's  Introduction  to  Educational 
Sociology.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204— A  B.  Methods  of  High  School  Subjects.  For  details  of  these 
courses,  consult  the  various  departments.     Five  hours  for  each  subject. 

201 — C.  Observation.  This  will  be  a  course  in  observation  under 
the  direction  of  a  critic  teacher.  The  form  of  presenting  lessons, 
conducting  reviews  and  drills,  the  outcome  of  various  proceedings, 
making  lesson  plans,  control  of  children  and  occasional  teaching  of 
classes  will  constitute  the  major  part  of  the  course.  School  manage- 
ment, in  so  far  as  it  touches  this  phase  of  the  work  will  be  included  in 
the  course.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — B  and  C.  Practice  Teaching  in  the  Grades.  The  Training 
School  offers  teaching  and  observation  in  all  grades  from  the  first 
grade  through  the  eight  grades.     Students  taking  up  this  course  are 
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required  to  do  one  period  of  teaching  a  day  for  two  terms,  throughout 
the  different  rooms  of  the  Training  building.  Each  student  of  the 
training  class  is  required  to  plan  and  present  lessons,  meet  and  solve 
all  problems  in  connection  with  the  discipline  of  each  room.  Two 
Terms.    Ten  Hours. 

204 — B  and  C.  Practice  Teaching  in  the  High  School.  This  course 
is  required  of  all  students  preparing  to  teach  in  a  high  school.  The 
work  will  include  the  teaching  of  a  class  one  hour  a  day  throughout 
two  terms,  with  full  responsibility  for  the  discipline  and  management 
of  the  room.  The  teaching  will  be  under  supervision  of  the  head  of 
the  department  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  subject  taught  falls.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  class  room  the  student  teacher 
will  be  expected  to  interest  herself  and  participate  in  the  various  school 
activities  characteristic  of  the  high  school.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

201 — A,  B  and  C.  Special  Methods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is 
to  offer  in  lecture  form  and  class  exercise  a  critical  study  of  the 
methods  of  presenting  the  principal  subjects  of  the  elementary  school. 
It  endeavors  to  make  vital  and  alive  the  principles  of  education  under- 
lying these  subjects  and  to  train  the  student  to  apply  them. 

The  methods  will  be  given  in  three  groups,  each  group  constituting 
a  term's  work.  The  groups  will  consist  of  Reading  and  History; 
English  and  Spelling,  Arithmetic  and  Geography  with  the  principal 
emphasis  placed  upon  Reading,  English  and  Arithmetic. 

The  following  texts  are  used,  but  are  supplemented  by  much  outside 
reading:

Dodge   and   Kirchman 

This  course  may  be  taken  by  terms.     Three  Terms.     Fifteen  Hours. 

ENGLISH 

201 — A.  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  Training  in  effective  writing 
of  English  prose,  and  a  study  of  the  elements  of  prose  style  are 
offered;  weekly  and  semi-weekly  themes  and  exercises  based  largely 
upon  narration  are  required  of  each  student.  Study  of  selected 
English  Classics  in  connection  with  the  writers  work.  First  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

201 — B.  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  This  course  is  a  continuation 
of  English  V — A.     Invention  is  studied  in  detail,  with  particular  em- 
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phasis  upon  exposition.  Current  magazines,  especially  "The  Literary 
Digest,'  are  used  as  are  various  model  essays.  The  weekly  theme  is 
required  in  addition  to  a  one-thousand  word  exposition,  the  subject 
matter  of  which  is  based  upon  observation  or  reading.  Reading  of 
classics  and  much  reference  work.     Second  Term.     Five  Hours. 

201 — C.  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  This  course  concludes  the 
work  in  English  V.  Argumentation  and  oratory  are  emphasized.  The 
students  are  required  to  appear  in  formal  debate  as  a  culmination  of 
the  term's  work. 

Texts:     Same  as  for  English  V — A. 

Classics:  Speeches  of  Washington,  Webster,  and  Lincoln.  Gauss' 
"Democracy  Today."    Burke's  "Speech  on  Conciliation." 

Reference  Books:  Shurter's  "The  Rhetoric  of  Oratory."  Third 
Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — A.     Advanced  Rhetoric. 

Prerequisite  Courses  V — A,  B  and  C. 

This  course  places  more  emphasis  on  advanced  literary  composition. 
About  twelve  hundred  pages  of  reference  reading  each  term  are  re- 
quired in  addition  to  the  reading  of  selections  illustrative  of  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  study  of  the  forms  of  discourse.  Written  tests, 
themes,  and  exercises  are  required  frequently,  and  one  longer  theme 
of  three  thousand  words.     First  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — B.  Advanced  Rhetoric  A  continuation  of  course  VI — A. 
Second  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — C.  Argumentation.  Prerequisite:  English  V  or  English  VI. 
This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  principles  of  argumentation,  and 
of  numerous  specimens  of  argumentative  prose.  Written  exercises, 
briefs,  and  arguments  are  required.  Formal  debates  are  given  fre- 
quently.    One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

203 — A  and  B.  Nineteenth  Century  Poetry.  An  intensive  study  is 
made  of  the  poetry  of  this  period.  The  works  of  Wordsworth,  Cole- 
ridge, Shelley,  Keats,  Byron,  Arnold,  Tennyson,  Browning,  Swinburne, 
Morris,  and  Rossetti  are  emphasized.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

203 — C.  Nineteenth  Century  English  NoveL  This  course  includes 
a  study  of  the  development  of  the  novel  in  England  during  the  Nine- 
teenth Century.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  works  of  Bronte,  Gas- 
kell,  Bulwer,  Lytton,  Kingsley,  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Eliott,  Merdith, 
Hardy,  Stevenson,  Wells,  Galsworthy  and  Bennett.  Each  student  is 
required  to  read  and  report  upon  ten  selected  novels.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

204 — A.  Nineteenth  Century  English  Essay.  The  various  types  of 
essays  written  during  the  Nineteenth  Century  are  studied  in  this 
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course.  The  essays  of  Lamb,  Macaulay,  DeQuincey,  Arnold,  Lauder, 
Hazelitt,  Ruskin,  Newman,  and  Stevenson  are  among  those  emphasized. 
One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204 — B.  American  Literature.  This  course  suggests  specific  ma- 
terials and  methods  for  a  careful  study  of  the  most  significant  figures 
in  American  literature.  The  references,  lists  of  classics,  biographies, 
and  criticisms  used  are  generally  agreed  upon  as  most  significant. 
One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204 — C.  Shakespeare's  Comedies.  All  of  Shakespeare's  comedies 
are  read  in  this  course.  Six  are  selected  for  class  discussion.  Re- 
ports, based  upon  the  comedies,  are  required  from  each  student.  One 
Term.     Five  Hours. 

205 — A.  Shakespeare's  Tragedies  This  course  includes  a  reading 
of  all  the  tragedies  with  especial  emphasis  placed  upon  Hamlet,  Lear, 
Othello,  and  Macbeth.  Reports  on  the  plays  are  required.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

205 — B.  Chaucer.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  grammar, 
metre,  versification,  and  pronunciation  of  Chaucer.  The  Prologue  and 
several  of  The  Canterbury  Tales  are  read  in  class.  In  addition,  the 
following  outside  reading  is  required:  Troilus  and  Chriseyde.  The 
Legend  of  Good  Women,  the  other  Canterbury  Tales,  and  a  number  of 
Chaucer's  Minor  Poems.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

205 — C.  Literature  and  Language  for  the  Lower  Grades.  This 
course  makes  a  study  of  suitable  material  for  presentation  in  grades 
one  to  six  inclusive  and  offers  training  in  methods  of  teaching.  Prac- 
tical courses  in  language  are  planned  for  the  particular  needs  of 
different  localities.  Theory  will  be  closely  correlated  with  practice; 
the  latter  consisting  of  a  series  of  lessons  and  discussions  conducted 
by  the  Critic  Teachers  of  the  Training  School.  Prerequisite  English 
201a,  b  and  c.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

206 — A.  Literature  for  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth 
Grades.  The  work  of  this  course  includes  a  study  of  the  presentation 
of  the  following  literature:  Herve  Riel;  The  Rhyme  of  the  Ancient 
Mariner;  Lady  of  the  Lake;  Ivanhoe  and  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel; 
Snow  Bound;  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hollow;  The 
Gold  Bug  and  certain  of  Poe's  poems;  Twice  Told  Tales;  Treasure 
Island;  A  Group  of  American  poems.  Prerequisite  English  201  a,  b, 
and  c.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

206 — B.  Methods  in  English  Grammar.  This  course  includes  a 
study  of  the  History  of  the  English  Language.  Attention  is  given  to 
methods  of  teaching  formal  languages  and  grammar  in  secondary 
schools.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 
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206— C.  The  Teaching  of  English  Composition.  Prerequisites  Eng- 
lish V  and  English  VI.  This  is  a  course  involving  pedagogic  principles 
involved  in  teaching  composition  in  the  Grammar  and  High  Schools. 
Students  taking  this  course  are  expected  to  do  observation  work  in  the 
Training  and  Preparatory    Schools.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

207— A.  The  Teaching  of  Composition  and  Literature  in  the  Secon- 
dary School.  This  course  deals  with  the  aims,  the  organization,  and 
the  method  of  procedure  in  written  and  oral  composition,  and  in 
public  speaking.  Also,  selections  of  classes  from  literature  and  the 
methods  of  presenting  the  different  types  in  class  are  discussed.  This 
course  is  intended  primarily  for  teachers  of  English. 

Not  all  these  courses  will  be  offered  in  any  one  year.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

201 — A.  Practical  Course  in  Newspaper  Work,  covering  reporting, 
editorial  writing  and  management,  and  advertising.  Given  by  an  ex- 
perienced newspaper  man.  Of  value  to  any  one  who  has  to  have 
written  relations  with  the  public.  One  recitation  period  a  week. 
Daily  practical  assignments.  Open  to  high  school  seniors  and  to 
college  students.     One  term  hour  credit. 

HISTORY  AND  THE  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

201 — A.  European  History  from  1870  to  1897,  International  and 
national  development  of  Europe  during  the  rise  of  Germany  to  at- 
tempted domination.  Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  a  high  school 
course  in  modern  European  history.  Two  recitations  a  week.  Two 
term  hours  credit. 

201 — B.     European  and  American  History  from  1898  to  the  Present. 

Organization  of  the  European  defense  against  Germany,  rise  and  regu- 
lation of  "big  business"  in  America,  struggle  between  European 
"Alliance"  and  "Entente,"  the  great  war  and  America's  part  in  it. 
Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  course  201 — A.  Two  recitations  a 
week.     Two  term  hours  credit. 

201 — C.  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Sociology.  A  study  of 
modern  attempts  to  analyze  the  organization  and  functioning  of 
society.  Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  high  school  courses  in 
modern  European  and  American  history  and  elementary  economics. 
Five  recitations  a  week.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

202 — A.  Historical  Method.  A  study  of  the  modern  scientific 
methods  of  ascertaining  historical  facts  (the  laws  of  evidence  as 
applied  to  history.)  Each  step  illustrated  by  practical  application  to 
a  problem  of  disputed  historical  fact.  Open  to  any  who  have  had 
high  school  courses  in  modern  European  and  American  history.  Two 
recitations  a  week.     Two  term  hours  credit. 
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202 — B.  The  Reconstruction  Period  in  American  History  (1865- 
1879.)  A  study  of  the  materials,  evidence  and  general  course  of  this 
period  of  American  history.  Two  recitations  a  week.  Two  term 
hours  credit. 

202— C.  The  Russian  Revolution  of  1916-1920.  An  application  of 
the  rules  of  historical  method  to  the  materials  of  the  Russian  Revo- 
lution and  Soviet  Government.  Two  recitations  a  week.  Two  term 
hours  credit. 

203 — A.  Rural  Sociology.  A  study  of  current  materials  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  rural  society,  and  of  proposed  methods  of  better- 
ing rural  conditions  of  life.  Three  recitations  a  week.  Three  term 
hours  credit. 

203 — B.  Ethics.  A  study  of  recent  and  present-day  literature  upon 
the  theories  and  problems  of  individual  and  social  morality.  Three 
recitations  a  week.     Three  term  hours  credit. 

203 — C.  Advanced  Economics.  A  special  study  of  certain  of  the 
chief  economic  problems  of  the  present  time,  and  of  various  solutions 
proposed  for  them.  Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  previously  a 
high  school  or  other  elementary  course  in  economics.  Three  recita- 
tions a  week.    Three  term  hours  credit. 

204 — A.  Methods  of  History  Teaching.  A  study  of  the  place  of 
history  in  the  course  of  study,  equipment,  and  methods  of  history 
study  and  teaching.  Open  to  any  teacher  or  prospective  teacher  of 
history.     One  recitation  a  week.     One  term  hour  credit. 

204 — B.  Current  History.  A  study  of  the  leading  historical  move- 
ments of  the  present  day,  and  of  the  materials  and  methods  for  their 
study  and  teaching.     One  recitation  a  week.     One  term  hour  credit. 

204 — C.  Current  History.  A  continuation  and  completion  of  the 
work  of  course  204 — B.     One  recitation  a  week.     One  term  hour  credit. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 

202 — A,  B  and  C.  Cookery.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
scientific  and  economic  aspects  of  food  study.  The  principles  of  cook- 
ing are  largely  developed  through  experimental  work.  Marketing, 
menu-making  and  table  service  are  included.  Three  Terms.  Twelve 
Hours. 

203 — C.  Experimental  Cookery.  This  course  deals  with  a  quanti- 
tative and  qualitative  study  of  cookery  problems;  a  comparative  study 
of  fuels,  research  problems   in  cookery.     One  Term.     Four  Hours. 
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202 — A,  B,  and  C.  Home  Economics  Education.  Methods — lectures, 
recitations,  conferences  and  reports.  Observation  and  practice  teach- 
ing.    One  Term.     Three  Hours. 

202— B.  Household  Management.  The  course  treats  of  various 
economic  and  sanitary  problems  of  the  home.  The  cost  of  living; 
budgets;  division  of  family  income;  organization  and  division  of  labor; 
service  problems;  household  accounts;  housewifery  problems;  princip- 
les of  laundering;  general  and  personal  hygiene.  One  Term.  Four 
Hours. 

202 — B.  House  Planning  and  Home  Decoration.  Given  in  the  Art 
Department.     One  Term.     Two  Hours. 

203 — B  and  C.  Clothing.  The  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  de- 
signing of  patterns.  Foundation  patterns  are  drafted  to  measure. 
Garments  are  designed  from  the  foundation  drafts.  More  elaborate 
designs  are  worked  out  by  draping  materials  on  forms.  Text: 
"Clothing  for  Women,"  Baldt.    Two  Terms.     Six  Hours. 

203 — B.  Millinery.  Fundamental  principles  and  technique  of  hat 
construction  as  in  frame  making,  frame  covering  and  trimming.  The 
renovation  of  millinery  materials;  the  making  of  ornaments  and 
flowers.  Emphasis  on  good  taste  in  selection.  Text:  "Millinery," 
Tobey.     One  Term.    Three  Hours. 

203 — C.  Home  Nursing.  The  course  aims  to  give  instruction  in 
the  principles  involving  the  home  care  of  the  sick  in  such  cases  as 
chronic  illness  of  less  serious  nature;  of  minor  acute  ailments;  care  of 
the  aged,  of  infants,  of  children  and  convalescents.  The  course  also 
includes  instruction  in  emergencies  and  first  aid.  One  Term.  Two 
Hours. 

204 — A.  Art  Needlework.  The  course  aims  to  give  practice  in 
various  types  of  embroideries  and  ornamental  stitches  that  would  be 
applied  to  clothing  and  household  furnishings.  Tatting,  knitting  and 
crocheting  are  also  taught.     One  Term.    Two  Hours. 

204 — B.  Dietetics.  The  course  treats  of  the  chemical  composition 
of  the  nutrients;  the  physiological  process  involved  in  nutrition; 
relation  of  food  to  energy  requirements;  factors  modifying  and  con- 
trolling food  requirements;  application  of  principles  of  nutrition  to 
various  individuals  under  varying  conditions  of  activity;  planning 
typical  dietaries  for  different  individuals  at  different  costs;  diet  in 
health  and  disease;  infant  feeding.  Texts:  "Chemistry  of  Food  and 
Nutrition,"  Sherman  and  "Laboratory  Manual  of  Dietetics,"  Rose. 
One  Term.    Four  Hours. 

204 — C.  Home  and  Institutional  Problems.  Special  problems  and 
projects  in:  Foods;  the  economics  of  the  household  and  administrative 
problems  are  assigned  to  students  to  be  worked  out  in  the  home  and

in  the  girls'  dormitory.  The  course  aims  to  give  practical  training  in 
planning  menus,  marketing,  cooking  and  serving  in  family  and  insti- 
tutional quantities.  Economic  aspects — budgets,  accounts;  social  con- 
siderations; administrative;  sanitation;  laundry  work  and  general 
cleaning  problems.     One  Term.     Four  Hours. 

50 — C.  Home  Economics  for  Rural  Schools.  The  course  deals  with 
the  problems  in  establishing  and  conducting  home  economics  in  rural 
schools;  the  school  lunch;  women's  clubs;  boys'  and  girls'  clubs; 
county  agents;  demonstrators;  equipments,  etc.  One  Term.  Five 
Hours. 

TEXTILES  AND  CLOTHING 

201 — A,  B  and  C.  Clothing.  The  course  aims  to  give  instruction 
in  plain  sewing  and  elementary  dress-making.  A  few  patterns  are 
drafted;  many  of  the  garments  are  made  from  adapted  commercial 
patterns.  Suitability,  the  hygiene  and  economics  of  clothing  are  con- 
sidered. Attention  is  given  to  the  remodeling,  renovation  and  con- 
servation of  clothing.     Three  Terms.     Twelve  Hours. 

COLLEGE  DRAWING 

201 — A.  Beginning  Drawing.  Free  hand  perspective  of  simple 
objects,  singly  and  in  groups;  sprays,  flowers,  fruits,  vegetables, 
simple  land  scape;  pencil,  crayon,  water  colors;  free  hand  cutting. 
One  Term.     Three  Hours. 

201 — B.  Advanced  Course.  Still  life  in  pencil,  charcoal,  water 
color  in  light  and  shade;  landscape  in  charcoal  and  color;  drawing 
from  pose;  figures  in  landscape,  elementary  design,  simplest  work  in 
drawing.     One  Term.     Two  Hours. 

201 — C.  Blackboard  Sketching.  This  course  enables  teachers  to 
illustrate  readily  their  lessons,  using  blackboard.  Exercises  in  tech- 
nique fruits,  trees,  houses,  birds,  animals,  illustrations.  One  Term. 
Three  Hours. 

(Note: — In  all  drawing  work,  the  best  methods  of  presenting  the 
work  to  all  grades  in  the  public  schools  will  be  studied,  and  actual 
practice  in  different  lines  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  class  will  be  given.) 

MANUAL  ART 
VOCATIONAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION 

201 — A,  B  and  C.  Bench  Methods.  This  course  is  recommended 
for  teachers,  taking  up  tool  processes,  their  care  and  use.  The  ele- 
mentary shop  drawing  reading  blue  prints. 
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The  bench  work  given  in  this  course  is  similar  to  the  work  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades. 

Lectures  on:     1.     Care  of  tools. 

2.  Varnish  and  finishing. 

3.  Equipment. 

Prerequisite  to  this  course  is  1 — A,  B  and  C,  2 — A,  B  and  C,  and 
3— A,  B  and  C.     Three  Terms.     Fifteen  Hours. 

202 — A,  B  and  C.  Bench  Methods.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
preceeding  course,  taking  up  more  advance  work  shop  drawing  detail 
drawing,  working  out  bill  of  stock.     The  elementary  wood  finishing. 

Lectures  on:     1.     Drawing. 

2.  Manual  training  material  and  stock. 

3.  Designs. 

Prerequisite  to  this  course  is  201 — A,  B  and  C.  Three  Terms. 
Fifteen  Hours. 

203 — A,  B,  and  C.  Bench  Methods.  This  course  is  the  advance 
bench  work  taking  up  the  work  as  it  is  given  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades.  Working  out  a  course  of  study  with  drawing  for  each  pro- 
ject.    A  review  of  care  and  how  to  sharpen  all  bench  tools. 

A  short  course  in  shop  mathematics,  as  is  needed  in  shop  work 
measuring  lumber,  calculating  cost  of  materials,  the  value  of  the 
finished  product.

Prerequisite  course  202 — A,  B,  and  C. 

Students  in  the  Normal  college  who  have  had  no  work  in  manual 
training  will  take  courses  outlined  in  the  high  school  department. 
They  will  be  permitted  and  required  to  cover  much  more  ground  than 
high  school  students,  in  order  to  get  college  credit. 

BENCH  WORK  IN  THE  GRADES 

Fifth  Grade.  The  work  in  this  grade  is  of  the  most  elementary 
type,  taking  up  the  use  of  coping,  saw,  plane  and  square.  The  draw- 
ing is  of  the  most  simple  methods. 

Sixth  Grade.  The  work  is  a  continuation  of  the  fifth  grade  work, 
taking  up  more  tools,  as  brace  and  bits,  jack  plane,  bevel  square, 
wing  dividers. 
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Seventh  Grade.  The  work  in  the  seventh  grade  takes  up  the  simple 
glue  joints,  construction  of  the  simplest  pieces  of  small  furinture  as 
stools,  book  racks,  etc.  The  drawing  of  each  model  is  to  be  made 
before  the  project  is  started. 

Eighth  Grade.  A  review  of  the  bench  tools  is  given;  the  use  of 
elementary  machines,  study  of  furniture  construction.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  finishing.  One  small  piece  of  furniture  is  made 
by  each  boy;  the  machine  or  mill  work  is  done  by  the  class  as  a 
group.  Talks  are  given  from  time  to  time  on  lumber,  hardware, 
furniture,  commercial  work  in  the  industrial  line.  A  complete  work- 
ing is  made  of  each  project. 

MATHEMATICS 

201 — A  and  B.  Algebra.  This  subject  deals  with  the  more  theor- 
etical side  of  algebra  and  must  be  preceded  by  1 — A,  B,  and  C.  Two 
Terms.    Ten  Hours. 

201 — C.  Trigonometry.  One  term  is  given  to  Plane  Trigonometry. 
Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  trigonometrical  functions,  derivation  of  for- 
mulas, construction,  mensuration,  and  use  of  tables.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

202 — B  and  C.  Analytical  Geometry.  This  is  a  two  term  course 
given  only  to  students  of  Normal  rank,  and  presupposes  a  complete 
preparation  of  coordinate  systems,  conic  sections  and  the  operations 
leading  up  to  the  study  of  Calculus. 

Second  Term:  Continuation  of  first  term's  work  with  an  introduc- 
tion of  Solid  Analytical  Geometry.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

203 — A  and  B.  Calculus.  This  course  must  be  preceded  by  Ana- 
lytical Geometry.  It  takes  up  both  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus. 
Emphasis  is  laid  more  on  correct  analysis  and  interpretation,  than  on 
intricate  derivations. 

Second  Term:  Continuation  of  first  term's  work.  Two  Terms. 
Ten  Hours. 

202 — A.  Shop  Mathematics.  In  connection  with  the  Manual  Train- 
ing Department,  a  course  is  given  in  Shop  Mathematics,  for  those 
intending  to  teach  Manual  Training.  This  course  gives  a  thorough 
training  in  such  mathematical  operations  as  are  useful  in  Shop  prac- 
tice and  Science.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

203 — C.  Mathematics  Methods.  This  course  is  designed  for  those 
who  expect  to  teach  mathematics  in  high  schools.  Method  of  present- 
ation, aims  and  things  to  be  emphasized  are  studied.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 
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MUSIC 

The  music  course  aims  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
including  principles  of  correct  production,  practice  in  ear  training, 
and  sight  singing  and  writing  of  melodies;  acquaintance  with  the 
pedagogical  methods  of  teaching  music  in  the  elementary  grades; 
observation  and  practice  teaching  of  music;  a  deeper  appreciation  of 
the  meaning,  beauty  and  power  of  good  music. 

It  is  advisable  for  anyone  wishing  to  take  the  complete  music 
course,  to  take  the  chorus  work  during  the  three  years  and  also  to 
take  private  lessons  in  either  piano  or  voice. 

The  courses  as  listed  under  Music  may  be  taken  at  such  time, 
either  in  high  school  or  college,  as  the  development  of  the  student  in 
musical  education  makes  it  possible  for  him  to  take  the  work.  Credit 
will  be  given  in  the  various  courses  according  to  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished. 

Students  may  take  orchestra  and  chorus  work  during  the  entire 
course.     Credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  in  these  subjects. 

201 — A.  Methods.  Class  in  methods  of  public  school  music  will  re- 
ceive instruction  in  the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching  a  course  of 
music  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  course  will  also  include  a 
study  of  the  child's  voice.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — A.  Advanced  Sight-Reading.  Prerequisite  course  in  elemen- 
tary sight-reading.  Study  of  minor  scales  and  chromatics;  training 
in  choral  singing  of  part  songs.  A  list  of  suitable  choruses  for  high 
school  will  be  studied.  Ear  Training  in  this  class  will  include  singing 
and  recognition  of  triads,  seventy  chords  and  modulation.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

202 — B.  History  of  Music.  Open  to  all  students  who  have  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  vocal  or  instrumental  music.  The  history  of  the 
development  of  the  science  and  art  of  music  up  to  the  present  day; 
Greek  civilization,  early  Christianity,  the  modern  age.  Evolution  of 
instruments  and  technics.  Biographies  of  composers,  conductors,  in- 
strumentalists, and  singers.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — C.  Harmony.  The  fundamental  principles  of  the  theory  of 
music  are  embodied  in  the  study  of  harmony  which  treats  of  the 
different  chords  in  their  natural  relations  and  combinations.  The 
subdivisions  of  the  subject  are  intervals,  major  and  minor  triads, 
chord  progressions,  interversions,  cadences  seventh  chords,  modulation, 
sequence,  suspensions,  harmonizing  of  melodies.  One  Term.  Five 
Hours.

1 — A.  Preparatory  Course.  Kohler  and  Landon  Methods.  Clementi 
and  Kuhlau  Sonatinas.  Heller,  Concone,  and  Bach  Studies.  Hanon 
Technic.     Scales  and  Arpeggios  in  all  forms. 

4 — A.  Teacher's  Certificate  Course.  Heller,  Cramer-Clementi 
Bach's  Two  and  Three  Part  Inventions.  Kullak  and  Czerny  Octave 
Studies.     Hayden  and  Mozart  Sonatas. 

201 — A.  Graduate  Course.  Sonatas  from  Mozart  and  Beethoven. 
Bach's  Well  Tempered  Clavichord.  Studies  from  Czerny,  Chopin 
Etudes,  Nicodi,  and  modern  composers. 

Note: — Pupils  to  graduate  in  this  course  must  have  had  the  required 
work  in  Harmony,  Counter-point,  and  composition. 

VIOLIN 

1 — A.  Preparatory  Course.  Wolfahrt,  Kelly,  Hohmann  and  de- 
Beriot  Methods.  Mazas,  Dancla,  Kayser  Studies.  Sevick  Technic. 
Blumenstengle  Scales. 

4 — A.  Teacher's  Certificate  Course.  Sitt  Scales,  Schradiek  Tech- 
nic, David,  Mazas,  Krentzer,  Friorillo,  Concertos. 

203 — A.  Graduate  Course.  Rode  Studies,  Bach  Sonatas,  more  diffi- 
cult Concertos. 

Note: — Pupils  to  graduate  in  this  course  must  have  had  a  year  of 
piano  and  required  work  in  Harmony,  Counter-point  and  Composition.

202 — A.  Vocal  Music.  Course.  Correct  breathing,  proper  tone 
placement,  diction.  Intonation.  English,  French  and  Italian  diction. 
Appreciation  and  music  history.  An  hour  of  study,  Viardot.  Diction 
exercises,  Concone.  Voratises,  Panofka.  Repertoire,  opera  and  songs 
Oratorio. 


VIEW  OF  THE  CAMPUS 
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NATURAL  SCIENCES 

201 — A  and  B.  Zoology.  Main  emphasis  in  this  course  is  laid  on 
a  study  of  the  economic  relations  of  animals  to  each  other,  to  plants 
and  to  man.  Some  consideration  is  given  to  the  anatomy,  nutrition 
and  reproduction  of  the  forms  studied.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
a  study  of  insects  in  their  relation  to  forests,  field  crops,  and  the 
diseases  of  plants  and  animals.    Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

201 — B  and  C.  Botany.  A  brief  survey  of  the  plant  kingdom. 
The  work  consists  of  a  study  of  the  structure,  nutrition,  life  history, 
and  economic  importance  of  bacteria,  blue  green  algae,  green  algae, 
fungi,  mosses,  ferns  and  seed  plants.  Recitations  three  days  per 
week.  Laboratory  exercises  two  days  per  week.  Two  Terms.  Ten 
Hours. 

202 — A  and  B.  Physics.  The  aim  will  be  a  thorough  grounding  in 
Physics  with  abundant  opportunity  for  laboratory  practice.  This 
course  will  be  open  to  students  who  have  had  courses  3 — A,  B  and  C 
or  their  equivalent,  or  to  advanced  students  who  have  had  geometry 
and  the  elements  of  trigonometry.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

201 — B.  Household  Physics.  This  course  covers  the  ground  usually 
covered  in  courses  in  Elementary  physics  with  special  emphasis  upon 
the  practical  side  of  the  subject  as  related  to  the  household.  The 
course  is  given  during  the  second  term  of  the  school  year  and  is  re- 
quired of  all  high  school  graduates  enrolled  in  Teacher  Training 
Course  in  the  Home  Economics  Department.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

202 — C.  Bacteriology.  The  science  of  bacteriology  is  presented  to 
the  student  as  a  factor  in  every-day  life.  The  most  important  view- 
point from  which  the  subject  is  approached,  is  in  respect  to  its  prac- 
tical application  in  agriculture,  medicine,  domestic  science,  and  sani- 
tation. Three  hours  recitation,  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  work 
each  week.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

201 — A  and  B.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry.  Experimental  lec- 
tures, recitations,  and  quizzes  on  the  elements  and  their  compounds, 
supplemented  by  laboratory  work.  Two  lectures  and  recitations  a 
week  and  three  laboratory  periods.  The  laboratory  work  is  in  part 
introductory  to  qualitative  analysis.  Text:  McPherson's  and  Hender- 
son's General  College  Chemistry  and  Laboratory  Manual.  Two  Terms. 
Ten  Hours. 

202 — A  and  B.  Qualitative  Analysis.  The  chemistry  of  the  more 
important  metals  accompanied  by  the  preparation  of  a  number  of 
inorganic  compounds,  and  the  study  and  practice  of  the  methods  of 
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separating  and  detecting  the  more  common  bases,  acids,  and  their 
derivatives,  followed  by  the  analysis  of  simple  and  complex  substances. 
This  course  involves  six  to  eight  hours  of  laboratory  work,  and  one 
or  two  recitations  each  week.     Two  Terms.    Ten  Hours. 

203 — A  and  B.  Quantitative  Analysis.  This  course  will  consist  of 
a  study  of  gravimetric  and  volumetric  methods.  After  doing  some  of 
the  elementary  work  the  student  may  choose  work  in  water  analysis, 
food  analysis,  soil  analysis,  etc.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

203 — A  and  B.  Organic  Chemistry.  A  general  course  in  organic 
chemistry  including  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work.  This 
course  employs  the  properties  and  uses  of  the  organic  compounds 
found  in  the  industrial  activities,  together  with  the  underlying  chemi- 
cal principles  involved.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

204 — A.  Chemistry  of  Sanitation  and  Food  Analysis.  A  course  for 
the  general  student,  designed  to  give  a  basis  for  intelligent  consider- 
ation of  the  chemical  aspect  of  problems  involved  in  public  and  private 
hygiene.  A  study  of  the  standard  methods  for  determining  quality 
of  foods  and  adulterants  and  preservatives;  also  of  pure  food  legis- 
lation and  its  enforcement.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

204 — C.  Science  Methods.  This  course  is  designed  primarily  for 
those  who  expect  to  teach  science  in  the  high  schools.  Sources  of 
material,  methods,  aims,  laboratory  equipment  and  instruction,  things 
which  should  be  emphasized,  things  which  may  be  omitted,  etc.,  will  be 
considered  both  by  lectures  and  discussions.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

These  courses  will  be  offered  as  they  are  required  by  students. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

202 — A.  Professional  Courses.  Two  periods  a  week  during  the 
second  semester  is  given  to  Folk  Dancing,  consisting  of  the  analysis 
of  the  fundamental  dance  step.  Training  is  given  in  marching  tactics. 
The  U.  S.  Military  Manual  is  used  in  so  far  as  it  is  practicable. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  practical  work  without  apparatus  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  rural  school. 

Folk  dances  begin  with  the  simplest  form,  including  imitation  of 
child  play,  dramatic  dances,  ring  dances,  and  dances  of  simple  tech- 
nique, which  may  be  used  in  the  elementary  grades  and  in  high  school 
work.  Games  include  the  organization  of  simple  activities,  interests 
and  experiences  of  the  child  into  game  form.  In  this  principal  types 
of  motor  activity  as  to  purposes  and  methods  showing  the  relation  of 
physical  education  to  education  in  general.     One  Term.     One  Hour. 
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201 — A,  B,  and  C.  Elementary  Gymnastics.  This  course  is  required 
of  all  beginners.  Three  periods  a  week.  Required  of  all  women  and 
men  in  Freshman  year. 

SPANISH 

Prerequisite,  two  years  of  Spanish. 

203 — A.  Spanish  Methods.  Study  of  Methods:  In  this  course  the 
Spanish  pronunciation,  reading,  and  grammar,  are  considered  and 
methods  of  teaching  and  school  texts  particularly  as  applied  to  the 
teaching  of  Elementary  Spanish,  are  discussed.     Five  term  hours. 

203 — B.  Spanish  Methods.  Study  of  Methods:,  A  continuation  of 
the  first  term's  work.     Observation  of  Teaching.     Five  term  hours. 

203 — C.  Spanish  Methods.  Study  of  Methods:  Practice  Teaching. 
Five}  term  hours. 

201 — A.  History  of  Spanish  Literature.  A  comprehensive  study  of 
Spanish  literature  from  origin  to  the  present.

201 — B.  The  Spanish  Novel.  Conducted  mainly  in  Spanish.  A 
study  of  the  modern  Spanish  novel;  One  or  two  representative  texts 
from  Alarcon,  Galdos,  Valdes,  Caballero,  J'banez,  etc.,  will  be  read  and 
discussed.     Five  term  hours. 

201 — C.  Spanish  Drama.  Conducted  mainly  in  Spanish.  Reading 
and  discussion  of  one  or  two  representative  dramas  chosen  from  the 
works  of  Lope  de  Vega,  Calderon,  Ayala,  Echegaray,  Benaventa.  Five 
term  hours. 

202 — A.  Spanish,  Poetry.  Conducted  mainly  in  Spanish.  Reading 
and  discussion  of  two  or  three  representative  works.     Five  term  hours. 

202 — B.  Cervantes'  "Don  Quijote."  An  extensive  study  of  this 
work  as  to  purpose,  literary  value,  etc.  Conducted  mainly  in  Spanish. 
Five  term  hours. 

202 — C.  Spanish  Conversation.  This  course  is  based  on  the  history 
of  Spain  and  Spanish  civilization;  an  interpretation  of  Spanish  culture 
and  the  Spanish  spirit  in  Spain  and  Spanish  America,  and  present- 
day  affairs  in  Latin  countries.  Reading  and  discussion  of  Spanish 
publications  and  writing  of  themes  on  current  topics.  Five  term 
hours. 
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RURAL  CERTIFICATE  COURSE 

Under  the  State  law  the  Normal  Schools  of  the  State 
are  permitted  to  offer  a  Rural  Teachers'  Certificate 
course.  In  accordance  with  this  rule,  the  Board  of  Regents 
has  adopted  and  approved  the  following  course :

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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Completion  of  any  of  the  high  school  courses  satisfies  the  require- 
ments for  entrance  into  the  Normal  College  Department.  By  careful 
selection  of  the  courses  given  under  optional  courses  a  student  may 
prepare  for  any  course  he  may  desire  to  follow  in  college.  The  high 
school  or  preparatory  department  of  the  Normal  School  is  accredited 
in  all  the  large  universities  and  colleges. 

Under  the  rules  of  certification  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation a  standard  course  of  study  for  the  New  Mexico  High  School  is 
as  follows: 

Required  Units:  3  units  or  45  term  hours  of  English;  one  unit  or 
15  term  hours  of  American  History  and  Civics  including  New  Mexico 
History  and  Civics;  3  units  or  45  term  hours  of  one  other  group  of 
subjects;  2  units  or  30  term  hours  in  two  other  groups  of  subjects  and 
5  units  or  75  term  hours  elective.  These  credits  must  be  certified  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  at  the  time  the  high  school  graduate 
desires  a  first  grade  certificate  for  teaching.  The  State  Board  of 
Education  requires  certification  of  15  units,  or  225  term  hours  from  a 
high  school. 

A  unit  of  credit  as  defined  by  high  schools  is  equivalent  to  15  term 
hours  in  the  Normal. 

No  courses  will  be  offered  in  the  high  school  or  in  the  college  de- 
partment where  the  number  of  students  demanding  the  course  is  not 
sufficient  to  make  it  worth  while  for  a  teacher  to  give  her  time  in 
preparation  and  teaching  of  the  subject.

Students  by  careful  selection  of  their  courses  under  the  guidance  of 
the  faculty  will  be  able  to  get  the  work  which  will  prepare  them  for 
the  kind  of  work  they  desire  to  do.  A  student  who  wishes  to  complete 
the  commercial  high  school  course  should  elect  the  commercial  subjects 
in  each  year. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

COMMERCIAL 

The  course  in  Commercial  Education  is  designed  to  meet  the  present 
day  recognized  demand  for  training  that  will  better  prepare  for  active 
participation  in  business  life.  To  achieve  this  end  the  best  systems 
of  shorthand,  typewriting  and  bookkeeping  are  used — Gregg  Short- 
hand, Rational  Typewriting  and  the  American  Series  of  Bookkeeping. 
The  Gregg  System  is  now  used  in  more  than  seventy-five  perl  cent  of 
the  schools  of  today,  and  Rational  Typewriting  and  American  Book- 
keeping are  used  by  most  of  the  leading  schools  of  today. 

Should  a  sufficient  number  of  students  elect  advanced  courses  other 
than  those  listed,  classes  will  be  formed  for  them. 

3 — A.  Shorthand.  A  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg 
Shorthand  as  found  in  the  first  twelve  lessons  of  the  manual  with 
supplementary  exercises  and  dictation  of  short  letters  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  term.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

3 — B.  Shorthand.  A  review  of  the  first  term's  work  and  a  study 
of  the  last  eight  lessons  of  the  Gregg  Manual  with  dictation  and  sup- 
plementary exercises;  also  Gregg  Speed  Studies  first  twenty  lessons. 
One  Term.     Five  Hours. 
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3 — C.  Shorthand.  A  brief  review  of  word-signs,  phrasing  and 
vocabulary  of  Gregg  Manual  followed  by  dictation  work  upon  familiar 
and  unfamiliar  matter  used  in  general  correspondence  work.  One 
Term.     Five  Hours. 

2 — A.  Typewriting.  Touch  typewriting  covering  position  at 
machine,  memorizing  of  keyboard  and  correct  fingering  with  instruc- 
tions in  care  of  machine.  This  taught  by  a  series  of  graded  exercises 
as  arranged  in  the  Rational  Typewriting  Manual.  One  Term.  Five 
Hours. 

2 — B.  Typewriting.  Study  of  mechanical  arrangement  and  form 
of  business  letters,  addressing  envelopes,  manifolding  and  tabulating 
with  speed  practice.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

2 — C.  Typewriting.  A  course  in  advanced  typewriting  in  which 
general  typewriting  work  will  be  done  with  drills  upon  speed  practice. 
One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

3 — A.  Accounting.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  double  entry 
bookkeeping  as  used  in  the  journal,  cash  book,  purchase  book,  sales 
book,  and  ledger  of  the  American  Bookkeeping  Series.  One  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

3 — B.  Accounting.  In  this  intermediate  course  on  bookkeeping  the 
use  of  the  special  column  cash  book,  bill  book,  invoice  and  special 
ledger  will  be  illustrated.    One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

3 — C.  Accounting.  The  advanced  bookkeeping  work  will  deal  with 
the  methods  used  in  wholesale,  commission  and  corporation  accounting 
with  a  study  of  the  laws  regarding  organization  of  corporations  in 
the  State  of  New  Mexico.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

2 — B.  Commercial  Geography.  Geographical  factors  controlling 
production  of  manufacturers  and  exchange  of  commodities  with  rela- 
tion to  the  location  of  industrial  centers  will  be  studied.  A  study*  of 
local  industries  and  state  industries  will  receive  special  attention. 
One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

1 — A.  Penmanship  and  Spelling.  This  course  consists  chiefly  of 
drills  in  rapid,  arm  movement,  business  writing  as  outlined  in  the 
Palmer  Method  of  Business  Writing  for  penmanship,  and  the  work  in 
spelling  aims  to  teach  the  student  the  pronunciation,  meaning,  use 
and  spelling  of  words  found  in  commercial  correspondence  and  to 
enlarge  the  vocabulary  by  daily  use.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

1 — B.  Commercial  Arithmetic.  A  treatment  of  arithmetic  from  the 
modern  commercial  point  of  view  with  special  emphasis  upon  the 
rapid  and  accurate  handling  of  figures  in  ordinary  business  computa- 
tions.    One  Term.     Five  Hours. 
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3 — B.  Economics.  This  is  an  elementary  course  dealing  with  the 
material  wants  of  mankind;  production  and  use  of  wealth.  The  aim 
of  the  course  is  to  develop  a  rational  view  of  the  w«rld  of  industry  as 
correlated  with  social  life.     One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

4 — A.  Commercial  Law.  A  course  dealing  with  the  rights  and 
limitations  of  individuals  and  corporations,  or  partnerships,  in  business 
transactions;  also  a  study  of  the  New  Mexico  Statutes  and  decisions 
bearing  upon  commercial  interests.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

4 — B.  Office  Practice.  For  advanced  students  of  shorthand,  type- 
writing and  bookkeeping  to  obtain  practical  experience  in  office 
methods  by  doing  the  office  work  of  the  various  departments!  of  the 
school  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  commercial  department. 
One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

4 — C.  Business  English.  A  course  in  business  letter  writing  in 
which  the  forms  and  types  of  letters  used  in  business  correspondence 
will  be  studied  with  a  review  of  punctuation  and  sentence  structure  as 
seems  necessary.     One  Term.    Five  Hours. 

DRAWING  AND  ART 

2 — A  and  B.  Free  Hand  Drawing  for  Boys.  A  course  for  the 
development  of  technique  and  elementary  principles  of  working  draw- 
ings. Lettering  and  shop  sketching.  Simple  mechanical  drawing. 
Two  Terms.    Two  Hours  Credit. 

2 — A.  Free  Hand  Drawing  for  Girls.  Pictorial  and  decorative 
drawing  in  outline  and  in  color.  Still  life,  groups  and  objects  are 
used  to  develop  an  understanding  of  perspective  history  of  art.  Two 
Terms.    Two  Hours  Credit. 

3 — A  and  B.  Design  for  Boys.  Principles  of  design,  spacing  and 
proportion  applied  to  the  construction  of  objects  suitable  for  shop 
use.    Two  Hours  credit. 

4 — B  and  C.  Design  for  Girls.  Principles  of  design,  lines  and 
grace  and'  beauty  in  spacing  and  proportions.  Units,  borders  conven- 
tionalization of  natural  form  adapted  for  use  in  the  sewing  depart- 
ment.    Study  of  ornament.    One  Term.     Three  Hours  Credit. 

ENGLISH 

1 — A.  Grammar  and  Composition  and  the  study  of  Stevensons* 
"Treasure  Island,"  and  Tennyson's  "Enoch  Arden."  This  course  will 
include  a  thorough  drill  in  punctuation,  the  writing  of  the  complete 
well-organized  sentence,  the  development  of  the  paragraph  and  whole 
composition,  and  the  writing  of  simple  outlines.    In  oral  composition 
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is  handled  the  narrative  based  upon  actual  experience.  Approximately 
two  periods  a  week  are  devoted  to  composition  work  throughout 
English  1.     First  Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 

1 — B.  Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  the  study  of  Coleridge's 
"Ancient  Mariner,"  Arnold's  "Sohrab  and  Rastum,"  and  Scott's 
"Ivanhoe."  In  this  course,  the  student  is  required  to  write  increasing 
longer  whole  compositions.  Also  the  various  types  of  business  letters 
are  written.  In  oral  composition  and  public  speaking,  the  simple 
exposition  is  developed  in  addition  to  the  narrative  based  upon  ex- 
perience, reading  or  observation.     Second  Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 

1 — C.  Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  the  study  of  Shakespeare's 
"Merchant  of  Venice,"  and  Tennyson's  Idylls  of  the  King."  This 
course  continues  the  study  of  the  whole  composition  but  with  particu- 
lar emphasis  upon  the  paragraph  and  smooth  transition  between 
sentences  and  paragraphs.  In  addition,  the  student  is  taught  to  write 
formal  and  informal  notes,  and  friendly  letters.  In  oral  composition 
and  public  speaking  is  developed  the  informal  argument,  with  a  view 
towards  clearness,  conciseness,  and  forcefulness  of  expression.  Third 
Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 

2 — A.  Description,  and  the  study  of  Elliott's  "Silas  Marner,"  and 
Shakespeare's  "the  Tempest."  The  student,  having  previously  learned 
properly  to  organize  the  long  theme,  is  in  this  course  required  to 
center  his  attention  upon  the  development  of  the  descriptive  para- 
graph and  the  descriptive  theme.  The  various*  types  and  characteris- 
tics of  description  are  studied  in  detail,  and  are  illustrated  in  the 
written  and  oral  work  of  the  course.  This  composition  study  com- 
prises approximately  two-fifths  of  the  term's  work.  First  Term. 
Five  Term  Hours. 

2 — B.  Description,  the  simpler  forms  of  narration,  and  the  study 
of  Hawthorne's  "House  of  Seven  Gables,"  and  Poe's  Poems  and  Tales. 
In  this  course,  the  student  completes  the  study  of  description  by 
embodying  descriptive  passages  in  longer  narrative  themes  of  simple 
consturction.  The  themes,  which  consist  of  sketches  and  short  stories, 
are  based  largely  upon  the  student's  own  experience. 

The  study  of  the  friendly  letter,  introducing  narration  and  descrip- 
tion, is  continued  in  this  course. 

2 — C.  Narration  and  the  Short  Story,  selected  short  stories,  and 
Dickens,  "A  Tale  of  Two  Cities."  This  course  concludes  the  study  and 
writing  of  the  longer  narrative.  The  types  and  characteristics  of  the 
narrative  are  studied  in  detail.  Short  stories  from  Hale,  De  Maupas- 
sant, Hawthorne,  and  other  well  known  short  story  writers  are  used 
as  models.     Third  Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 
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3 — A.  English  Literature  and  the  study  of  Exposition.  In  this 
course  the  text,  Longs  English  Literature,  is  used  as  a  guide  in  study- 
ing English  Literature  and  the  order  of  its  development  from  the 
Anglo-Saxon  Period  to  the  Puritan  Age.  The  writings  of  the  authors 
prominent  in  each  age  receive  the  major  portion  of  the  time  as  the 
aim  of  the  work  is  to  encourage  in  every  student  a  desire  to  read  the 
best  books  and  to  know  literature.  Shakespeare's  "Julius  Caesar"  and 
Palgrave's  "Golden  Treasury"  are  the  classics  used  to  supplement 
the  text.  The  composition  work,  based  upon  the  simpler  forms  of 
exposition,  occupies  approximately  one-fifth  of  the  time  in  English  III. 
First  Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 

3 — B.  English  Literature  and  Exposition,  continued.  The  work  of 
this;  term  is  a  continuation  of  English  III — A,  and  covers  the  period 
from  the  Puritan  Age  to  the  Age  of  Romanticism.  The  supplementary 
reading  will  consist  in  the  works  of  the  authors  studied,  with  particu- 
lar emphasis  upon  Milton's  "Minor  Poems"  and  Palgrave's  "Golden 
Treasury."  The  student  is  required  as  usual  to  write  at  least  one 
theme  a  week,  the  subject  matter  of  which  will  be  some  form  of 
exposition.     Second  Term.     Five  Term  Hours. 

3 — C.  English  Literature  continued,  and  Argumentation.  The 
work  of  this  term  is  a  continuation  of  English  III — A  and  III — B,  and 
covers  the  period  from  the  Age  of  Romanticism  to  1915.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  general  movements  and  tendencies  in  literature  as  shown  in 
the  selections  studied.  Collateral  reading  will  consist  in  Browning's 
Poems,  Dickens'  "David  Copperfield,"  and  Palgrave's  "Golden  Treas- 
ury." In  addition  the  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with 
the  works  of  more  recent  English  writers,  of  recognized  worth.  The 
composition  work  is  confined  to  a  study  of  argumentation,  which 
reaches  its  culmination  in  the  final  term  debate.  Third  Term.  Five 
Term  Hours. 

4 — A.  American  Literature.  This  course  includes  an  intensive 
study  of  early  American  Literature,  up  to  the  Trancsendental  Move- 
ment. The  writings  of  the  authors  studied  are  read  and  reported 
upon.  The  classics  particularly  emphasized  are:  Selections  from 
the  works  of  John  Smith,  Samuel  Sewall,  Anne  Bradstreet,  Michael 
Wiglesworth,  Roger  Williams,  Cotton  Mather,  and  John  Woolman; 
Franklin's  "Autobiography"  selections  from  Jefferson,  Paine,  Wash- 
ington, and  Webster,  Irving's  "Sketch  Book,  Cooper's  "Last  of  the 
Mohicans,"  Bryant's  "Poems"  and  Poe's  "Poems  and  Tales."  The 
composition  of  this  course  consists  in  a  highly  specialized  study  of 
description,  to  which  work  approximately  two  periods  a  week  are 
devoted.     First  Term.    Five  Term  Hours. 

4 — B.  American  Literature,  continued.  This  course  is  a  continu- 
ation of  English  IV — A  up  to  1850.  An  intensive  study  of  the  writers 
of  the  periods  is  made,  with  particular  stress  placed  upon  the  fol- 
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lowing:  Hawthorne's  "Tales  and  Romances,"  Emerson's  "Poems  and 
Essays,"  Thoureau's  "Wallden,"  and  the  poems  of  Longfellow, 
Whittier,  and  Lowell.  Special  readings  and  reports  are  required  from 
all  students  taking  this  course.  The  composition  work  consists  in  a 
highly  specialized  study  of  narration. 

4 — C.  American  Literature,  concluded.  In  this  course  the  survey 
of  American  Literature  up  to  the  present  time  is  completed.  A  close 
perusal  of  the  leading  critical  and  literary  magazines  is  required  in 
addition  to  the  reading  of  the  following  classics:  Holmes'  "Romances 
and  Essays,"  Whitman's  "Poems,"  Sanier's  "Poems,"  selected  works 
of  Clemens,  Harte,  Miller,  Sill,  Field,  Aldrich,  Dickinson,  Burroughs, 
Howells,  Wilkins,  Stockton,  and  Cable.  The  composition  work  com- 
pletes the  study  of  the  narrative  and  the  development  of  the  short 
story  in  America.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  one  literary  and 
one  critical  report  of  at  least  one  thousand  words  each.  Third  Term. 
Five  Term  Hours. 

4 — A.  Advanced  Grammar.  This  is  an  advanced  course  in  gram- 
mar, and  is  intended  for  students  who  have  already  received  instruc- 
tions in  the  rudiments  of  grammar.  A  thorough  and  practical  review 
of  the  subject  is  made.  Texts:  Kittredge  and  Farley's  Advanced 
English  Grammar;  Scott  and  Southworth's  Lessons  in  English,  Book 
II.  Required  for  all  Professional  and  State  Certificates.  Two  Terms. 
Five  Term  Hours. 

4 — B.  Public  Speaking.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  train 
students  to  gather,  select,  arrange,  and  present  material  clearly  and 
effectively.  Characteristic  selections  and  the  methods  of  the  great 
speakers  are  studied.  Original  speeches  are  presented  and  criticised 
by  members  of  the  class. 

4 — A — 2.  Practical  Course  in  Newspaper  Work,  covering  reporting, 
editorial  writing  and  management,  and  advertising.  Given  by  an 
experienced  newspaper  man.  Of  value  to  anyone  who  has  to  have 
written  relations  with  the  public.  One  recitation  a  week.  Daily 
practice  assignments.  Open  to  high  school  seniors  and  to  college 
students.     One  term  hour  credit. 


EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

4 — A.  Elementary  Psychology.  This  course  is  designed  for  those 
students  who  desire  first  grade  county  certificates.  It  includes  a 
general  survey  of  the  psychological  field  and  the  close  relation  exist- 
ing between  pedagogy  and  psychology.  This  course  bears  high  school 
credit  only.     Five  Hours. 
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50 — A.  Elementary  Psychology.  First  Grade  Certificate  Course. 
This  course  is  outlined  for  those  students  who  must  teach  before  they 
complete  the  senior  year  of  their  high  school  work.  The  fundamental 
principles  of  Psychology  are  taken  up,  together  with  their  practical 
relation  to  classroom  procedure.  In  addition  to  certificate  credit,  this 
course  also  carries  credit  toward  high  school  graduation.    Five  Hours. 

4 — B.  Pedagogy.  This  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  and  the 
ability  of  the  students  of  high  school  rank  an^  carries  with  it  credit, 
in  the  High  School  Department  only.  It  deals  with  the  practical 
problems  of  school-room  management,  control  and  organization. 
Among  the  topics  discussed  are  discipline,  classification,  the  control  of 
attention,  moral  and  social  training,  promotion,  the  program,  school 
hygiene,  individual  instruction,  etc.  This  course  meets  the  require- 
ments of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  granting  of  first  grade 
certificates.     Five  Hours. 

50 — B.  Elementary  Pedagogy.  Rural  School  Management.  This 
course  is  outlined  for  students  who  must  teach  before  they  complete 
the  senior  year  of  their  high  school  work.  The  principles  of  class- 
room procedure,  school  management,  programme  making  ,etc.,  will  be 
taken  up  with  direct  reference  to  their  application  in  the  rural  school. 
This  course  bears  both  certificate  credit  and  credit  towards  high  school 
graduation. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

SPANISH 

1 — A.  Beginning  Spanish.  The  aim  in  the  beginning  is  to  acquire 
a  correct  pronunciation — to  learn  and  use  the  auxiliary  verbs,  and  the 
regular  verbs  in  the  present  tense,  to  read  simple  Spanish  prose. 
Drill  in  conversation  begins  with  the  first  reading  lesson.  First  Term. 
Five  Hours. 

1 — B.  Beginning  Spanish  (continued.)  This  is  a  continuation  of 
the  first  term's  work.  The  tenses  of  the  Indicative  and  their  uses  are 
studied  in  connection  with  sentence  construction  and  conversation 
relating  to  everyday  life.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

1 — C.  Beginning  Spanish  (concluded.)  In  this  term  the  verb  driL 
is  continued  and  the  present  subjunctive  of  verbs  and  its  uses  are 
learned.  Sentence  construction,  reading  and  drill  in  conversation  is 
given  more  time  in  this  latter  part  of  the  year's  work.  Five  term 
hours  credit. 

2 — A.  Second  Year  Spanish.  In  the  beginning  of  second  year,  the 
imperfect  of  the  subjunctive  and  the  conditional  of  all  verbs  studied 
in  first  year  are  learned.  Much  time  is  given  to  learning  the  differ- 
ence in  uses  of  the  auxiliary  verbs  Ser  and  Estar  and  the  various 
uses  of  the  subjunctive  mood — necessitating  much  drill  in  sentence 
construction.     Translation  and  discussion  of  some  Spanish  classic. 
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2 — B.  Second  Year  Spanish  (continued.)  The  grammar  is  con- 
tinued and  Elementary  composition  used,  which  furnished  excellent 
material  for  applying  grammar,  reading  and  conversation.  Transla- 
tion and  discussion  of  Spanish  classics  continued.  Five  term  hours 
credit. 

2 — C.  Second  Year  Spanish  (concluded.)  Elementary  Composition 
is  continued  and  a  Spanish  classic  is  read,  translated,  where  necessary, 
and  discussed  in  Spanish.  A  written  description  of  characters  may  be 
asked  for  practice  in  originality  of  expression  of  Spanish.  Five  term 
hours  credit. 

3 — A.  Third  Year  Spanish.  The  third  year's  work  should  be  con- 
ducted mainly  in  Spanish  and  consist  for  the  first  term  of  Advanced 
Composition  with  reviews,  of  grammar,  Advanced  Spanish  Compo- 
sition and  Conversation,  reading  and  discussing  in  Spanish  of  a  novel 
of  average  difficulty.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

3 — B.  Third  Year  Spanish  (continued.)  This  is  a  continuation  of 
the  first  term  using  a  composition  text.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

3 — C.  Third  Year  Spanish  (concluded.)  The  composition  work  is 
completed  and  original  composition  work  may  be  given.  Valdes  Jose 
is  read  and  discussed  in  Spanish.  Written  description  of  characters 
may  be  required. 

4 — A.  Fourth  Year  Spanish.  Conducted  in  Spanish  original  com- 
position work  is  now  taken  up  in  the  form  of  themes,  and  an  intensive 
study  of  the  novel,  "Pepita  Jimenes"  by  Valera  is  begun.  Five  term 
hours  credit. 

4 — B.  Fourth  Year  Spanish  (continued.)  Conducted  in  Spanish, 
theme  writing  continues  throughout  and  the  study  of  Valera's  Pepita 
Jimenes  is  completed.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

4 — C.  Fourth  Year  Spanish  (concluded.)  Conducted  in  Spanish, 
theme  writing  here  may  be  supplemented  with  topic  discussions.  The 
drama  Lope  de  Vega,  La  Moza  de  Cantaro,  is  studied  intensively. 
Five  term  hours  credit. 

FRENCH 

1— -A.  First  Year  French.  The  most  important  aim  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  French  course  is  to  acquire  correct  pronunciation. 
The  auxiliary  and  regular  verbs  and  uses  in  the  present  tense  of  the 
indicative  are  learned.  Sentence  construction  and  conversation  begins 
with  the  first  grammar  and  reading  lesson.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

1— B.  First  Year  French  (continued.)  In  this  term  the  past  indefi- 
nite, the  imperfect,  the  past  definite,  and  the  future  tense  and  uses 
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are  learned.  Much  attention  is  given  to  sentence  construction  apply- 
ing grammar  essentials,  reading  for  drill  in  pronunciation,  and  conver- 
sation.    Five  term  hours  credit. 

1 — C.  First  Year  French  (concluded.)  The  conditional  and  past 
definite  indicative  and  the  present  subjunctive  of  the  verb  and  uses 
are  learned,  with  more  stress  laid  in  sentence  construction  reading 
and  conversation.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

2 — A.  Second  Year  French.  The  irregular  verbs  are  studied  in 
all  tenses  learned  and  also  in  conditional  and  imperfect  subjunctives. 
Five  term  hours  credit. 

2 — B.  Second  Year  French  (continued.)  Grammar  may  be  dis- 
continued and  Gaudel's  method  used  as  this  text  contains  excellent 
material  for  application  of  grammar,  composition  and  conversation. 
Halevy's  Un  Mariage  d'  Amour  is  read,  translated,  where  necessary, 
and  discussed  in  French.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

2 — C.  Second  Year  French  (concluded.)  Gaudel's  Method  is  com- 
pleted and  Loti's  Pecheur  D'Islande  is  read,  translated,  where  neces- 
sary, and  discussed  in  Franch.     Five  term  hours  credit. 

LATIN  LANGUAGES  AND  LITERATURE 

The  work  of  the  Latin  Department  embraces  four  years.  The  aim 
of  the  courses  in  Latin  is  to  give  the  student  (1)  an  acquaintance 
with  the  more  important  Roman  writers;  (2)  constant  training  in  the 
use  of  correct  exact,  and  idiomatic  English;  (3)  an  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  life,  culture  and  civilization  of 
ancient  Rome,  together  with  the  effects  of  Roman  culture  and  law  on 
subsequent  civilization. 

During  the  work  of  the  first  three  years,  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
syntactical  Latin,  although  the  student  is  never  permitted  to  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  he  is  reading  a  great  historical  or  literary 
document. 

1 — A,  B,  and  C.  First  Year  Latin,  The  work  in  beginning  Latin 
embraces  a  careful  study  of  the  forms  of  inflection,  the  significance 
of  case  relations,  the  translation  of  Latin  sentences  into  literal  and 
idiomatic  English,  and  of  English  sentences  into  Latin.  The  elemen- 
tary principles  of  syntax  are  studied  in  comparison  with  English 
syntax.    Three  Terms.     Fifteen  Hours. 

2 — A,  B,  and  C.  Second  Year  Latin.  This  course  begins  with  a 
review  of  the  conjugations  and  declensons  of  the  first  year  of  Latin. 
Books  I  and  II  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  completed.  Latin  Com- 
position based  upon  Caesar  occupies  one  period  each  week.     Books  III 
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and  IV  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War  completed.  Composition  one  hoar  each 
week  based  upon  Caesar.  A  study  of  the  campaigns  of  Caesar  as 
compared  with  modern  military  campaigns  in  the  same  district. 

3 — A,  B,  and  C.  Third  Year  Latin.  This  course  as  the  courses  in 
the  second  year  Latin  begins  with  a  review  of  the  conjugations  and 
declensions.  The  First,  Second  and  Third  Orations  against  Catiline 
are  read.  Composition  one  hour  each  week  based  upon  Cicero.  A 
study  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  Satilinian  conspiracy.  The 
Fourth  Oration  against  Satiline,  the  oration  in  defense  of  Archias, 
and  the  oration  delivered  in  favor  of)  Pompey's  Commission  are  read. 
Latin  Composition  based  on  Cicero  one  hour  each  week.  Three  Terms. 
Fifteen  Hours. 

4 — A,  B,  and  C.  Fourth  Year  Latin.  Books  I  and  II  of  Virgil's 
Aeneid  are  read.  Latin  Composition  one  hour  each  week.  Careful 
attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  scansion.  The  students  are 
kept  constantly  in  mind  of  the  fact  that  they  are  reading  a  great 
Epic.  Books  III,  IV,  V,  and  VI  of  Virgil's  Aeneid  completed.  A 
study  of  the  Roman  and  Greek  myths  involved  in  the  Aeneid.  The 
influence  of  Virgil  on  subsequent  writers,  and  a  study  of  Virgil's 
position  during  the  Middle  Ages  is  made.  Latin  Composition  one  hour 
each  week.    Three  Terms.     Fifteen  Hours. 


HISTORY 

The  department  of  History  offers  courses  which  have  as  their  aim  a 
development  of  the  social  consciousness.  The  work  of  the  department 
surveys  the  world's  history  from  earliest  to  modern  times. 

4 — A  and  B.  United  States  History.  A  general  survey  of  the  field 
of  American  History,  from  earliest  times  to  the  present.  Two  Terms. 
Ten  Hours. 

4— C.  United  States  Civics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  analyze 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  give  a  working  knowledge 
of  its  provisions  as  applied  to  citizenship.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

4 — C — 2.  New  Mexico  History  and  Civics.  A  thorough  survey  of 
New  Mexico  under  three  governments.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
the  constitution  of  the  state  as  regards  privileges  of  citizenship.  One 
Term.    Five  Hours. 

2 — A,  B,  and  C.  Ancient  History.  Study  of  the  prehistoric  period 
and  Oriental  culture.  An  analysis  of  the  contributions  to  civilization 
by  the  Greeks,  Hebrews,  and  Romans.  The  period  of  Ancient  history 
as  surveyed  in  the  course  extends  from  prehistoric  times  to  the  fall  of 
the  Roman  empire  in  the  west  476  A.  D.  Parallels  to  modern  tenden- 
cies are  noted.    Three  Terms.     Fifteen  Hours. 
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3 — A,  B,  and  C.  Medieval  and  Modern  History.  The  purpose  is  to 
give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  the  political  events  and  tendencies 
which  have  resulted  from  ancient  causes  and  which  carry  over  into 
the  institutional  life  of  the  present  times  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
period  since  1815.     Three  Terms.    Fifteen  Hours. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 

1-— A,  B,  and  C.  Sewing.  This  course  aims  to  give  instruction  in 
all  the  plain  and  some  ornamental  stitches,  in  the  making  of  seams, 
hems,  tucks,  plackets,  button  holes  and  fastenings,  applied  in  making 
a  set  of  undergarments,  and  a  simple  dress  of  washable  material. 
Each  student  drafts  her  own  patterns  for  the  undergarments  from 
simple  straight  rule  drafts.  The  dress  is  made  from  an  adapted 
commercial  pattern.  Simple  processes  in  repair  of  clothing,  as  in 
patching  and  darning  are  included.  The  use  and  care  of  the  sewing 
machine  is  taught.  Textiles  spinning,  and  weaving  and  modern  manu- 
facturing processes  are  studied.  Drawing  is  taken  parallel  with  the 
course.     Fifteen  Hours. 

2 — A,  B,  and  C.  Clothing  and  Textiles.  The  drafting  of  patterns 
is  continued  in  this  course.  A  tailored  shirt  waist,  suit,  a  fancy 
blouse,  and  a  woolen  dress  are  made.  Further  works  in  textiles:  The 
economics  of  dress,  clothing  budgets,  hygiene,  care  and  repair  of 
clothing  are  included.  The  fundamentals  of  millinery  are  taught  and 
a  winter  and  summer  hat  are  made.  Some  instruction  in  art  needle 
work  is  given  and  designs  developed  in  the  art  class  are  applied  in 
the  ornamentation  of  personal  belongings  and  household  belongings. 
Design  is  to  be  taken  with  the  course.    Fifteen  Hours. 

3 — A,  B,  and  C.  Foods  and  Cooking.  This  course  consists  of  a 
study  of  the  kitchen  and  equipment,  fuels;  the  production,  manufac- 
ture, composition,  digestibility  and  nutritive  value  of  foods.  Principles 
and  methods  of  cooking  are  applied  in  preparing  typical  foods.  Atten- 
tion is*  given  to  the  cost  of  food  and  much  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
development  of  skill  and  efficiency  in  the  manipulation  of  food  materi- 
als and  equipment^  Physiology,  hygiene  and  physics  are  taken 
parallel  with  the  course.     Fifteen  Hours. 

4 — A  and  B.  Foods  and  Cooking.  This  course  includes  the  more 
advanced  cooking  processes,  the  preservation  of  foods;  marketing, 
menu  making,  table  service,  elementary  principles  in  nutrition, 
planning,  and  serving  well  balanced  meals  at  given  costs  per  capita, 
invalid  cookery,  children's  diets  and  school  lunch.  Two  Terms.  Ten 
Hours. 
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4 — C.  Household  Management.  This  course  deals  with  the  evolu- 
tion of  shelter  and  historical  development  of  the  house,  house  planning 
and  home  furnishing,  home  decoration,  sanitation,  home  nursing, 
budgets,  household  accounts,  organization  and  division  of  labor  in  the 
household.     One  Term.     Five  Hours. 

1 — A  and  B.  Home  Making  Course.  Applied  Design.  The  object 
of  the  work  should  be  to  teach  the  elementary  fundamentals  of  design. 
Mass  and  Space:  Begin  with  straight  line  borders  in  black  and  white, 
conventional  borders  in  straight  and  curved  lines,  then  use  the  square 
or  circle  divided  into  five  or  eight  parts,  make  motifs  suitable  for 
surface  patterns  or  borders.  Draw  flowers  and  fruit,  first  naturalistic 
then  decorative,  apply  patterns  to  aprons,  bags,  table  or  piano  covers, 
towels,  etc.    Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

3 — A  and  B.  Home  Planning  and  Decoration.  House  Plans.  Choice 
of  site,  outward  appearance  of  house,  wood  finish.  Interior:  (1) 
centers  of  interest,  (2)  arrangement  of  furniture,  (3)  hanging  of  pic- 
tures, (4)  harmonious  color.  Choice  of  pictures.  Color  in  rooms:  (1) 
walls,  (2)  draperies,  (3)  floor.  The,  object  is  to  make  art  a  real  and 
vital  factor  in  the  building  and  arrangement  of  a  house.  Make  a 
plan  then  carry  out  each  of  the  above  steps  in  the  model  house,  also 
study  to  beautify  old  style  houses.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 
VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

5 — A,  B,  and  C. — General  Industrial  Course.  This  course  is  given 
from  a  practical  standpoint,  taking  up  several  different  industries  the 
first  year,  giving  the  boy  a  working  knowledge  of  each  trade  and  in 
this  way  he  will  be  able  to  choose  intelligently  which  line  he  wishes 
to  pursue  further.  The  work  in  this  course  is  carried  on  in  as  useful 
or  productive  basis  as  far  as  possible.  The  number  of  trades  or 
industries  to  be  in  this  course,  with  outline  of  the  work  is: 

Drawing  I:  (1)  use  of  T  square  and  triangles,  (2)  care  and  use  of 
instruments,  (3)  pencil  work,  (4)  working  drawing,  (5)  detail  drawing. 

Mill  Work  II:  (1)  use  of  machines,  (2)  care  and  sharpening  of 
machines,  (3)  cutting  out  stock  of  cabinet  work. 

Cabinet  Making  III:  (1)  assembling,  (2)  hand  finishing,  (3)  use 
of  scraper,  (4)  gluing,  (5)  finishing. 

Carpentry  IV:  (1)  framing,  (2)  outside  trimming,  (3)  inside 
finishing,  (4)  roof  and  detail  construction. 

Cement  V:  (1)  building  forms,  (2)  strength  of  different  mixtures, 
(3)  finishing,   (4)  sidewalks,  (5)  reinforced  work. 

Wood  Turning  VI:  (1)  spindle  work,  (2)  screw-chuck  and  face 
plate  work,  (3)  hollow  chuck  and  mandrel  work. 
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MATHEMATICS 

1 — A  and  B.  Arithmetic  This  course  is  designed  for  those  who 
wish  a  thorough  review  of  arithmetic.  It  presupposes  however,  a 
considerable  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  the  course  extends  far 
beyond  the  limits  of  simple  arithmetic.     Two  Terms.     Ten  Hours. 

1 — A,  B,  and  C.  Algebra.  This  first  course  in  Algebra  deals  mostly 
with  the  equation  and  the  solution  of  simple  problems.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  organization  and  throught  and  correct  algebraic  ex- 
pressions. Continuation  of  the  work  with  the  introduction  of  simul- 
taneous equations,  factoring,  radical,  graphing,  quadratics. 

3 — A  and  B.  Algebra.  This  course  begins  with  a  thorough  review 
of  the  first  year's  work.  This  is  followed  by  a  course  in  radicals, 
quadratics,  progressions,  logarithms,  and  graphing  equations  of  the 
second  degree.  Problems  are  given  involving  a  knowledge  of  preced- 
ing mathematics,  so  as  to  unify  the  previous  work.  Two  Terms.  Ten 
Hours. 

2 — A,  B,  and  C.  Plane  Geometry.  In  plane  geometry,  the  purpose 
is  to  gradually  and  naturally  develop  the  student's  power  of  deductive 
reasoning.  An  effort  is  made  to  teach  the  principles  of  geometry,  not 
as  facts  in  a  book,  but  as  properties  of  the  space  in  which  we  live. 
Much  time  is  given  to  the  solution  of  practical  original  problems. 
Three  Terms.    Fifteen  Hours. 

3 — C.  Solid  Geometry.  Solid  geometry  is  developed  by  somewhat 
more  general  methods  than  are  allowable  in  Plane  geometry.  The 
basic  theorems  of  Plane  geometry  are  reviewed  and  the  analogy 
between  Plane  geometry  and  Solid  geometry  is  carefully  brought  out. 
One  Term.    Two  Hours. 

MUSIC 

(See  Music  in  College  Department.) 

NATURAL  SCIENCES 

1 — A,  B,  and  C.  General  Science.  This  course  includes  the  intro- 
ductory notions  of  Elementary  Science  and  their  application  to  every- 
day life.     Fifteen  Hours. 

2 — A  and  B.  Botany*  This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  plants, 
their  form,  structure,  habits,  and  environment.  Typical  specimens  are 
chosen  for  detailed  study.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  common 
domestic  plants  and  to  the  economy  of  plant  life.  Field  and  laboratory 
work  are  included,  and  studints  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  collect 
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specimens  of  the  flora  of  the  surrounding  country.  Methods  of  pro- 
curing and  preserving  materials,  of  conducting  simple  experiments 
under  ordinary  public  school  conditions  are  considered.    Ten  Hours. 

2 — C.  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
a  brief  but  comprehensive  survey  of  the  subject  in  order  to  make  the 
student  familiar  with  the  essential  facts  relating  to  the  structure  of 
the  body  and  the  function  of  the  different  parts.  The  work  is  practical 
throughout  and  endeavors  to  show  teachers  how  the  subject  may  be 
made  profitable  and  interesting  to  school  children.  The  instruction  in 
hygiene  will  refer  especially  to  air  respiration,  food,  sleep,  regularity 
in  bodily  habits,  temperance,  exercise,  dress,  etc.  Five  Hours.  One 
Term. 

2 — A — 2  and  B — 2.  Agriculture.  Thic  course  will  deal  with  the 
elementary  principles  of  Agriculture.  It  is  designed  primarily  to  give 
students  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject.  The  course  includes  a 
study  of  the  plant,  plant  propagation  and  growth,  grafting  and  bud- 
ding, dry  farming,  conservation  of  moisture,  disease  of  plants,  insect 
pests,  farm  crops,  etc.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  crops  and 
methods  of  cultivating  adapted  to  New  Mexico. 

3 — A,  B,  and  C.  Physics.  This  course  includes  text-book  work, 
lectures  and  recitations,  demonstrations  and  experiments.  Experi- 
ments are  recorded  in  a  permanent  note-book.  The  subject  of  mechan- 
ics, light,  heat,  sound  and  electricity  are  given  careful  elementary 
treatment.  The  important  principles  of  each  topic  are  carefully 
demonstrated,  and  the  student  then  applies  his  understanding  of  each 
principle  in  an  individual  experiment.  Text:  Milliken  and  Gales 
First  Course.    Fifteen  Hours.    Three  Terms. 

4 — A,  B,  and  C.  Chemistry.  This  course  includes  text-book  work, 
lectures  and  recitations,  demonstrations,  and  individual  experiments. 
The  students  are  required  to  keep  permanent  notes  of  experiments. 
The  work  gives  a  general  knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry.  An 
effort  is  made  to  develop  in  the  student,  habits  of  close  and  accurate 
observation  and  to  lead  him  to  apply  his  knowledge  to  every-day  ex- 
periences. Text:  Brownlee's  First  Principles  of  Chemistry.  Fifteen 
Hours. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Each  student  upon  entering  is  given  an  examination  by  the  director, 
which  furnishes  a  guide  for  the  direction  of  exercises. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  three  hours  a  week  in  the  gym- 
nasium, and  is  encouraged  to  take  as  much  out-door  exercise  as 
possible. 
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Each  student  must  secure  the  regulation  gymnasium  costume  of  the 
high-school:  white  gymnasium  shoes,  black  stockings,  black  bloomers, 
white  middy  blouses,  and  black  tie. 

1 — A,  B,  and  C.  Elementary  Gymnastics.  An  elementary  course 
in  marching  tactics,  calisthenics,  and  gymnastics. 

2 — A,  B,  and  C.  Intermediate  Gymnastics.  An  intermediate  course 
in  the  use  of  hand  apparatus,  including  wands  and  dumbells.  Also 
gymnastic  apparatus. 

3 — A,  B,  and  C.  Advanced  Tactics,  hand  apparatus,  gymnastic  ap- 
paratus, and  games. 

4 — A,  B,  and  C.  Methods  and  Practice  Teaching.  Open  to  those 
who  expect  to  teach  physical  education.  Methods,  practice  teaching, 
and  games. 

Athletics:     Basketball,  tennis,  track  and  field  sports,  open  to  all.
